Clock, which the King of Sweden found in a Cabinet of the Duke of Bavaria's, when 
he took Munchen, and ſent it to the Prince of Orange. A Committee of the Council 
N rented with him: It is ſaid, he carries himſelf diſcreetly and humbly.

Young Noy, the diſſipanding Noy, is killed in 
France. in a Duel, by. a Brother of Sir Jahn Biran; ſo now the younger. Brother is 
Heir and Ward to the King. We have alſo dead lately, Tom Wrougbton, a Gentleman 
much lamented by thoſe that knew him. My Lord of Carle yet holds out, but I be- 
lieve he will be dead before your Lordſhip comes into England; his Legs ſwell migh- 
tily, and his Spirits decay daily. A Project for crying up our Gold and Silver hath 
been ſet on foot by one Palmer and others of the Mint; our Pieces ſhould have been 
raiſed to 25s. becauſe the King of France hath raiſed them ſo high in that Kingdom, 
and the Spaniſh King hath lately doubled all his black Money. It came to be agitated 
before the King and his Council a Week ſince, whereto were called Sir Thomas Rowe 
and ſome other Gentlemen, with divers Merchants, It endured a long Debate, my 
Lord Cottingtan ſpake excellently well in it; in the End it was daſhed, for it clearly 
appeared; that the King being the greateſt Receiver, he would be the greateſt Looſer.

M otherwiſe have forborn thus long to preſent my humble Acknowledgments unto 
your Lordſhip for your laſt Letter: wherein you are pleaſed to deſcend fo far below 
yourſelf, and with ſo much Freedom to communicate with me what concerns your 
oven Particular here, as I cannot ſufficiently expreſs, how deep a Senſe I have of your 
Favour, or how unfeignedly I reſt devoted to your Lordſhip for your moſt noble Re- 
ſpects manifeſted unto me therein, But this I ſhall endeavour to make appear by my 
Actions rather than my Profeſſions, and ſhall now pleaſe myſelf in nothing more than 
in my Deſigns andStudics how to render myſelf moſt ſerviceable to your Lordſhip here.

A dom aſſembled in Conyocation did preſent their humble Petition, amongſt other

things; that all Popiſh Schoolmaſters might be ſuppreſſed ; that Inquiry ſhould be 
made by fit Commiſſioners into the Abuſes of Free Schools, and to give ſpeedy Order 
for the Reformation of them; that whereas frequent Burials in Abbeys is an Occa- 
fion of the great Neglect and Contempt of Pariſh Churches, and mainly prejudicial to 
the Clergy, ſome good Courſe might be taken to reſtrain that Abuſe by Act of State; 
We have thought fit hereby not only to teſtify our Approbation thereof, but alſo ear- 
neſtly to deſire you, as thoſe to whoſe Care it doth moſt properly appertain, to take the 
ſame into your ſerious Conſideration, and we do hereby require and authorize you to 
adviſe of ſome. good Means whereby the faid Abuſes be prevented for the future; eſ- 
pecially to ſee that publick Schools, whether they be founded by Statute, or by his 
Majeſty's princely Endowment, be not ſo extremely neglected as they are, or ſerved by 
Popiſh, or other Stipendiaries; and to proceed to the Deprivation of ſuch Perſons as 
you ſhall find to have been groſly culpable in this kind. 

And further, whereas we cannot but take notice of the general Non-reſfidence of 
Clergymen, to the Diſhonour of God, the Diſſervice of their Cures, the vain Expence 
of their Means in Cities and Corporate Towns, and the great Scandal of the Church; 
We do hereby require and authorize you to proceed inſtantly with all Severity to the

I let them ſee, how the Merchants trading thither had been ſpoiled by the Pirates be- 
fore my Coming, as well in his Majeſty's Harbours, as at Sea, a Ship fired in the Port 
of Dublin, in Sight of his Majeſty's Caſtle, and there continued burning, and the Pi- 
rate lading and returning from the Ship two Days together, to the mighty Scandal of 
the State; that the Shippin e for want of Money came ſo late in the Year, that all the 
Miſchief was done before they came, which commonly was not before the latter end 
of Ful, but that now the Monies duly anſwered into the Exchequer here, the Ships 
had been for theſe two laſt Years upon. the Coalt by the Beginning of Merch, five or 
ſix of the Bi/cayners taken within the Channel, impriſoned, and after releaſed upon 
their Promiſe not to exerciſe any Hoſtility hereafter within the Channel ; a great Ship 
of the Duke of Macgueda taken on the Weſt Coaſt, and thereby ſo diſcouraged them, 
that the Merchant hath not loſt any thing ſince my Arrival there, nor were ſo much as 
heard of a Biſcayner theſe laſt two Summers: This hath been a Means that Trade hath 
increaſed exceedingly, and fo will ſtill (if we have Peace) to the Honour of his Maje- 
ſty, and the enriching of his People. | | 


That the Trade here was not only much greater, but rightly conditioned, the na- 
tive Commodities exported, being in Value at leaſt a Third, if not Double the Value, 
to the Foreign Commodities imported; a certain Sign that that Commonwealth gathers 
upon their Neighbours. 

That there was little or no Manufacture amongſt them, but ſome ſmall Beginnings 
towards a clothing Trade, which I had and fo ſhould till diſcourage all I could, un- 
leſs otherwiſe directed by his Majeſty and their Lordſhips, in regard it would trench 
not only upon the Clothings of England, being our Staple Commodity, ſo as if they 
ſhould manufacture their own Wools, which grew to very great Quantities, we ſhould 
not only loſe the Profit we made now by indraping their Wools, but his Majeſty loſe 
extreamly by his Cuſtoms, and. in Concluſion it might be feared, they wauld heat us out 
of the Trade itſelf, by underſelling us, which they were well able to do. Beſides, in 
Reaſon of State, ſo long as they did not indrape their own Wools, they muſt of Ne- 
ceſſity fetch their Clothing from us, and conſequently in a ſort depend upon us for their 
Livelihood, and thereby become ſo dependent upon this Crown, as they could not de- 
part from us without Nakedneſs to themſelves and Children: Yet have I endeavoured 
another way to ſet them on work, and that is by bringing in the Making and Trade of 
Linen Cloth, the rather in regard the Women are all naturally bred to Spinning, that 
the 1r:/þ Earth is apt for bearing of Flax, and that this Manufacture would be in the 
Concluſion rather a Benefit than other to this Kingdom. -I have therefore ſent for the 
Flax Seed into Holland, being of a better ſort than we have any, ſowen this Year a 
thouſand Pounds worth of it (finding by ſome I ſew the laſt Year, that it takes there 
very well) I have ſent for Workmen out of the Low Countries, and forth of France, 


and ſet up already ſix or ſeven Looms, which, if pleaſe God to bleſs us this Year, I

] x anſwer of your Lordſhip's without Date, I muſt begin with humble Thanks to 
your Grace for your Favour to my Lady of Leiceſter at my Inſtance, being indeed 
a Perſon I very much eſteem and wiſh all Good to. 
It is very true, that being at Rufford, his Majeſty told me, he much marvelled to 
| ſee my Hand at the Report concerning the City of London, and that in his Judgment 
the Offer was very low and mean. | 
I replied, that ſure, in caſe his Majeſty had the Cuſtoms and Fiſhings at Coleraine 
and Londonderry, that which we adviſed would be as good as an hundred and fifty 
thouſand Pounds: That it could not be denied but the Londoners were out great Sums 
upon the Plantation, and that it were not only very ſtri& in their Caſe, = would diſ- 
courage all other Plantations, if the uttermoſt Advantage were taken: Beſides it was 
very conſiderable, the too much Diſcouraging of the City, which in a Time thus con- 
ditioned, and when they were to be called upon till for thoſe great Payments towards 
the Shipping Buſineſs, might produce ſad Effects; whenas in my poor Judgment they 
were rather to be as tenderly (as poſſibly might be) dealt with, if not favoured and 
kept in Life and Spirit. For any thing I could perceive, I left his Majeſty reaſonably 
well ſatisfied, and in mind to conclude, in caſe the City can be drawn up to that which 
we adviſe to be taken.

will be conſulted, and at after ſufficiently provided for. 1 
My judgment and Experience is very ſmall in theſe Affairs, but methinks forty 
thouſand Pounds of the Country Monies might be very well beſtowed for the ſetting 
forth a Fleet apart to hunt theſe barbarous Vermin thorough the Mediterranean itſelf 
to their own Doors at Algiers, wherein moſt aſſuredly you would have Spain to join 
with you. Nay, I proteſt they ſhould be burnt and fired in the French Harbours them- 
ſelves, and all that ſhould oppoſe, if there be any poſſible Means to effect it. 
This would be a paſſing noble and warrantable Action. For, with what Juſtice or 
Shame can the French (or at leaſt ought they) patronize theſe Enemies of God and 
Man to the infinite Scandal and Annoyance of all their Neighbours ?

My Carriage on this Side hath been to- 
wards all ſo circumſpect and obſervant, as I well truſted there had not been the leaſt 
Offence or Scandal given or taken: Yet it ſeems I have left ſome great and powerful 
Perſons in ſuch a Diſtemper towards me, and themſelves, as, in a manner, every where 
to avow a Reſolution ſet for my Ruin.

Little do I find myſelf moved with any or all of theſe, I can ſmile at their Vanity, 
that glorify themſelves in being reported the Contrivers and Procurers of this im- 
puted Coldneſs and Diſregard, nay eſteem them as little powerful as they would be 
thought almighty in ſuch a Caſe; and which is far above all the reſt, ſecurely re-

In preſent all uy thly forward, but that proceeds not fo much out of any good 


Aﬀe@tion this 9 hath to 1 unto from that People, as by reaſon my Credit with 
his Majeſty is there held to be greater than can be ſhaken by them. I proteſt in all 
Soberneſs ſuch a Credit I neither merit, expect or covet; yet for them to believe ſo 


ſhall operate extremely to his Maje 0 . Nay, I muſt confeſs, contented I

Error, 

Again, I am not afraid of any Man's Complaint, being well aſſured in myſelſ. that 
whoever queſtions me ſhall, work towards my greater Juſtification, and manifeſt the 
more my Integrity and Faith to his Majeſty. And yet I am not ſo in Love with them 
as wantonly to bring their Vexation or Noiſe upon myſelf, I conceive I know to be- 
ſtow my Time and Watches much better. Beſides, I always obſerve, that Clamours, 
how unjuſt ſoever, diſtract and hinder” Buſineſs; for they are not to be judged without 
hearing, which commonly runs.up much Time, and in the mean Space all is at a Stand, 
andevery Eyeat the Gaze. Witneſs the Oppoſition in the County of Gallway, and Mr. 
Barr, whoſe Brains had they been only buſied in Things belonging unto them, and within 
their Underſtanding, the ſame that is done by me now, had been accompliſhed at leaſt 
a Vear ſooner, with above 10, ooo J. more Profit to his Majeſty: And yet, ſuch is

In the firſt Place, your Lordſhip will be pleaſed that I put you in Mind, how at 
your being at Dublin, I beſought you, that I might be acquainted with what your 
Lordſhip deſired in Ireland, leſt otherwiſe, I unhappily and unknowingly ſhould fall 
croſs to your Lordſhip's Ends in any thing; to which I added this Aſſurance, that if 
I could do you no Service, yet I would be certain to do no Hurt in your Buſineſſes; 
Had I obtained this Requeſt of your Lordſhip, there could never have been any Miſ- 
takes, whereinto now I am brought, by your Lordſhip's Reſervedneſs, and a Letter 
procured, which it was not poſſible for me to give way unto, without a foul and main 
Breach as well of publick as private Faith. „ 
Upon the firſt Sight of this Letter, I confeſs I was altogether ſurpriſed and much 
troubled, foreſeeing it to be ſuch as might not be yielded unto, yet extremely preſſed 
I was by Mr. Plater (if I miſtake not his Name) to give preſent Warrant for paſſing 
the Grant.

Yet one thing there is remaining, which I think very neceſſary to be done in Point 
of common and indifferent Juſtice, before I give my Determination, which is, that a 
Narration of the Fact be agreed upon by all Parties, that none of them may ſay, that 
That upon which I ground my Sentence is miſtaken. To this End I have, out of all 
the Papers that have come to my Hands, drawn a brief Hiſtory of the Fact from firſt 
to laſt, with reference to the ſeveral Papers for Proofs, by Letters and other Marks. 
This Recital of the Fact, and all the Papers ready marked to your Hand, I ſend your 
Lordſhip in this Packet. It is a very brief one, and therefore firſt I defire your Lord- 
ſhip to read it over, and compare what you doubt with the Papers ; then I humbly de- 
fire your Lordſhip to call all Parties before you, at ſome Time of Leiſure, ſuch as 
you have, and let them read it, and if they agree to it, as a full and true Narration of 
the Fact, then I deſire they may all ſign it, for I cannot decide any thing, till 1 have 
a State of the Queſtion agreed on before me; but in caſe they differ in any material 
Circumſtance, then I heartily pray you, that they may clear their own Doubts, and 
ſet the Fact ſo down, as that they may agree upon it and ſign it, and fo ſoon as that 
is done, and the Fact ſent ſigned unto me, I ſhall proceed to Sentence with all Indif- 
ferency, and without reſpect of Perſons.

CINCe your Lordſhip's Departure I have by his Majeſty's Command preſented to 
IJ him at the Council-Table the Heads of ſeveral Abuſes practiſed in the Government 
of the Navy ; after they were there read, and that I had faid ſomething upon that Sub- 
ject, they were generally thought fit to be inquired after and reformed ; whereupon 1 
was commanded to bring ſuch Proofs and Teſtimonies as I could for the juſtifying of 
that which I had delivered: This I did upon Sanday laſt under the Hands of Sir John

Pirates, there is a double Proviſion made, firſt, by Stipulation in our League with 
the French, wherein it is now agreed, that they ſhall neither admit any Men of War 
of Barbary, or other Turkiſh Pirates to have Acceſs into their Harbours, nor to remain 
there, but to join with us in making War upon them; the ſecond Remedy (as we 
hope) will be much more effectual, for this Day Captain Rainſborougb, an experienced 
and worthy Seaman taketh his Leave of his Majeſty and goeth inſtantly to Sea with 
four good Ships and two Pinnaces to the Coaſt of Barbary, with Inſtructions and Re- 
ſolution to take all Turkiſh Pirates he can meet, and to block up the Port of Salley, 
and to free the Sea from theſe Rovers, which he is confident to perform.

It is true indeed we hear of great Likelihood of his Majeſty's going into a War 
with. the Houſe of Auſtria, and if that be the Way, I wiſh it declared Fo- day before 
To-morrow. In my. poor Opinion there are two Buſineſſes for you there to think of, 
how you ſhall be able without them to get the Palatinate, and afterwards how. you 
thall be able to keep it.

Nor is it improbable, the Pope may mediate, as a common Parent, a Peace betwixt 
France and Spain, without expreſſing any of his paſtoral Warmth for us at all. Only 
it is to be hoped, France will not return Lorrain, and that Spain will not fit down 
without it. : 
For my own Part, without ſtydying much this, Foreign Learning, I ſhall pray Al- 
mighty God to incline his Majeſty to that which may be moſt for his own Greatneſs 
and the Proſperity. of his Kingdoms. Only. ſo, far forth as my Sight or Thoughts can 
carry me in this Circle wherein I move and go about, I cannot foreſee any thing like 
to be the Accompliſhment of his Majeſty's Affairs and Purpoſes here ſo much as would 
a Peace, nor any thing that is like ſo much to. diſtemper, if not render them impoſſible, 
as would a War. 

I did write to Sir Jacob Aſbley, as you were pleaſed to deſire me at Windſor, and I 
will not fail upon the firſt Opportunity to ſerve him here the beſt I can, as one that 
ſhould be very glad to have ſuch an Aſſiſtant near me, thorough whom, not only to

The Prince Elector is to 
have fourteen to go with him, God knows whither ; the Ships of the King two, two 
Whelps, and Pinnace, nine Merchant-ſhips commanded by thoſe Captains who ſhould 
have gone with my Lord of Northumberland, and Sir Henry Mervin goes in the Ship 
with the Prince Elector. My Lord of Eſſex, my Lords of Warwick, Craven, Gran- 
diſon, preſſed much to go as Commanders, ſome of them in this Fleet with the Elec- 
tor, but the King very civilly denied them, Voluntiers tis thought ſome of them will 
go. The Prince and his Brother go hence ſpeedily into Holland, to return by the End 
of April to go aboard their Ships. My Lord Goring preſſed to go with the Elector 
into Holland, but his Majeſty alſo denied him. Various are the Reports what Deſign 
they have in Hand; ſome think the Prince goes to Sweden to be a Suitor to the Lady 
Heir of that Crown, others ſay theſe Ships ſhall carry the French Colours in their 
Top-ſail, and do Miſchief to the Spaniard at Sea, Any thing they would do to get 
the Palatinate again ;. but I do not know whether this be the Way, therefore I will 
fay no more of it, but wiſh them good Fortune.

One Dr. Boſtwick, a Phyſician, (who writes an excellent Latin Style, formerly cen- 
ſured in the High Commiſſion) Burton and Prynne, for their libellous Books lately 
printed, are all called into the Star Chamber. Burton's Pariſhioners in London ſent a 
Petition to the King, underwritten by ſixty with their Names, to intreat for his Par- 
don and Liberty, two of them brought it, who were committed Gr their Pains. 

Here hath been ſome Speech that the Sickneſs Bills ſhall be no more publiſhed in 
Print, but I hope I ſhall never ſee it: The Fame of the Greatneſs of the Plague in 
London hath been ſo great beyond the Seas, that it much hinders the Commerce of 
Merchants, diminiſhes the King's Cuſtoms at Home ; they will not ſuffer our Ships to 
come into their Ports, much leſs to land their Goods.

Writers Anus Mirabilis, we ſhall fee very ftrange — happen in it. If theſe 
Reports prove true, it may chance to prove ſo indeed. onfieur Ofyer hath been 
gone a Month, yet we hear nothing of perfecting that Treaty afoot there, ſome doubt 
it cools, Frenchmen are hot at firſt. But what can we expect there of a Nation fickle, 
proud and unconſtant, and which is worſe,” poor, harrowed out with inteſtine Broils, 
and overtopped by a potent Adverſary, who 'hath got good Footing in their Domini- 
ons, and muſt of Neceſſity make a Peace with him, ſuch an one as they can get, or 
elſe be rujned. Yet our new Patriots and Stateſmen here cry out, let England, France, 
and the Low Countries join together, they will quickly bring the Spaniard on his 
Belly, quickly confound him.

The Meeting at Cologn goes on, that will bring all 
theſe Talks to a Period, where I beſeech God we of this Iſland be not left out: which 
by ſome is much feared, and not without good Ground of Reaſon for their Opinion, 
The Marriage betwixt the Lord Rufſell and the Lady Anne Carr, a moſt fine Lady, 
will now ſhortly at Eaſter be ſolemnized. My Lord of Bedford loves Money a little

What Men there are, what Treaſure ready in the Exchequer, to manage and bear

fearful Diſtemper and Diſtraction might fall upon London this Year, through the Fury 
of a Plague, ſo much to be apprehended or deprecated by us all, it being moſt ſure

It ſeems to me, all that France can do, towards the Recovery of the Prince Elector, 
will be to raiſe and ſtill maintain an Army of thirty Thouſand Men; only to. ſet and 
keep him in the Palatinate ; (for leſs will not do it) or elſe to article and offer to re- 
ſtore the Duke of Lorrain conditionally the Emperor will do the like to the Prince 
Elector. Now the Doubt with me is, whether either of theſe will be yielded unto by 
France ; and without the one of theſe, it is queſtionable what other Hope of Benefit 
ſhould draw his Majeſty into a ſtrict defenſive League with them; which can hardly 
be fo tempered, but will, not long after, engage us in an active War with the Houſe 
of Auſtria. | 

I am not able to reſolve myſelf, whether the Shipping-Monies be brought in this 
Year as readily as they were the laſt, or be as yet univerſally aſſented to, and ſettled 
in ſuch a perfect Way, as to ground ſo great an Action upon the uninterrupted con- 
ſtant Payment thereof. Or whether his Majeſty heing engaged in a War might em- 
bolden the ill- affected to grow more peeviſh and backward in their Payments, finding 
him not at ſo intire Leiſure to bridle and diſcipline their Untowardneſs as in Time of 
Peace.

own Advantage, without ſettling the Elector in his Palatinate and Electorate, but alſo 
to keep and maintain him there, when it is got. For it cannot be denied without 
their conſtant Concurrence, he muſt not expect to reſt there long, unleſs the Houſe of 

Auſtria be firſt altogether taken forth of the Way. 

If the Fleet now going forth ſhould fall into any Misfortune (and ſubje& it is, to 
much more Caſualty, than Strengths and Services at Land are) what Likelihood is there, 
that the Subject will preſently without Stop, make up the Breach by a ſecond Levy? 
That failing, what other Means hath the Crown to reinforce and reſtore it, without 
calling a Parliament, and what Wiſdom doth adviſe the ſummoning one in a Time 
ſo conditioned ? | 

It is plain indeed, that the Opinion delivered by the Judges, declaring the Lawful- 
neſs of the Aſſignment for the Shipping, is, the greateſt Service that Profeſſion hath 
done the Crown in my Time. But unleſs his Majeſty hath the like Power declared to 
raiſe a Land Army upon the ſame Exigent of State, the Crown ſeems to me to ſtand 
but upon one Leg at home, to be conſiderable but by halves to foreign Princes abroad: 
Yet fure this, methinks, convinces a Power for the Sovereign to raiſe Payments for 
Land Forces, and conſequently ſubmits to his Wiſdom and Ordinance the tranſporting 
of the Money or Men into foreign States, fo to carry by way of Prevention the Fire 
from ourſelves into the Dwellings of our Enemies (an Art which it ſeems Edward the 
Third and Henry the Fifth full well underſtood) and if by Degrees Scotland and Ire- 
land be drawn to contribute their Proportions to theſe Levies for the Publick, Omne 
tulit punctum. .

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A D. 637, + Seving. then that this Piece wall fortified, - for ever viodicates the Royalty at home 
LYN from under the Conditions and Reſtraints of Subjects, renders us alſo abroad even to 
tie greateſt Kings the moſt. conſiderable Monarchy in Chriſtendom ; ſeeing again, this 
is à Buſineſs to he attempted, and won from the Subject in Time of Peace only, and the 
People firſt accuſtomed to theſe Levies, when they may be called upon, as by way of 
"Prevention for gur future Safety; and keep his Mayeſty thereby allo Moderator of the 
Peace of Chriſtendom, rather, than upon the bleeding Evil of an inſtant and active

ple, which might miniſter back to them again the Plenties and Comforts of Liſe, that 
they would be moſt ſearching and fevere in puniſhing the Oppreſſions and Wrongs of 
their Subjects, as well in the Caſe of the publick Magiſtrate, as of private Perſons, 
and laſtly to be utterly reſolved to exerciſe this Power only for publick and neceſſary 
Uſes; to ſpare them as much and often as were poſſible, and that they never be wan- 
tonly vitiated or miſapplied to any private Pleaſure or Perſon whatſoever.

The Stores mult be filled with all Sorts of well conditioned Ammunition, to which 
Purpoſe I will cauſe their preſent-State to be certified to the Committee of 1r//þ Affairs, 
to the End they may direct how, to what Proportion, and within what Time, the ſame 
ſhall be repleniſhed, together with my humble Opinion what I conceive fit to be done 
therein for the Service of his Majeſty, and Safety of this Kingdom.

| not give over, till it be in all reſpects, as perfect and conſiderable, as ſo ſmall a Num- 


ber of Men can make it, and this at leaſt without a Penny Charge to his Majeſty, On- 
ly I deſire his Majeſty would ſignify his Pleaſure, whether he would have our Shot to 
de whole or baſtard Muſkets: For afterwards it ſhall not be long unaccompliſhed. 
Thoſe, who are charged to find Men in U/fer and Munfter, muſt be called upon to 
provide Arms for them, which none of them yet have, being in Truth but naked no- 
minal Forces, whereof, as they are, there can be no Uſe made at all. Their Perſons 
would be muſtered, none be admitted to ſerve as Soldiers, but ſuch as have able Bodies

Another, a young Man 
who was Heir to a very good Fortune, becauſe his Uncle would not allow him for 
his Expences what he deſired, hanged himſelf in his Chamber. A Maid of Mr. Baſſe, 
the great Lace-man in Cheap/ide, being troubled in Conſcience for deceiving her Ma- 
ſter when ſhe was his Apprentice, cut her Throat, or endeavoured it, but ſhe eſcaped 
Death. A young Gentleman in the Inner-Jemple ſhot himſelf with a Piſtol, but 
eſcaped, the Bullet mounted, and went out at his Shoulder; he did it, becauſe he had 
ſpent his Means, and could not tell how to live. The laſt was one Mr. Shirley, a 
Batchelor of Divinity of Trinity-Collagge in Cambridge, who had been Tutor at leaſt to 
an Hundred Pupils, at this Time he had thirty and odd Fellows and Scholars of that 
College to whom he had been Tutor.

Sir Thomas Puckering died at Chichefter, where he hath lived conſtantly near a Year

bant tojoin with them, and conquer Normandy and Languedoc, and put them into 
the King's Hands. He much excepts againſt my Lord of Holland and Mr. Secretary 
Coke, he would fain have them out of the Junta, when the Spaniſh Affairs come to 
be treated on. The new Emperor is very well ſpoken of, he is reported to be of a 
gentle and pacate Diſpoſition, hath removed many of his Father's Counſellors, baniſhed 
the Jeſuits out of his Court, made new ones of his own Friends. Tis ſaid, he will 
reſtore the Biſhop of Triers to his Electorſhip, the Duke of Virtembergb to his Lands, 
and why not the Prince Elector to his Patrimony? If that Proteſtation had not been 
publiſhed abroad, tis thought, we ſhould have heard ſomewhat before this Time, 
though Mr. Taylor the King's Agent at Vienna did ſmother it there. All our Mini- 
ſters abroad do think it came out in a very unhappy Time. For the Sea Jour- 
ney, which in my laſt I advertiſed your Lordſhip, the Prince Elector was to take, 
I take it to be given over, for I hear not one Word ſpoken of it a great while. 
Much Complaint here amongſt Merchants, that Protections are frequently granted 
at Court, the Oxwicks Spaniſh Merchants newly broken and protected, belides ſome 
others; the Loſſes and Croſſes by Sir William Curtine, which the Eaft-India Com- 
pany have lately had, hath cauſed them to think of ſome other Way to drive that 
Trade than in a joint Stock. So that they have ſent a ſmall Ship and a Pinnace only 
this Year, to call home their Factors, Goods, and Ships. 
Mat. Montague is come again into England, lodged in the Cockpit by the Lord 
Chamberlain's Favour, hath kiſſed the King and Queen's Hands, lives much in Court, 
and is a great Companion of Signior Con's, the Agent for Rome. Another of my fa- 
miliar Acquaintance is gone over to that Popi/h Religion, Sir Robert Howard, 
which I am very ſorry for: My Lady Purbeck left her Country and Religion both 
together, and ſince he will not leave thinking of her, but live in that deteſtable Sin 
{till, let him go to their Church for Abſolution, for Comfort he can find none in 
ours. 
The King's new Daughter was chriſtened at St. Fames's by my Lord's Grace of 
Canterbury by the Name of Anne, and that Week the whole Court was commanded 
to be in Mourning for ſeven Days for the dead Emperor; the Elector mourned and 
bis Brother. One of the Gentlemen Uſhers of the Preſence is dead, Sir Walter 
Alexander, a Scotiſhman; into whoſe Place, though the King told the Lord Cham- 
berlain he would conſider of it, yet he ſwore one Ellis a Quarter-Waiter, who had 
been Servant to the Archbiſhop of Vor, which the King hearing, he was much of- 
fended with the Chamberlain, and cauſed him to ſwear another, a Scotiſhman into 
Alexander's Place, and he to have all the Benefits of the Place. 

Sir John Manwood hath compounded with Sir Thomas, Colonel, Culpepper for the 
Lieutenant's Place of Dover-Caſtle; his Majeſty did not think it fit, that a Colonel of 
the Low Countries ſhould have the Command of Dover-Caftle, Manwood hath been 
a Captain there, but lately left the States Service. | 

Here is a Book lately come over, a ſmall one, written in Latin by Fo. Iſaacus Pon- 
tanus a Dane, in anſwer to Mr. Selden's Mare Clauſum. Mr. Maul's Wife, of the Bed- 
chamber, is dead, ſhe was one of the Queen's Dreſſers, and much Suit there was for 
her Place, the two Candidates were Mrs. Kirk and Mrs. Nevile a Daughter of the 
French Lady Carey's, but Kirk carried it, and was ſworn in Eaſter Week.

My Lord of Berꝶſbire, his Lady, my Lady of Exeter, my Lady Saliſbury, 
my Lady Carlile, all highly incenſed againſt this young Lord, who had been paſſion- 
ately in Love with her two or three Year, diſinherited he muſt be, never looked on 
again by any of his Friends, no Maintenance, no Houſe for them to live in; her Mo- 
ther alſo had commanded her from her Houſe at Tower-h:/!, where they lay the firſt 
Night of their Marriage; nay, they were angry with my Lord Chamberlain, that he 
would lend them Part of his Houſe at Barnard-Caſtle to lodge for a while in. Setting 
aſide her Religion, the Match was equal and honourable enough on both Sides, her 
Portion five thouſand Pounds: She had been nigh Marriage twice, once to Dunluce 
when he was ſo, laſt Year to my Lord of Worceſter's Son, the Lord Herbert, her 
younger Siſter married, ſo it behoved her to provide for herſelf.

Much ado we have here both in Town and Country about the Increaſe of Papiſts, 


and a general Fear conceived of bringing in Popery ; yet your great Friend my Lord's 
Grace of Canterbury doth daily Acts to beat down thoſe Reports, lately he complained 
of a Popiſh School-maſter and a Popiſh Inn-keeper at Vincheſter, in whoſe Houſe ma- 
ny Gentlemen Sons of the Weſtern Parts were bred up. They were ſent for up, and 
at the Council-Table put down. Since, he complained to the Lords of a Book writ- 
ten by a Biſhop of Geneva, A Direction to a pious Life, tranſlated into Engliſh, and 
brought up to Dr. Heywood once his Chaplain, now the King's to be licenſed, who, 
after he had corrected it, and purged it of all the Popery was in it, praying to Saints, 
and to the bleſſed Virgin Mary, did licence it, yet the Party got it printed totally 
as he firſt meant it; and the Book was on every Poſt, and on every Stall to be ſold. 
My Lord's Grace hearing of it, acquainted the Lords what he had reſolved on, deſiring 
their Approbation ; which was to have them all called in and burnt by the Hangman in 
Smithfield, defiring their Warrant to the Sheriff of London to ſee it done, but that 
they waved, appointing four of the Guards in their Coats to aſſiſt at the Burning of 
them; which accordingly the laſt Week was done. And if any other ſuch Books be 
found, as they ſpeak of more, they ſhall be burnt alſo, Mor/e, the Jeſuit, who took 
ſuch Pains the laſt Summer, in the Time of the Peſt, eſpecially in St. Giles's Pariſh 
in the Fields, to win dying Souls to the Pope, and prevailed alſo with many living, 
ſeeing his Charity, to be reconciled to the Church of Rome, was arraigned at Newgate, 
and condemned by the Jury, but yet no Judgment given on him. 

St. George's Feaſt for the laſt Year was kept at Whitehall privately without blue 
Coats, in Numbers the 17, 18, and 190 of this Month; though three Places empty, 
yet the King gave no way to any Election at this Time. Sir Thomas Rowe, the new 
Chancellor, performed his Office very well, and took the Scrutiny with much Expe- 
dition, and your Lordſhip was nominated by many of your honourable Friends 
Knights of the Order. I am ſure my Lord Marſhal, and my Lord of Northumberland 
named you: You cannot miſs it, when you have a Deſire of that Honour. 

The Duke of Ro ban bath left the Valteline, the Griſons being all revolted to the Spa- 
niard for want of Pay, yet the French King hath lately ſent fifty thouſand Pounds 
Sterling to pay them: Old La Force is made Duke and Peer of France. 

Our Term is newly begun, and much Term Buſineſs afoot, of which there is 
great Expectation; my Lord Says Trial about the Legality of raiſing the Ship-Mo- 
nies; my Lord Mobun's and Sir James Bagg's Cauſe in the Star-Chamber, which will 
hold moſt Part of the Term; but of theſe and Things intervening, I will give your 
Lordſhip an Account, God willing, in my next. I will conclude now with Dr. Baſt- 
wick's, Burton's, and Prynne's Buſineſs. A Bill is put in by the King's Attorney in 
the Star-Chamber againſt theſe three Men, they have drawn a croſs Bill, underwrit it 
with their Names (for they can get no Lawyer to do it for them) and ſent it to my 
Lord Keeper, they ſay, againſt the two Archbiſhops, the Biſhop of Oxford, the Bi- 
ſhop of Norwich, and many others of the High Commiſſion Court; this was brought 
to the Council-Table, read before the King, ſome of the Judges and the King's learned 
Counſel ſtanding by; a Bill very ſcandalous and far exceeding all Things this Winter 
ſurreptitiouſly printed. So that it is committed to the Judges to give their Opinions, 
whether theſe three may not be tried in the King Bench for their Lives, for Sedition, 
and other Things contained in that Bill: Yet they have it in Debate; tis well, ſome- 

thing were done, for in my Experience, I never have known ſo many ſtrange Books 


printed as come out daily.

For my own Part, it could never fink into my Belief, that France could ſeriouſly 
intend the Reſtitution of the Prince Elector, or that we were to hope the gaining of 
the Palatinate by 'that Means, conſidering the great Supplies that Houſe gave unto 
the Admiral Chatillon and the Proteſtant Party during thoſe Civil Wars, and now of 
late the ſtrict and cloſe Intelligence, which for theſe laſt Years hath been thought to 
be betwixt the French and the Duke of Baviere, even ſuch, as Spain grew very jea- 
lous of their Conjunction; the former of theſe I fear me will not be forgotten, and 
the latter wilt be ſo far remembred, as it will better pleaſe them the Bavarian keep 
where he is, attended by the jealous Eye of Spain, than that he be removed to make 
room for the Prince Elector, who (his Religion conſidered) may in time perchance 
wiſh better to the Hugenot than the Catholick of France. 

Indeed this Opinion of mine, fooliſh enough it may be, is not that which goes with 
the Stream; ſo as it were very fooliſh in me, I am ſure publickly to avow it; Wa 
all we at this Diſtance are to do is, to wiſh that his Majeſty may ſeriouſly conſider 
all, and to hope he will never prejudice his own Affairs, without he firſt ſee ſtrong 
Probability of doing good for the Prince Elector his Nephew ; and if this be aſſented 
as reaſonable and juſt (be it ſpoken to your Lordſhip in private) I am very confident 
for all this, we ſhall not go into an open War with the Houſe of Auſtria, till we be 
better provided to undergo ſo great and hazardous an Action, as that might prove to 
be. But this I only write to your Lordſhip ; as towards others I am ever filent in Mat- 
ters which concern me neither more, nor ſooner than his Majeſty commands my hum- 
ble Opinion; and then 1 ſhall never be afraid to deliver my own Senſe.

HEN Buſineſs is wanting, I am ready to lay hold on any Occaſion rather than

To ride in this Place at Anchor a whole 
Summer together without Hope of Action, to ſee daily Diſorders in the Fleet, and not 
to have Means to remedy them, and to be in an Imployment where a Man can nei- 
ther do Service to the State, gain Honour to himſelf, nor do Curteſies for his Friends, 
is a Condition that I think no body will be ambitious of. | 

Before my leaving of London I viſited the Party, which your Lordſhip and I have 
in our Diſcourſes and Letters often mentioned, and I found him always very conſtant 
in his Civilities and Kindneſſes to me, and fince my being here have received Con- 
firmations of it by his Letters.

hearty Expreſſions of his Care and Zeal in his Majeſty's Service, ſo as I judge it paſſing 
well beſtowed upon him; and both he and I do obſerve and acknowledge his Majeſty's 
Wiſdom in the Caution that it ſhould be only during Pleaſure, and ſo not, as a Per- 
quiſite to that Place, lay a conſtant Charge upon the Crown, where there may not be 
the like Merit or Reaſon for ſuch as may ſucceed him in that Place. In the laſt Pac- 
uet I ſent you over a Draught of a Warrant for that Purpoſe, which ſigned by his 
Majeſty, the Grant may paſs accordingly. - 

The Bargain is concluded betwixt his Majeſty and my Lord of Ormond for the Ab- 
bey of Leaſe, it comes within a very little at ten Years ; whereas, in good faith, Land 
bought for myſelf, ſome of it ſtands me in ſeventeen, moſt of it in fifteen Years Pur- 
chaſe. | | 
I humbly thank you for your Care of my Health, but in truth the Weakneſs I be- 
gin to find in my Sight I rather judge the Infirmity of Age, than to any Pains I take, 
but had I fiveſcore Senſes to loſe, I do and ought to judge them all well and happily 
beſtowed in his Majeſty's Service. | | 

As for Sir Edward Loftus, he was brought hither in the Cuſtody of the Serjeant 
at Arms attending upon the Preſident and Council at York, and hath fince conformed 
himſelf to the Orders of the Board. This quick Way, that is held with ſuch as fly 
from his Majeſty's Juſtice, and indeed from their own Obedience, gives a great Life 
and Honour to our Proceedings here, and under his Majeſty's Wiſdom will be a ſure 
Means to reduce this Nation under Authority and Government, which naturally they 


ſubmit themſelves as late unto as any People on Earth. 
Vour Letters all anſwered, there remains ſome Things of publick and ſome Things 


of the private, which I ſhall take the Liberty to mention unto you, 
All the Accompts in the Exchequer and all Payments upon Contracts betwixt Man 
and Man are now reduced into Sterling Money, ſo as hereafter we ſhall not need for 
Diſtinction to add Iriſb or Sterling; for all are hereafter to be underſtood after the Eng- 
liſh Accompts, twenty Shillings to the Pound. | 
The Commiſſion of defective Titles goes on very roundly. I believe the Revenue 
upon that Accompt is improved already above three thouſand Pounds Sterling, beſides 


very many Tenures brought back to the Crown, and certainly moſt of the Kingdom 
will preſently come in to Compoſition. 

His Majeſty's five Parts of the Farm will, I truſt, come to fifteen thouſand Pounds 
tis Year, ſo as it was not an ill Bargain to procure a perfect good Eſtate both in Law 

and Honour the Farmers had therein for eleven Years, to be paſſed to the Crown for 
thirteen thouſand Pounds. Thus I am confident with the Dutcheſs's Rent purchaſed in, 
the Revenue will in this alſo improve, at leaſt twenty thouſand Pounds a Year. 

The next great Work will be the Plantations, which, if the Profit be not carried a- 
way from us by Suits, I am very confident in a few Years will raiſe twenty thouſand 
Pounds a Year Rent more, by bringing in People, Trades and: Commerce increaſe the 
Cuſtoms at leaſt four thouſand Pounds a Year, and which is above them, both ſettle 
this Kingdom in fuch a Condition, as that the Crown ſhall be here as ſecurely and uni- 


verſally ſerved and obeyed, as it is in England. 


|. Moreover, the Impoſt of Tobaccoes will be this Year two thouſand Pounds, the 
Alehouſes are two thouſand Pounds in preſent, I truſt to bring them up to three _ 
| * l 
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ſand. Pounds by Year; the Licence of Yarn will be one thouſand fix hundred Pounds; A. 
the caſual Revenue with the Mines Royal is improved three thouſand Pounds, 
The. Impoſition upon Pipeſtaves is eleven hundred Pounds, but I truſt it will be 
more, for I think we are cozened by their carrying over greater Numbers than they 
enter in the Cuſtom-books, for which I have already given the beſt Order I could. 

The Fiſhing at Derry was, partly by the Practice of the Chamberlains, as I think, 
and partly by the Noiſe of a War with Spain, turned into our Hands. I gave the 
beſt and moſt preſent Order I could in it, we have got two hundred and forty Tuns of 
Salmon, and ſold it at fifteen Pounds a Tun, fo as I hope the Charge of getting, ſalt- 

ing, Caſk and Packing the Fiſh deducted, there will be cleared at leaſt fourteen hun- 
| dred Pounds, which never was let for above a thouſand before, ſo as his Majeſty you 

ſee will come by no Loſs the whilſt. - 

If the Impoſt upon Wines, and Licences of Wine and Aguavitæ, were bought in 

from the Counteſs of Carlile and the Adminiſtrators of my late Lord her Huſband, as 

I advertiſed they might, they would be better than three thouſand Pounds; and as for 

the Money, it lyes ready in the Exchequer, therefore I wiſh the Treaty were renewed. 

For the Value of the Licence, I have formerly in this Letter expreſſed myſelf; the Im- 

being for a Term of twenty eight Years, I judge very well worth: ſeven Years Pur- 
chaſe at leaſt, The Dutcheſs of Buckingham had fix Years Purchaſe for her Term of 
eleven Years, ſo as I am not out of ſquare in my Eſtimate. 

We have recovered the Cuſtoms of 4 - Jy to the Crown, which formerly had 
been claimed and enjoyed by the Earls of Kildare, as theirs in Fee Farm, which will 
be to the King five hundred Pounds a Year. There is alſo a Grant forth of the Cu- 
ſtoms of Carickfergus in Fee Farm to that Corporation, which may be worth ſome 
three hundred Pounds a Year more, which the Committee of Revenue here deſire may 
be bought back to the Crown. And I therefore crave his Majeſty's Approbation or other 
Direction: we will have it very well worth the Money. And then are all the Cuſtoms 
thorough the Kingdom. intirely the King's, as in all Reaſon of State they ought to be, 
and fo preſerved: For when they are in ſeveral Hands, each labouring to improve the 
Profit of his own Port, and by favouring Merchants to draw them thither, hinders the 
ing far more in other Places, and conſequently in a great part impairs the Revenue it- 
ſelf. 

Now that his Majeſty hath choſen to keep the Land of the Londoners, there will be 
an Improvement beſides the Fiſhing, of fix thouſand Pounds a Year; the Abbey of 
Leaſe bought of my Lord Ormond in preſent near a thouſand Pounds; the Lands of 
Athlone to be reſtored by the Lord Milmot will be five hundred Pounds a Year, be- 
ſides ſome other Things, which being now from my Papers I may perchance not call 
to mind. | 

Now howbeit, my Lords, the then Juſtices, and with them this whole Council, in- 
formed his Majeſty before my coming into this Kingdom, it was impoſſible to improve | 
his Revenue here, ſave only by impoſing twelve Pence a Sunday on the Recuſants, yet | 

| 


all theſe Particulars, leaving that penal Duty untouched, make up the Increaſe of three- 
ſcore and ten thouſand Pounds by Year, whereof the better Half is already actually 
ſettled. And moſt confident I am, the reſt will alſo be fo ſhortly, at leaſt thus far on- 
wards are we already, God be praiſed, to the fulfilling of that Judgment I moſt hum- 
bly gave of theſe Affairs, when his Majeſty commanded me to impart it unto my Lords 
of the Council at Hampton-Court, yourſelf was abſent, but ſome of my Lords of the 
Triſh Committee were preſent, and will, I aſſure myſelf, well remember it. 

But that all this may more authentically appear upon the determining this next 
Year's Accompt at Eaſter, and before it cannot be done in certain, I will procure it 
to be particularly atteſted under the Hands of the Committee of Revenue, and ſo hum- 
bly tranſmit it to his Majeſty. 

As for the Army I had one half thereof with me a Month before I left Dublin, to 
ſee them exerciſed as well in greater Bodies, as in the private Companies, a Thing cer- 
tainly of very.great Uſe for bettering the Service and improving their Knowledge in 
Matters of that Profeſſion. 

I found them all very well cloathed and able Bodies of Men. For the Horſe Troops, 
they will be compleatly armed before CMiſimas, no where better; not ſo well exer- 
ciſed as I will have them, nor their Horſes ſo good as I could wiſh, yet confidering 
the ſmall, indeed over ſmall Pay they have, I am almoſt out of Hope to have them 
better. As for the Foot, their Pikes are good, their Shot moſt Calivers, their Arms

A.. 163 . tolerable, extream exact for their Motions, well, but not yet perfect at their Poſtiires of 
N RL the Mufket. In a Word, to ſpeak Truth without Vanity, in far better Condition are 
they all, than when I firſt came, and yet not fo well as I truſt to have them; for I 
will never reſt till, by God's Help, they be as ready and well armed Men as ſhall be 

. poſlible, and nothing be wanting unto them but only the Experience of Fights them- 
ſelves, which yet I truſt, there will be no Occaſion to bring them unto, | 

The Officers of both are, I aſſure you, a Company of en Gentlemen, not in- 

ferior, I believe, to thoſe you ſhall find in other Armies. 

Beſides, this drawing them together gives a mighty Aſſurance to the well, and equal 
A pprehenfion to the ill- affected Subject. Nay, I hear, hath ſome Operation upon thoſe 
Iriſb, that neſt themſelves in Flanders, and as I have diſcovered of late, (howbeit not 
brought to that Ripeneſs to be as yet advertiſed over to you) hold Intelligence and Cor- 
reſpondence with their Countrymen in U!/er, and continually praQtiſe and plot their 
Return by Arms. 

In truth, I obſerve the Countenance this Manner of aſſembling and exerciſing of them 
gives to all his Majeſty's Affairs on this Side to be ſuch, that I have it in my Purpoſe, 
if not otherwiſe directed by his Majeſty, once every Year to bring the whole Army for 
a Month together to Dublin, there with my own Eye to take account and inform my. 
ſelf what Underſtanding and Affection each Officer hath to diſcharge himſelf as he 
ought to his Majeſty's Service, and how far the Common Soldier is enabled to the Du- 
ties of their Profeſſion. 

And ſurely in regard this Diſcourſe may perchance be looked upon amongſt the 
Papers of State, when you and I are both at Reſt, admit me forth of my-publick Duty 

to repreſent this humble Advice, as well to the future as preſent Time. Let not the 
Crown of England out of any narrow Aſpe& to Profit or otherwiſe, be at all coun- 
ſelled, however not perſuaded to leſſen the Army here, until God ſhall bring this Na- 
tion to a total Conformity with the Church of England, effecting us one People in 
Religion towards God, as we are already i in Allegiance towards the King. For if ever 
it chance to be reſolved on ſooner, it will occaſion - mighty Diſorders and Inſolencies 
in this State, conſequently great Unquietneſs and Charge to England. Secondly, let 
it be given in ſpecial Command to the chief Governor to ſee, that the Army be dili- 
gre exerciſed, and viſited by himſelf every Year, that they be fully armed, decent- 
y clad, able-bodied, all of them Britiſb, or at leaſt Proteſtants. Thirdly, I ſhould 
adviſe, the Horſe being now fix hundred, were increaſed to a thouſand. |; A in 
all Judgment to be ſo in caſe of a War either with Spain or France; as alſo the Pay 
of all the Horſe to be augmented, which in truth is now over little. This would 
under God and his Majeſty ſecure this Kingdom as well from Abroad as at Home, and 
contain this People in as exact an Obedience to the Crown, as is to be found in the 
Chriſtian World, which is ſuch an Afſurance, ſuch an Honour, as ſets them far above 
the Conſideration of a Charge of fix or ſeven thouſand Pounds more or leſs, eſpeci- 
ally where even in Profit alſo the Kingdom grows ſo faſt upon you, and will do more 
daily, if this Courſe be ſteadily and conſtantly purſued. But then let it be given ſtrict- 
ly in Charge to the General, that as their Entertainments are better, ſo he ſhould call 
for better Duties from them, that the Men be good, their Horſes of much greater Va- 
lue, and made bolder than now they are; an Aſſurance which they can only be won 
unto, by much Labour and Cuſtom, yet if they want it, ſhall ſooner diſorder them- 
ſelves than an Army. A Horſe impatient of Drum, Colours or Fi ire, being in a man- 
ner altogether unſerviceable, and therefore once made, there would be an Order, that 
no a ſhould change, or put away his Horſe, without the Licence of the Ge- 
nera

Me have not all this Year heard ſo much as the Rumour of Turk, St. Sebaſtians 
Men, or  Dunktirker, the Merchant inwards and outwards ſecured and aſſured in his 
Trade, much to their Encouragement, the Increaſe of Cuſtom, and the inriching and 
contenting of the whole Kingdom. Order is already given to bring in before Michael. 
mas the Swallow and Whelþ to Kinſale, the fitteſt and beſt Place for them to wintet 
in; the Pinnace we think may lye beſt and readieſt for Service upon the Key at Dub- 
lin. We have likewiſe ſent to Kinſale to view a Place for a Magazine, a Dock, and 
all other Things belonging to the Shipping, and will, by God's Help and my Lords 
the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, have all Things in Readineſs, and Store belong- 
ing to thoſe Ships; to which End and Purpoſe I ſhall beſeech you to lend your Coun- 
ſel and Favour to Mr. Slingſby a Kinſman and Servant of mine now in England to 
attend that Service, and to purſue ſuch Directions, as he hath in Charge from the Com- 


mittee of Revenue here.

2  Fourthly, It will, and that juſtly, abate their Chearfulneſs in ſupplying the Crown, 
and give a great Scandal to this People, if they once find their Money drained from 
them in Specie; for then will they preſently and truly conclude, that the more they 
give, or raiſe the Crown, the poorer they ſhall be kept themſelves, and cool all the 
Endeavours of the Miniſters here; ſo whereas now they labour by all Means to improve 
the Revenue of the Crown, you ſhall have them fall back to the ancient Maxim they

. ceived in his Leg near his Ancle-bone, but it is hoped he will, without cutting off his 
Leg. Mr. Vilmot is ſhot in the Cheek, the Bullet going out at his Ear without much 
Danger, only he may and is like to be deaf on that Side. Peter Apſtey is ſhot through 
'the Mouth, the Bullet grazing upon his Tongue, and carrying a ſmall Part away, the 
King laughed heartily at it. A French Colonel ſhot at the fame time, ſtanding cloſe by 
the Prince of Orange, in the Head, a Man of great Eſteem there, and in France alſo.

' ſhal and my Lord of Dorſet, as alſo by the Eaſtern Merchants, who have Shipping and 
Goods in the Poles Country to be received at their Interceſſion as an Ambaſſador, but 
yet he cannot obtain it; neither will the King ſuffer my Lord Marſhal to take ſome 
Preſents, Deſigns, and I know not what, ſent unto him from that King, although my 
Lord was much obliged to his Ambaſſador in the Emperor's Court. | | 
They ſpeak here that Signior Con, to quality him and give him better Place amongſt 
us, ſhall be made a titular Biſhop of France, and hereafter a Cardinal. 
Complaint hath been made to the Lords of the Council of a Sheriff of Veſt Che- 
er, who when Prynne paſſed that Way through Chefter to Carnarvon Caſtle, he with 
others met him, brought him into Town, feaſted and defrayed him ; beſides, this 
Sheriff gave him a Suit of coarſe Hangings to furniſh his Chamber at Carnarvon Caſtle, 
other Preſents were offered him, Money and other Things, but he refuſed them.

Upon this Advertiſement the King of Morocco gathers 
an Army, is upon his March, which the Saint hearing, burns up all the Corn within 
ten Miles of Sallee, and ſpoils the Country, yet ſends him upon his nearer Approach 
ſome Neceſſaries for himſelf, great Herds of Cows and Flocks of Sheep, which was 
a great Relief to his Army, who with their long Marches were weak and feeble, but 
adviſes his Majeſty not to come nearer, leſt ſome Differences ſhould ariſe betwixt their 
two Armies, which would not eafily be accommodated, ſhould they meet : He ſtays; 
many of the Soldiers fall ſick and die, many run away, fo that he is reſolved to retire, 
ſending the Governor with ſome others, and an Eng/i/h Merchant, to treat with the 
Town to deliver it up to him and not to the Saint. They come aboard Captain Rainſ- 
borough, confer with him, then return again into the Town. The King offers to join 
in a League with our King, -promiſes that never hereafter any of our Coaſts ſhall be 
infeſted-by their Ships, delivers two hundred and ninety of our Captives to Rainſborough, 
(which Captain Cartwright hath already brought Home) faith, that the thouſand fold 
away to thoſe of Argiers and Tunis ſhall be redeemed and delivered back ; for which 
Purpoſe Captain och ep is gone to Saphy, forty Leagues from Salle, to treat for 
them, and I believe y this is on his Way Home. They have fince their coming thi- 
ther ſunk in the Harbour, burnt and battered to pieces twenty eight of their Ships be- 
fore the new Town, which ſurely will by the Moors be yielded up to the King of 
Morocco, and not to the Saint. How. we came off from farther treating with the Saint 
I know not, neither the Letters nor Captain Cartwright give any Satisfaction therein. 

Here is Speech of a great Overthrow given. to the Infant Cardinal by the French in 

Artois, many ſlain, many taken Priſoners, Baggage and ſome Ordnance taken, and the 
Cardinal himſelf like to have been taken Priſoner, they had hold of the Bridle of his 
Horſe; had not old Count John of Naſſaw come to his Reſcue, certainly he had been 
carried away Priſoner.

for Muſket-ſhot, and Chace-Ordnance: She carrieth eleven Anchors, one weighing 
4400 Pound, and according to theſe are her Cables, Maſts, Sails,* and Cordage. My 
Lord Northumberland had the Happineſs to light on the Name, which moſt pleaſed 
the King, The Sovereign.

J have received with your Letters Mr. Stewart's Petition: He is now I think in 
Scotland, but whenſoever he comes again to me, I ſhall IJ hope be able to ſatisfy him, 
eſpecially if I have not laid my Lord Primate's Certificate ſo aſide as that in the great 
Number of my Papers I cannot find it, for the Truth is, as yet I cannot. The Ob- 
ſervation which you make upon this is certainly of Conſequence for his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice; and I am ſorry if the Minifters on this Side do not keep the Quarter they ſhould 
with you: For there is no Reaſon in the World that the Sourneſs of every Negative 
ſhould be put upon you on that Side: Great Reaſon there is that it ſhould be kept off 
from the King as much a: may be, and as great that it ſhould be divided among the 
Miniſters with ſome Indifferency, and not lodged upon one or few. But this is not the 
Way, for every Man faves himſelf as well as he can, let the Burden light where it 
will.

A CORDING to an Order made by the Right Honourable the late Lords Com- 
miſſioners for his Majeſty's Treaſury, dated the 10 of April, 1635, intimating 
his Majeſty's Pleaſure for erecting a Mint in the Kingdom of Ireland, we have had 
ſeveral Meetings about that Bufineſs, calling to Us (as we were directed) ſome of the 
Officers of his Majeſty's Mint here in England. And after the Peruſal of ſome Papers 
offered to our View, we gave Order for drawing of a Draught of ſuch an Indenture 
as we conceived moſt fix for that Mint in Ireland, which was accordingly done, and 
the ſame, together with the Copies and Draughts of other Indentures, were delivered 
to the Right Honourable the Lord Viſcount Wentwortl, Lord Deputy of that Kingdom, 
at his Lordſhip's late being here, beſides which we ſhall humbly offer to your Lord- 
ſhips ſome few Cautions to be obſerved for that Mint, viz. 

« That the Lord Deputy ſhall have Power to ere& and ſet up convenient Houſes 
« and Furnaces, and to prepare all other Utenſils and Implements for a Mint in Jre— 
« land, as his Lordſhip and the Council there ſhall think fit. 

« That there ſhall be made all ſuch Monies of Gold and Silver, being of the Stan- 


«.dard of England for Weight and Allay, and of ſuch Species and with ſuch Impreſ- 


& ſions and Stamps as his Majeſty ſhall direct, or as the Lord Deputy and the ſaid 
« Council ſhall think fit, ſo as they be of an Impreſſion clearly diſtinguiſhable from the 
« Monies of Englands. | | 
« That his Lordſhip and the faid Council ſhall have Power to ere and appoint ſuch

« the Treaſury did particularly direct to be recommended to the Lord Deputy, in re- 
« gard their Lordſhips did find that the Number of Officers, and the Greatneſs of the 
« Fees and Allowances here in England hath almoſt ſwallowed up the King's Profit, be- 
« ing a molt ancient and conſtant Revenue of the Crown. 
That it be provided, that the Merchant for his Bullion of Gold and Silver ſhall 
te not receive a greater Price or Advantage, than is received at the Mint of England: 
«« Nor that leſs ſhall be taken for the King's Signiorage or Coinage than is taken in the 
« Mint of England. And that upon any Alteration either of the Standard or of the

« That according to the Courſe held both for the Mint in Scotland, and that alſo 
ce lately erected in Wales, there may be ſame Part of the Tryal Pieces both of Gold 
sand Silver, which are remaining with the Warden of the Mint, cut off, and ſent into 
te Treland-for Tryal of their Gold and Silver to be coined there by the ſame, with an 
« Inſcription upon each Piece in theſe Words, viz. Part of the Tryal Piece within 
« the Tower of London, made 19 of November, 1604.

W E do ſtill continue our Labour and beft Endeavour in that great and neceſſary 

Work of the Plantation of Connaght, wherein we omit not any thing that we 
conceive may conduce to the Furtherance of his Majeſty's Profit and Service in a juſt 
and honourable Way, with good Satisfaction to his People. 7 

Some Particulars have fallen in Debate with us, wherein a Signification of his Ma- 
jeſty's good Pleaſure is neceflary, = RA 

We confidered that in former Plantations here all Men claiming by Letters Patent 
had the full Benefit of them, either in enjoying the Lands granted them, or other 
Lands equivalent thereunto, whether their Letters Patent were valid or invalid. 

And indeed in thoſe Plantations that Favour might better be yielded, where the Lands 
claimed by Letters Patent were not any great or conſiderable Proportions of Lands, than 
here, where almoſt all the Lands falling under Plantation are granted or mentioned to 
be granted by Letters Patent. So diligent have this People been to gain the Counte- 
nance of Letters Patent, hoping thereby to anticipate the Rights of the Crown. So as, 
if we ſhould hold up ito that Courſe of allowing all Letters Patent, and not lay hold 
on the Defects and Infirmities of ſome, it would be an Occaſion to prevent that great 
Benefit which this Service (as we intend to order it) will undoubtedly effect to the King

| — after ſerious Debate thereof amongſt ourſelves, aiming to effect our Work

A Fleet long expected is now come into Dunkirk from the Groyne, twenty eight 
Ships, which have brought great Store of Treaſure to pay the Infant Cardinal's Army, 
and three thouſand Land-Soldiers, all Spaniards. I believe all is come too late to do 
any Good ; for. we have freſh News both at Court and upon the Exchange, that two 
whole Regiments, Horſe and Foot, ſixteen Companies in a Regiment, are revolted from 
the Infant Cardinal, and come to the Prince of Orange. Our Eaſt-India Company 
have alſo this Week two Ships come Home, which a little revives them. The Traders

My Lord Keeper read the Statutes and Orders for the Election, by which I was eligi- 
ble, being a Deacon, My Lord Treaſurer, my Lord Privy Seal, the Chamberlain, my 
Lord of Holland, and the reſt, all moved for me, which the King hearing, left them 
to a free Election, ſaying, if they had not a good Maſter it was their own Fault; fo 
the next Day I was elected. Coming to kiſs his Majeſty's Hand the Day after, and to 
give him Thanks, he told me, I was the happieſt Man in England, and bid me be a 
good Governor. I give your Lordſhip hearty Thanks for what you have contributed 
toward my obtaining this Place, and I pray in your next to my Lord of Canterbury 
give him Thanks for his infinite Favours towards me. Many doubted him, becauſe 
a Divine ſtood for it, I never did ; he took his own Way, doth always more for his 
Friends than he makes Show of. Thither, God willing, am I preſently to retire, 
where I ſhall ever pray for your Proſperity and Happineſs. Keep now your Rectories 
fine cura for your Friends in Ireland, for I will not come thither. | 
Baron Denham fell ſick in his Circuit going Weſtward, was forced to return to his 
Houſe, where he lyes languiſhing, not like to live; Serjeant Heath was ſent to ſupply 
his Place. Child the Scrivener, an honeſt Man, which is rare in a Man of his Pro- 
feſſion, died ſuddenly, being much truſted with ſeveral Men's Eſtates. The Counteſs 
of Norwich alſo on Sunday laſt was found dead in her Bed of an Apoplexy; now my 
Lord of Carlile hath all he can expect, and more too, if ſhe have not made a Will; 
for the was rich in Money, which ſhe never meant to give him. | 
The Duniirkers with a Fleet of thirty fix Ships and Pinnaces, with two Regiments 
of old 1ri/h Soldiers, which have been voiced to go into Spain, and fo to Braſil, put 
forth lately to Sea; their Deſign was to take an Iſland called Goree, lying between Hol- 
land and Zeeland, undefended, ſcarce inhabited, which would have been of great Uſe 
to them, but the Winds grew contrary, and drove them back. The Prince of Orange 
took the Alarm, and fince hath better ſecured that Place. Whilſt they were abroad, 
they took ſome Holland Merchantmen richly laden, outward bound, ſo returned into 
their Harbour, and fince have landed their Jriſb, where perhaps they will have Occa- 
fion to uſe them this Summer, and the rather becauſe Affairs go ſo proſperouſly with 
thoſe who are their Enemies. For Duke Bernard Saxe hath given a great Overthrow 
to the Imperialiſts at Rhinefield, a Town ſituated near the Rhine, which John de Wert, 
an Imperial General, with other great Commanders, came to relieve, and did relieve :

The ſecond Day they fought bravely on both 
Sides, Tohn de Wert was wounded, taken Priſoner, ſome write, dead fince ; three other 
Colonels taken, many Captains of Horſe and Foot and Colours taken, near a thouſand 
of all Sorts, beſides eight hundred killed on the Place of the Emperor's Party, and 
Duke Rohan relieved and brought off with Honour, Te Deum ſung at Paris, Bon- 
fires over all the Low Countries: This molt true, for it hath been ſeconded, and ſeconded 
from all Parts by ſeveral Letters. The Swedes alſo proſper very much where they are, 
the King of France having ſent them lately great Sums of Money. The Prince Elec- 
tor is to be in the Head of a German Army preſently. The French have ſixty Ships 
ready to go to Sea; never was the Houſe of Auſtria ſorer put to it than they are like 
to be this Summer.

tries, a brave Man, who died here ſuddenly of a Lethargy, a moſt overgrown Man 


with Fat; the Count de Kendale, Efpernon's eldeſt Son; and laſtly, pray God he be 
the laſt before this Letter come to an End, Sir Robert Philips your old Acquaintance, 
who died of a Cold, choaked with Phlegm. g. + 
One Serjeant Milwood, an obſcure Man, formerly of Lincolr's-Inn, is made Chief 
Juſtice of Wales by my Lord Marquis Hamilton's Means; being brought to the King, 
he aſked. which was the King, it was anſwered, he who had his Hat on; then he aſk- 
ed, whether he muſt kneel on one or both Knees ; being on his Knee to be knighted, 
he faid, If it pleaſe your Majeſty my Name is Thomas, at which his Majeſty both 
bluſh'd and laughed, yet knighted him, but did not bid him, Riſe up Sir Thomas. 
A French Gentleman, aged fixty eight or' more, had, out of his Love to the Houſe 
of Lorrain, undertaken to kill the Cardinal Richelieu; two Ways he had, both ſure 
enough; the firſt he would have performed in Perſon,' he would have flung a Granado 
into his Coach, having hired a Lodging on purpoſe to have flung it out of ; the other 
was to be performed by himſelf and ſome others, which was to have blown him up 
with Gunpowder, as he paſſed over a Bridge, which he went conſtantly over many 
times a Week, He writ to the Dutcheſs.of Lorrain, that he intended to take away the 
Life of one, who was the greateſt Enemy to their Houſe that ever had been in France 
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: and required one thouſand Crowns for the doing of it, and wiſhed her to return him A. D. 1638. 
"Anſwer in Writing, and to cauſe her Letter to be ſent to ſuch a Place within a League 


of Paris, and laid under a great Stone, which he would place there in ſuch a Time. 
All which was punQually per formed: But not knowing who it was that he would kill, 
fearing it might be the King, ſhe, being a pious and timorous Lady, writ alſo to the 
Cardinal, diſcovering the whole. Buſineſs, He communicates it to the King. Six ſtout 
Men well weaponed are preſently appointed to go to that Place where the Letter was 
to be laid, who having viewed the Place, walked aloof off; the old Gentleman 
comes, was a little troubled to ſee Company ſo near the Place walking up and down; 
yet goes. on, removes the Stone, takes up the Letter, reads it, when they all fix came 
towards him; they bid him deliver that Letter, and in 'the King's Name com- 
manded him to yield himſelf, which he refuſing, they venture on him; he kills three 
of them in the Place, then they ſhot him, ſo took him, and brought him half dead to 
Paris. He would confeſs nothing, ſo he was broken on the Wheel. 

One Carr, a Servant of Marquis Hamilton's, was arreſted before Walling ford- Houſe, 
which bred a mighty Tumult. The Serjeant carried him into an Houſe near Charing- 
Croſs, whither flocked many of the Marquis's Servants and others, broke open the 
Houſe, ſetting Ladders to it to unglaze and untile it, got in, beat the Serjeants, ſo that 
one of them died fince; threatned to blow up the Houſe with Gunpowder, took the 
- Priſoner, brought him forth, and, with Swords drawn; conducted him to Whitehall; 

and there put him in. The King reſented this very ill, and hath cauſed his Procla- 
mation ſince to be publiſhed for apptehending the Principals, who were the Mutther- 
ers and chief Cauſers and Fomenters of this unlawful Aſſembly, who in their Madneſs 
neither regarded the Juſtices, Conſtables, nor any other whoſoever 

At a Fire lately happened in Qaeen-ftreet near Drury-Lane, a Popiſh Prieſt, one 
Leake, an old Man whom I well knew, being loth to part with his Money, though 
once got out, yet when he could get no Body to go into his Chamber to fetch out his 
Trunk, in which was five hundred Pounds, and his Bonds, he ventures in himſelf; 
and was there burnt. The Man had ſome Land, and was rich, which cauſed a Cour- 
tier to beg his Goods and Eſtate, ſuppoſing him to be Felo de /e ; becauſe had he not 
gone in, he had eſcaped with his Life. c oe HY 3 

The Spaniſb Ambaſſador, the Conde de Oniate, accompanied with an 1riſh Gentle- 
man of the Order of Calatrava, in the Holy Week, came to Denmark-Houſe to do 
his Devotions in the Queen's Chapel there, he went off thence about Ten o' Clock, a 
dozen Torches carried before him by his Servants, and ſome behind him, he and the 
Triſh Gentleman were in the Front with their Beads in their Hands, which hung at a 
Croſs, ſome Engliſh were alſo among them; ſo that with their own Company and many 
who followed after, they appeared a great Troop. They walk from Denmark-Houſe 
down the Strand in great Formality, turn into the Covent-Garden, thence to Seignior 
Con's Houſe in Long-Acre, ſo to his own Houſe in Queen Street. The next Day 
the Report went, that the Spari/h Ambaſſador had gone Proceſſion openly through 
the Streets ; but it was no other Thing than what I have related to your Lordſhip, yet 
the King took it ill at his Hands, and expoſtulated it with him, and gave Order for 
queſtioning thoſe Engliſb who were in his Company. Tis true, notwithſtanding all 
the Care and Vigilancy the King and Prelates take for the ſuppreſſing of Popery, yet 
it much increaſeth about London, and theſe pompous Shews of the Sepulchre contri- 
bute much to it, for they grow common; they are not only ſet up now in the Queen's 
Chapel, for which there is ſome Reaſon, but alſo in the Ambaſſadors Houſes, in Con's 
Lodgings, nay at Tork-Howſe, and in my Lord of Worceſter's Houſe, if they be not 
Lyars who tell it. Our great Women fall away every Day. My Lady Maltravers is 
declared a Papiſt; and alſo my Lady Katherine Howard, but 'tis Love hath been the 
principal Agent in her Converſion ; for, unknown to her Father the Earl of Suf9/z, ſhe 
is or will be married to the Lord  Aubigny, ſecond Brother to the Duke of Lenox, who 
hath but a ſmall Fortune, under a thouſand a Year; moſt of it in France; where he 
had been bred a Papiſt. * | 
The Lieutenant of the Tower, Sir William Balfour, beat a Prieſt lately for ſeeking 
to convert his Wife ; he had a Suſpicion that ſhe reſorted a little too much to Denmark- 
Houſe, and ſtaid long abroad, which made him one Day ſend after her, Word being 
brought him where ſhe was, he goes thither, finds her at her Devotions 1n the Chapel, 
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K. D. 8. he beckens her out, ſhe comes accompanied with a Prieſt, who ſomewhat too ſaucity 
A reprehended/the” Lieutenant for diſturbing his Lady in her Devotions; for which he 
ſtttuck him two or three ſound Blows with his Battoon, and the next Day came and told 
the King the whole Paſſage, ſo it paſſed over. 
The Earl of Elgin and Sir Villiam Crofts have had a Quarrel, they have been very 
inward and familiar Friends; one Day meeting at Mr. Comptroller's Houſe. by Cha- 
ring-Croſs,” my Lord of Elgin faluting him told him, that of late he obſerved, that he 
did not look ſo chearfully on him as he was wont to do; the other ſaid, he was his 
Lordſhip's Servant, and thought him miſtaken in that Conceit; my Lord then invited 
him to go along with him in his Coach to my Lord of Berꝶſbire's Garden at St. Famey's, 
there they would talk it over; to which he conſented, and going into the Coach, Sir 
William Crafts called to his Man for his Sword, ſo they two went only together, but 
my Lord of Elgin had three Footmen running by the Coach-fide. Being in the Coach, 
my Lord of E/gin told him, that ſure he muſt be guilty of ſome great Unworthineſs, 
that he had of late made himſelf ſuch a Stranger at his Hoyſe, this made Sir William 
return a quick and round Anſwer, which ſo heated my Lord, that he altered his Re- 
ſolution of debating their Unkindneſſes in my Lord of Berkſhire's Garden, called to 
the Coachman to drive on, fight he would with him preſently ; to which, fince there 
was no other Remedy, Sir William yielded, ſaying, he truſted much in my Lord's Ho- 
nour, ſince he had many Servants with him, and he alone; my Lord gave him his 
Word, not one of them ſhould ſtir. So my Lord taking a Sword from one of his Men, 
they two only walked into the Fields over againſt Hyde-Park, near my Lord Goring's 
Garden Wall, there they choſe a Place, and- fought like courageous Men ; my Lord 
of Elgin had the ill Fortune, retiring after the firſt Bout, to fall, one Spur catching 
in the other, ſo that his Sword fell out of his Hand, which Sir William Crafts poſſeſ- 
ſed himſelf of; my Lord, infinitely tranſported with Paſſion at this Misfortune, runs 
in upon him to gain his Sword, the other adviſeth him to the contrary, telling his Lord- 
== ſhip he had no Purpoſe to take his Blood, but if he preſſed upon him, he would bring 
We. * a greater Danger upon him than he meant him. In this Parley comes in my Lord 
William Hamilton, and Charles Murray, Who put themſelves between them, and made 
them Friends. Upon which Sir William Crofts gave back the Sword to my Lord El- 
gin's Man, and my Lord Elgin brought him back, and ſet him down at Mr. Comp- 
troller's Houſe. The next Day my Lord Marſhal ſent for them both, and made them 
better Friends. But that which was much wondered at was, my Lord of Devonſbire 
alſo was ſent for to be made Friends with Sir William Crafts, who proteſted before my 
Lord Marſhal, that he never had any Difference with Sir Villiam Crofts, he was his 
noble Friend, and never had ſaid any thing of him which he did not allow of, For, 
my Lord, all this Bufinefs is riſen from ſome Words which my Lord Devonſbire let 
fall concerning my Lady Dorothy: Sidney, when *twas thought the Lord Lovelace laſt 
Summer ſhould have married her; and fome unkind Paſſages perhaps have been this 
Winter betwixt the Lady of Devonſhrreand Sir Viiliam Crofts, about his ſeeking to make 
a Match for her Son, which 1 dare ſay confidently he would not have done without her 
Conſent, though her Son had more abounded in Affection toward that Lady, than he 
doth ; for tis doubtful enough whether he love her or no. 
A Man never thought of, Sir John Wintour, a Nephew of the Earl of Worcefter's 
was made the Queen's Secretary, Tis true, for a good while before twas ſaid, that

As for the Encouragements in the Service, which are Reward and Puniſh- 
ment, there is as much, if not more in the right placing them as in the Things them- 
' ſelves; and to place them right, is not every Governor's either Skill or good Fortune, 
nor the Happineſs on the receiving Part, of many. that ſerve both prudently and faith- 
fully, which makes 5 that moſt certain Uncertainty, which waits upon the Life of 
Man, at leaſt in regard of his own Knowledge of them, or Power to prevent or or- 
der them, though not in regard of that ſupream Power that is over them: But 
once for all, if you will but read over the ſhort Book of Ecclęſiaſtes, while theſe 
Thoughts are in you, you will ſee a better Diſpoſition of theſe Things, and the 
Vanity of all their Shadows, than is to be found in any Anagrams of Dr. Donne 's, 
or any Deſigns of Yandike; fo to the Lines there drawn I leave you. This done 
I ſhall not need to anſwer the next Paſſage of your Philoſophy; but that he that 
ſerves ſhall ſee how to ſteer himſelf, whatever the Governor do, or omit, that is over 
him, and make his beſt Uſe of that, which is oftentimes worſt done. But for your 
Cloſe, I agree wholly with you, that a Prince puts a great Prejudice upon his own 
Affairs, if he continue a Servant longer in any great Imployment, than he will give 
him Truſt and Power to execute it. | 12 | 
| Your mention of Mr, Hambgen (and I muſt tell you I like your Cenſure of him and 
the reſt very well) puts me in Mind of the Ship-Buſineſs as now it ſtands: The Judges 
have argued by four in a Term, and ſo eight are paſt, and four to come for the next 
Term: Of the eight that are paſt, none have gone againſt the King but F. Crooke and

Harriſon came into We/tminſter-Hall, and to the Common-Pleas Bar, and there openly 
accuſed Judge Hutton of High-Treaſon; you muſt think this made a great Noiſe in 
the Hall, as indeed it did, and the Man was committed to the Fleet. I left this Space 
thinking I might be able before the Sealing of my Letters to let you know what is 
like to be done to Harriſon for this Offence ; but he keeps his Whitſuntide in the Fleet,

Want of Health hath forced me to be fo long without preſenting to your 

Lordſhip the Senſe I have of your Kindneſſes and Favours, that I ſhould be 
much aſhamed of myſelf had I not ſo juſt an Excuſe for my not writing, fince that I 
have received three or four Letters from your Lordſhip. 

It would now be to little Purpoſe for me to ſay any thing to 9 Lenithip of the

A. D. 1638. It was expected that Veſterday at Theobald's the King would take his Reſolution to 
make Peace or War with the Scots. Of the Committee for thoſe Affairs, the Marſhal, 
Cottington, and Windebanke, are all earneſt to put the King upon a War; the Comp- 
troller is for Peace, and Secretary Coke rather inclines that way than the other. Now 
that I begin to go abroad, the King hath commanded me to attend this Committee, no- 
thing that I have yet heard doth perſuade me to be of the Marſhal's Opinion. In the Ex- 
chequer (being examined upon this Occaſion) there is found but two hundred Pounds; 
nor by all the Means that can yet be deviſed, the Treaſurer and Cottington engaging both 
the King's and their own Credits are able to raiſe but one hundred and ten thouſand 
Pounds towards the maintaining of this War: The King's Magazines are totally un- 
furniſhed of Arms and all Sorts of Ammunition ; and Commanders we have none, 
either for Advice or Execution: The People thorough all England are generally ſo 
diſcontented, by reaſon of the Multitude of Projects daily impoſed upon them, as I 
think there is reaſon to fear that a great Part of them will be readier to join with the 
Scots, than to draw their Swords in the King's Service. And your Lordſhip knows 
very well, how ignorant this long Peace hath made our Men in the Uſe of their Arms. 
Theſe Conſiderations move me to think it ſafer and better for the King to give them 
their own Conditions for the preſent, than raſhly to enter into War, not knowing how 
to maintain or indeed to begin it. God ſend us a good End of this troubleſome Bu- 
ſineſs; for, to my Apprehenſion, no foreign Enemies could threaten ſo much Danger 
to this Kingdom, as doth now this beggarly Nation. Whilſt Sir George Radchffe was 
here, three Veſſels of his Majeſty's Fleet were deſigned for the Iriſb Seas, but that 
Direction hath ſince been countermanded. I ſhall not need to lengthen my Letters with

Ea Sir George Radcliffe's Arrival on Friday laſt, I diligently informed myſelf 


concerning your Majeſty's Pleaſure in all imparted unto him. 


It ſeems that your Majeſty's Will is, that the Bargain with the Feoffees of the 


Dutcheſs of Buckingham for the Cuſtoms muſt not go on, howbeit a good Part of 


the Sum were already received, the Loſs to your Majeſty in Charge and Profit at leaſt 
two thouſand Pounds, the great Labour and Attendance of your Miniſters caſt away,

The Anſwer, a8 I humbly conceive be- 
coming his Majeſty were to let them know, it was not the Cuſtom of the beſt and 
mildeſt of Kings to be threatned into Parliaments, or to be circumſcribed with Days 
and Hours by their Subjects. That therefore howbeit their Requeſts and Deſire there- 
in modeſtly ſought and ſued for might have been granted, yet thus peremptorily de-

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u this I ſhall humbiy preſent the State of FO Army, together with an Account of 

ſuch Things as I have in Charge concerning it, as 2 alſo ſome other Conſiderations 
2 the better Settling and Reglement thereof in the future. 

The Horſe with the Officers are fix Hundred and nine; one Hundred and ten where- 
of are Cuirafſiers compleat, the reſt are Carbines : Theſe are divided into nine Com- 
panies. My own Troop Cuiraſſiers conſiſts of a Hundred and ten, and I march, be- 
ſides Officers, an Hundred. Two of the other are threeſcore and ſeven; and all the 
reſt- are fifty ſeven. So the two firſt march in like Manner threeſcore; the other ſix 
fifty a piece; which with two and twenty Horſemen belonging the Provoſt Marſhal 
of Connaght and Munſter, make up the above Number of fix hundred and nine. 

When his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to appoint me to the Government of 
this Army, the Horſe were altogether naked Men, without other Weapons than Staves 
and Swords, ſcarce a good Piſtol amongſt them, ſcarce an Officer who underſtood how 
to order his Men. 80 as I found it moſt true what my Lord Wimbledon told me be- 
fore I came hither, to wit, there was not any here that knew how to command an 
Horſe Troop; this was truly their State then, 

But at length IJ have without one Penny charge to his Majeſty, provided the Car 
bines with Piſtols, Headpiece, Gorget, Breaſt, Back, ſhort Taces and Sword; ſo as 1 


dare avow them to be as compleatly armed, as any other Men whereſoever. The 


Officers daily exerciſe their Troops, and are ſo well advanced in that Knowledge, that 
I truſt none ſhall ſhow more ready or capable Men to ſerve than they will be, yet I 
confeſs their Horſe are not fo ſtrong and high priſed as I could wiſh; and which is 
the worſt, I ſee not how to procure it better, by reaſon their Pay is ſo ſmall. And 
this 1s truly their Condition now, 

The four Provoſt Marſhals of Leinſter, Munſter, Ulfter, and Corinaght had anciently 
twelve Horſemen apiece allowed them in the Martial Liſt, to which (being in my 


udgment not well caſt) you will find them again reſtored in my Propoſition for raiſing 


of four hundred Horſe de novo : For the Juſtices of the Peace are in this Kingdom 
very ignorant in the Execution of that Power, altogether intent upon their own Pri- 
vate without any Aſpect towards the Publick, and all the Natives generally ill affected 
to that Manner of Government; which Negligence was ſupplied by theſe Provincial 
Officers, who with their Horſemen were Kill ready upon the Place to purſue and ap- 
prehend, before they could gather to an Head, all ſuch. looſe Perſons as went out upon 
their keeping, and by that preſent! and ſpeedy Courſe, prevented very many Violences, 
and ſome. Murders done upon the People for want thereof; inſomuch as ever ſince we 
have had every Year, ſometimes in one County, ſometimes in another, Rebels grow 
to be near twenty together, ſpoiling and preying upon the Engliſh much to their Af- 
fright and Diſcouragement. Beſides, the bad minded IJriſb are better contained, held 
in more Fear and better Duty by one Provoſt Marſhal, and the Terror of his exe- 
cuting Martial Law upon them than by twenty others, be they Juſtices of Peace or 
Juſtices of Aſſize, a Truth as clear in Experience as any can be. And laftly, if there 
ſhould be Occaſion, there would be no Loſs of theſe Horſemen ; for thoſe four Pro- 
voſt Marſhals might in the Field be drawn together, and with help of ſome odd Men 
from the other Troops trained into a good Body of Horſe, commanded by the two 
ableſt Provoſt Marſhals as Captain 'and Lieutenant, and lo do the ſame Service, and 
become equally conſiderable as another Troop. 

The Foot with Officers are two Thouſand, half Pike, half Shot. Theſe are divided 
into forty Companies, each Company conſiſts of fifty, whereof five Officers ; they 
march forty, remaining five Men to ſupply all Accidents. _ 

Theſe Men likewiſe when I came were marvellous little underſtanding of what be- 
longed to Soldiers, thoſe that commanded in chief not having in five Years before fo 
much as taken the View of one Company; nor were the Officers very knowing the 
Duties of their Profeſſion, or at all caring or looking after it. Their Shot in a Man- 
ner all Calivers, the Pikes ſhort and ill-headed, their Arms unfaſhionable and very lit-

more even, cloſe and orderly in their Marches, So that I am very confident for ſo far 
as belongs to Exerciſe, Command, and Order, we may at any Time ſpare and furniſh 
out of this ſmall Body, Officers and experienced Soldiers under fuch Chiefs, as may be 
iven to them there, ſufficient- to train and lead twice as many Men as we are our- 
ſelves; and further we cannot go without Blows. Their Weapons are the ſame th 
were, in regard it was not till of late reſolved, whether to furniſh them with whole 
or baſtard Muſkets. But I have now taken a full View of their Arms, and will ſet all 
in ſuch a Way, as to have the Foot by Eafter as well armed as the Horſe be; and 
that likewiſe without any Charge to his Majeſty. And thus I dare undertake to ſhow 
and approve' them as ready and as well armed Men, as ſerve a King, be the Eye never 
ſo curious which ſhall overlook them. EN 
I had them all, (excepting fix Companies ſpared their coming up this Year in reſpect 
of that damnable Journey they had the laſt Winter to Callbeggs) here under my Eye 
this whole Month. They marched hither forth of their Garriſons without offering the 
leaſt Violence to the meaneſt Soul of his Majeſty's Subjects. They continued here 
with ſo much Quietneſs and Civility, as in good Faith you could not have almoſt 
taken Notice any ſuch Men were in Town. And they are now marched back with 
the fame Peace and Order they came: Men, if I be not mightily miſtaken, well pleaſed, 
well affected, ready with Chearfulneſs and Courage to venture their Lives for his 
Majeſty's Perſon and Service, wherever they ſhall be appointed.

And conſidering it is neceſſary, that his Majeſty breed up, and have a Seminary of 
Soldiers in ſome Part or other of his Dominions; a Truth which perchance the pre- 
ſent Time ſhows but over plainly to every Eye, without doubt it cannot be ſettled 
in any other Part, where the ordinary Uſe of it could have produced greater Effects 
for the Honour and perfecting the great and needful Services of the Crown on this

two Shillings eight Pence half Penny a Day, and his Cornet from one Shilling fix Pence 
to two Shillings three Pence a Day: So ſhall the Captain have one hundred and three- 
ſcore Pounds a Year, the Lieutenant fifty, and the Cornet forty : This would give 
great Incouragement to thoſe Officers, and they be a Means to better their Troops ex- 
ceedingly: For, had they Pay, I ſhould call upon them for better Duties than now I 
can reaſonably do.

This may be objected a great Burden brought upon the Crown, but rightly conſi- 
dered, that whereas there was ſettled by the laſt Eſtabliſhment, a Pay of two thouſand 
five hundred Foot, rated at thirty one thouſand five hundred Pounds, we have ſince 
brought the Foot to two thouſand, and thereby declined of that Sum fix thouſand 
three hundred Pounds, which applied with much better Advantage towards the Inter- 
tainment of theſe Horſe, the Increaſe of Charge upon the Crown indeed ought to be 
reckoned but three thouſand twenty and four Pounds. And, under Favour, what is 
the faving ſo petty a Sum to be regarded, when I dare ſay, theſe four hundred Horſe 
are of more Strength to this Army, of more Importance to the Honour and Peace of 
his Majeſty's Affairs, than fifteen hundred ſuch Foot could have been, when the Re- 
venue is increaſed already forty thouſand Pounds; and, if Peace continue, in a few 
Years to be bettered as much more: When by this Means, it Troubles ſhould happen, 
yet by the Help of Almighty God, and thorough. the juſt and faithful Execution of 
his Majeſty's Commands, we ſhall at the worſt be able to defend ourſelves without 
Charge to England, which is more than could have been ſaid for Tre/and of ſome 
hundred of Years before I had the Honour to ſerve his Majeſty in this Place. : 
There is in the Eſtabliſhment an Allowance of ten Shillings per Diem for two Cor- 
porals of the Field, to ceaſe after Death. The one of them, Captain Pikeman, is dead, 
the other, Captain Meares, is living, an honeſt Gentleman. but very aged, and not ſo 
well able to diſcharge the Toil of that Place. Sure the Motive that inclined them to caſt 
theſe two Officers was, becauſe in thoſe Times the Army was never brought toge- 
ther, or looked after, ſo no Uſe of their Service. And by the ſame Reaſon they might 
have caſt the whole Army. But I find their Service ſo neceſſary in taking and carry- 
ing to and fro the Directions of the General, or other the higher Officers of the 
Field, that it is not poſſible almoſt to be underſtood without them. So as I was in- 
forced at our laſt being together to ſubſtitute Lieutenant Lovel, an able active Gen- 
tleman, in the ſtead of Captain Pikeman. And do now both moſt humbly adviſe 
and defire, that theſe Places may be ordered, they are neceflary Officers to be con- 
tinued for the Service of the Army, and that I may ſettle Lieutenant Lovel in that 
Imployment, being a Perſon in all Reſpects fit and apted for it. 
By the fame Eftabliſhment a Pay of twenty Pence by the Day to the Maſter Gun- 
ner was totally caſt, howbeit near half the Benefit of the' Place; ever fince we have 
been extream ill ſerved, and much Inconvenience befallen the Office of the Ordnance, 
thorough the Weakneſs of him that was to do that Duty. The Maſter of the Ord- 
nance and myſelf have procured forth of the Low Countries one Mr. Stutevile, indeed 
a very extraordinary able Man for the Diſcharge of that Place, and a Perſon of very 
civil and orderly Converſation ; but I fear we ſhall not keep him, unleſs he be reſtored 
to the ancient Penſion belonging that Office, which in Truth I think he may and will 
very well deſerve. And therefore my humble Advice is, that his Majeſty would di- 
rect his gracious Letter to reſtore him in the Eſtabliſhment again for the Pay of twenty 
Pence a Day as formerly. I have not hitherto mentioned this Matter, in regard the 
Man, I found in the Place, had but a Skill proportionable to his poor Intertainment, 
which otherwiſe is no more than two Shillings a Day; but this being a Gentleman 
of better Merit, and fitted for the Service in every Kind, I move thus much in his 
Caſe, which in the other Man's I ſhould never have done; for, according to the Pro- 
verb, ſuch Lips ſuch Lettice, | ws oe 1 
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 ADa638.: It is in my Purpoſe, when the Muſkets are delivered to the Foot, to take ; in the 
I * Calivers, and haves therh well preſerved in the Stores, that ſo they may not only be 
kept out of ill Hands, but be in a Readineſs upon any Occaſion of Service, to arm 
our light Wings of Men to ſkirmiſh upon Boggs; broken Grounds, or other Straits or 
Places of Advantage, in caſc we ſhould meet again with the] old- Light footed Iriſh 
wy. 4 * 

"There are ſew Arms in theſe Magazines which are mom fo as to furniſh out the 
Stores there would be in my humble Opinion a Proviſion made for three thouſand 
Pike, and as many Shot; to wit, for the Pike, Head- piece, Gorget, Back, Breaſt, 
Taces, Sword, and Pike; for the Shot, Head-piece, Muſket, Bandelier, - Reſt, and 
Sword. If this Propoſition be liked, I deſire that then we may have Liberty to pro- 
vide ourſelves of them in Holland. For in Truth, thoſe which are ſerved BE of 
the Ordnance Office in England are for the moſt Part extream dear, and as ill con- 


ditioned. 
Vet it is not my Purpoſe to have ſo much dead and periſhable Stock upon the Crown 


neither. For, I truſt to impoſe ſix thouſand Foot upon the Plantations now in ſettling, 
and cauſe the Planters to repay the King for thoſe Arms, which ſhall nevertheleſs be 
kept in the Store for their Uſe only, and as often as the State ſhall find fit to imploy 
thoſe Forces. As for the Men to bear theſe Arms, I will divide them amongſt the 
Captains of the Army, making their ſeveral Companies two Hundred that are now 
but forty ſive apiece; and ſee, that they ſhall by thoſe Officers be as perfectly and 
well exerciſed as thoſe others which are in his Majeſty's Pay. And ſo have without 
further Charge, eight thouſand: of as good Foot as the two thouſand are we now 
have. I further truſt by this Means to increaſe the Number of Horſe alſo, howbeit 
in a lefſer Proportion, and then by that Time all this be fulfilled, the Queſtion may, 
with the Help of God, and under the wiſe Conduct of his Majeſty, be in ſome Confi- 
dence aſked, where is the Enemy that can, or ſhall dare to interrupt the Peace and 
Prolpien ty of the King's Subjects or Affairs in Ireland?

Theſe four hundred, as I judge, in like Manner one hundred of 
them ought to be Cuiraſſiers, the reſt Carbines: So of this thouſand Horſe there will 
two hundred of the firſt, and eight hundred of the ſecond Sort. 

There are now eight Troops of Carbines, two, whereof are with their Officers three- 
ſcore and ſeven ; the other fix fifty ſeven apiece, 

bo. Hirſt then, lxty of theſe four hundred might be taken, and by adding ten apiece 

to the latter fix, make all the eight Troops of equal N umbers, to wit, threeſcore and 

ſeven with their Officers, vig. Captain, Lieutenant, Cornet, two Corporals, and two 

Trumpets, and marching threeſcore Horſemen beſides. Saving by this Expedient the 

Q — of the Officers, that muſt otherwiſe be appointed f for them. The Charge 

of theſe threeſcore Hemer at twelve Pence per Diem, is one thouſand ninety and 
five Pounds. 

Secondly, to be raiſed anew, one 7 of Cuiraſſiers, to conſiſt 4 Captain, Lieu- 
tenant, Cornet, two Corporals, two Trumpets, and one hundred and three Horſemen.

So you ſee, they muſt be better Huſbands than I, if they get by their Entertainment. 
And therefore, as I mention in my Letter, it is humbly judged requiſite the Officers 
Means were ſomething enlarged. | | 

The reſt I conceive ſhould be all ordered to enter their Men the next Muſters con- 
ſtantly held about Michaelmas, and their Entertainments to begin only from the Time 
they ſhall ſo ſhow their Horſe and paſs Muſter. |

4 ſpeak of) ſo is it a Point I ſhall never voluntarily intereſt myſelf in, as in Truth

1 What then my Lord Marquis Hamilton s Return thither may produce I know not, 
2 but certainly if he chance to he rejected, the Effects will be every Way of great Trou- 
ble and Diſtraction in the worſt Kind: So as this inward Rent onght more to be 
feared than any. outward Enemies, ſo long as we ſtood firm and united within our- 
ſelves. 

Nor is it to be expected the King ſhould bear ſo great a Diſobedience, ſo high In- 
dignities offered by Subjects; nor that they will at after be brought into their right 
Wits, till they be well and thriftily cudgelled back into them.

Peers, being ſuch Motes in the Eyes of a giddy Multitude, as they never believe them- 
ſelves clear ſighted into their Liberty indeed, till theſe be at leaſt levelled to a Parity 
as the other altogether removed, to give better Proſpect to their Anarchy. 

But moſt lamentable it is to hear, that Religion ſhould be once mentioned to pa- 
tronie the Diſobedience of Subjects towards their King, that it ſhould be preached in 
a Proteſtant Church, againſt ſo excellent and Chriſtian a Prince is moſt ſcandalous, 
inflames and heightens the Madneſs of it beyond all Example. Could Bellarmine, Ma- 
riana, with all the reſt of that rebellious College do more? Nay, did they ever ſo 
much ?- Certainly no. For they never abſolved Subjects of their Allegiance, but where 
the King in their Opinions was Heretick in Fundamentals. But to ſhake off that ſtrait 
Bond for Diſcipline, for Ceremonies, for Things (let Mr. Blayer and his Preſbyters rage 
never ſo 7129 in the Contrary) purely and ſimply indifferent, is more in Truth, I 
think, than the Church of Rome itſelf can juſtly be convinced or accuſed of. May 
God therefore in his Goodneſs avert that Miſchief, that great Impiety from amongſt us, 
and give us the Grace with Modeſty and Humility to look into and diſcern thoſe bet- 
ter Duties, which all Law of God and Man exact of us in theſe Exigents. | 

Pardon, my Lord, if the Diſtemper and Paſſion of the Time hath tranſported me alſo 
into this Exceſs, the troubling you with ſo many Lines, which yet hath for it this Ex- 
cuſe, that the great Opinion the World hath of your Lordſhip's Wiſdom and Power in- 
vited me unto it, where in the Caſe of a meaner leſs conſiderable Perſon, I ſhould not

My very good Lord, 


I AM heartily forry to hear you have been ill, and that that Indiſpoſition hath conti- 
nued from the 224 of June to the 240 of July, yet I find you have been ſubject to 
two Diſeaſes in this Space, the Army and the Stone. And of the two I think the Ar- 
my is the ſtronger, tho the Stone be the more painful. Well, Iam no Phyſician, yet 
I'll venture to give you ſome good Counſel, which is, that you ſhould bring down 
the Army, and conquer the Stone, And if it be not able to do that for you, then get 
out the Stone and throw it at the Army. And if you can but do this latter, you ſhall 
be ſure to be Maſter of as many Stones as you throw away. | 

Since I writ laſt to you about this Particular, my Lord of Clare hath been with me. 
His Lordſhip told me, that the Sickneſs of my Lady his Mother kept him ſo long 
away. He ſeemed alſo to know, that it was his Brother that had written to your 


Lordſhip about this Difference. I told him, I knew not who had written to your

Good Nephew, 


I HAVE underſtood very clearly all the Paſſages amongſt you at a late Meeting of all 
the Deputy Lieutenants at Jort, not long after Sir George Radcliffe's Departure 
thence, and hear ſomething which I could have wiſhed otherwiſe. 

It is ſo natural with me to deal plainly with my Friends, as it is not poſſible for 
me to keep any that will not admit me that Liberty, which yet they ſhall never find, I 
truſt, vitiated with Saucineſs or Incivility; but this Duty in ſpecial I owe to you, by 
Nature and the living Truſts of your noble dead Father. E 

It ſeems ſtrange to me then, that in that Debate the Vice-Preſident (whoſe Im- 
ployment and Place at leaſt merits Reſpect from the very beſt that ſhall come within 
the Limits of the Commiſſion) ſaying all the Horſe of the Weſt-riding ſhould come to 
Tork to be trained, you ſhould poſitively ſay, your Horſes ſhould not come thither, 
but be trained in ſome more convenient Place. 

We many Times judge cleareſt when we turn the Caſe inwards, turn, as they fay, 
the Tables, and confider Things both Ways. Now therefore admit me the peo ;

When you ſhould be called not only to anſwer for this, but for all the Ill which might | 
thereby happen to the Service of the State, even to the Hazard of your Fortune and 
Life (for I muſt-tell you ſueh Matters and Points; as theſe, are not to be jeſted with- 
al) what could you ſay? As for the Letter of the Council, it would be told you, that 
is now, and was then, out of Date, where a latter and a higher Direction ſucceeds, 
brought unto you by ſeveral and moſt credible Hands; and that, however, Kings are 
not accuſtomed to have the Commands of their Servants and Miniſters obeyed, better, 
or before their own. For ſaving the publick Purſe, it will be aſked you, whether 
you be ſo inſolent as to conceive. yourſelf equally ſo much intereſted therein, or can be 
ſo tender over the Subject's Wealth, as well as Safety, as his Majeſty, that is the Ca- 
tholick Parent of us all? Will be told you, that to be a narrow and mean Thought, 
God wot, to be muſing how to ſpare ſome few hundred Pounds of Expence, when 
the Sovereignty and publick Safety are aſſaulted, where your own private Poſſeſſions 
are moe nearly endangered, as confining next to that Miſchief which OP the 
whole. 

If you plead Ignorance of his Majeſty s Pleaſure, alledge you moved the Vice- Preſi 
dent to declare, whether he knew more Cauſe to haſten the Muſter than the reſt, which 
had he acknowledged, you had conformed : It will be returned unto, you, he is his 
Majeſty' s chief Governor amongſt you, that his Majeſty's Commands by him ſignified 
was ſufficient ; and that neither Kings, nor yet their Miniſters ought to be ſo familiarly 
dealt with, as by private Perſons to be interrogated for the Reaſon of their Orders, or 
for Secrets imparted unto them; and that if the Vice-Prefident had communicated fur- 
ther with any of you, than he had in Charge and particular Direction, he had become 
equally preſumptuous, criminal for exceeding the Limits of his Truſt, as you for your 

bold Inquiſition into the Grounds of his Counſel, And I pray you now by this Time, 
were you not, think you, in miſericordia? Yes certainly in their Mercy; and when 
the Fault ſhould come to the Chriſtening, God knows what Name might be given 
unto it, perchance the ſeverer, or the milder, as it might befal you to have a Sir 
Edward Coke, or a Sir Robert Heath, to preſs and urge the Matter in your con- 
tra 
| N in one Word, be 8 aware in the Courſe of your Life, how you affect 
to be eſteemed a Man, that can and dare do more than other Men, unleſs where you 
have the Diſpenſation of the higher Power, and whilſt you are in a ſubordinate Au- 
thority, look ever with Attention and Reſpect to that which is next above you. Thus 
ou may live happily, valued by the Wiſe, and for the Opinion of the licentious and 
bah Perſon in Things that are above him, ſure it is by much cheaper to loſe it, than 
to . it at ſo coſtly a Rate, as it commonly ſtands ſuch in, as vainly follow af- 
ter and. affect it, ever putting yourſelf i in Mind, that a Courage ill, or unadviſedly 
expreſſed, is to be aden rather the Paſſion of a Beaſt, than the Virtue of a reaſonable 
Creature. 

In the Concluſion I am to give you many Thanks for your reſpective Intendment 
towards me, in caſe you had gone on with my Lord Chamberlain, for his Lands in the 
North, deſiring that you will let me know, whether you are upon the Treaty till. 
If fo, I will ſilently expect the Iflue of that; otherwiſe I will endeavour to procure a 
Leaſe, if I can, of Kimberworth, being the only Thing I ſhall deſire to deal withal.

It may with all Aſſurance be ſaid, that the purſuing your Majeſty's Commands is 
of higheſt Delight unto me in this Life, and be they never ſo difficult, I ſhall attend 
the Execution of them with the utmoſt of my Strength and Power, and truſt they ſhall 
never find me ſo ill provided again to fulfil them; ſo long as I have the Honour to 
ferve you in this Place. | 

The five hundred Men, your Majeſty deſigns hence for your Service, may be ſpared 

without any great Prejudice to theſe Affairs; and ſhall not only be, God aſſiſting, ready 
to march by the End of two Months (in leſs than which Time they are hardly to 
be gathered together, the Garriſons where they lye being ſo remote) but fully provided 
of Powder; Bullet, and Match for a Twelve-Month forth of theſe Stores, where we 
have fourteen Laſts of Powder already, and nine more to be here very ſhortly ; Per- 
ſons in their Affections to the Crown, I verily believe, inferior to no other Subjects: 
And as well Officers as Soldiers for their Knowledge, Uſe of their Arms, Ability of Bo- 
dy, and other Accommodations, ſuch, as England itſelf; without ſometime of Exerciſe 
and Practice, ſhall hardly be able to ſet beſides them; 

But to the Intent that which is good may be well done, I humbly crave Leave

Majeſty's Power, but, by good Intelligence betwixt the two Garriſons, the Concur- 
rence of my Lords Nithiſdale, Kircudbright, and other your well affected Subjects in 


that Quarter, the whole Country lying betwixt them be preſerved and ſecured. Beſides, 


ſuch a Cloud hanging, behind over their Backs, I believe their Prefbyters would hardly 
be able to preach or ſmoke out their Congregations far from Home. And fo, at lea 
keep the Fire within their own Borders, without burſting forth to the Annoyance of 
their Neighbours. | 5 ee 

If it come to Extremity, which God avert, it will be worthy your Majeſty's Wif- 
dom to think, how at once to ſeize of all the Shipping of that Subject as well here as 
in England. Particularly, to gather up as many of their Ships coming laded from the 
Vintage in France, as thoſe fiſhing upon their own Coaſts, as can be light of; per- 
chance taking from them their Wine, it might render them more fober: . 

Above all that can be done on that other Side, the taking of Leith is to be endea- 
voured, to fortify there ſtrongly, and to make the Place good with a Garriſon of ten 
thouſand Men. This, with the Help of your Fleet, and theſe ten thouſand Landmen 
on board them, I ſhould think very feaſible. As alſo by that Means to command the 
Coaſt all along, and to victual your Garriſon at Pleaſure. 
I know your Majeſty foreſees and underſtands all theſe Things much better than 
myſelf, yet be pleaſed to caſt your Eye upon the Map, and there ſee how handſomely 
Leith, Dunbarton, Berwick and Carlile lye quartered, to cut off all the lower and 
beſt Part of Scotland from the reſt; to me it feems, as of mighty Importance, ſo of 
no great Difficulty, OR 7 

J underſtand that Party is much blown up with their Expectations of Help from 


their Countrymen on this Side, and ſure ſuch an Aſſimulation of Humours there is a- 


mongſt them, as the Conjecture is probable enough; yet, Sir, be you pleaſed to re- 
ſtore us but theſe five hundred Men you borrow from this Army, and I durft with the

Let none magnify the Power of theſe barbarous Mutineers, as being above your Ma- 
jeſty's Diſcipline to correct and reduce. For it is not poflible in human Reaſon, but 
they are without much Difficulty to be bowed to right Reaſon without adventuring of 
many Blows. For, by the way, I ſhould never adviſe to afford them the Honour of 
ſtriking a Battle with the Crown, much rather to keep them in, with ſtrong Garri- 
ſons by Land, with your Fleet at Sea, and ſo watch, faſt, and ſtarve them out of this 
Madneſs into their right Wits. Undoubtedly, Sir, there is nothing much to be feared; 
or indeed conſiderable, but the Expence of Treaſure in the Service. And firſt or laſt 
ſure they ſhould forth of their own Store defray the Charge, that invited us to this 
drunken and ſurfeited Banquet; and in the mean Time be forced into large Contribu- 
tions to theſe neighbouring Garriſons, procuring them to be ſpoken withal in the ſame 
rate Abſalom, we read, did with Joab. 3 N 
Laſtly, let none perſuade your Majeſty to diſtruſt the Loyalty and Chearfulneſs of 


your Engliſb Subject on this Occaſion. For, upon my Faith to God, I believe they 


will be found very ready and truſty in the Purſuance of all your Commands, and moſt 

unwilling to divide Stakes with the other. And, as for this Subject, queſtionleſs the

y Wife and I preſent your Lordſhip with moſt i Thanks for ſparing us out 
M Son Jobn, whom (God bleſs and ſpeed well) we have returned, thinking ourſelves 
not more happy in any Thing, than that it hath pleaſed your Lordſhip out of your 
great, but undeſerved Favour to me to take him to yourſelf, wherein, with all thank- 
ful Acknowledgment, I joy ſo much, as, if I may be truſted, had I Power or Means, 
I ſbould not exchange his Service of your Lordſhip's with that of any Prince in Chri- 
ſtendom, making much Difference between the conſtant Love of a noble Friend, and 
the tickle Condition of thoſe that live in Courts. I have had much Company, at leaſt 
divers Times met with the Scotiſi Commiſſioners, having had Notice by Letters from 
2 Friend of their Goings and Returns every Time after they had firſt been there, 
though they have taken wonderful much Pains in poſting to and fro, befides their 
Care Ned Endeavours to compoſe Things peaceably, which I think will hardly for all 
that be effected without his Majeſty's yielding far beneath Sovereignty, having already 
deſcended too low, neither do I think that will ſerve the Turn, nor what elſe can be 
done to reſtrain their unbridled Fury and Madneſs. Thoſe imployed by his Majeſty, 
truly I am perſuaded, deſire it were otherwiſe, and that in Sincerity of Heart; yet 
J perceived after I got into the Acquaintance of ſome of the beſt Quality, and took 
Boldneſs to object many Things that touched the Quick, there was much, nay mani- 
feſt Difference, if not Contrariety, betwixt thoſe Things they ſeemed to hope, and 
their Anſwers to thoſe Objections of mine; ſo that I thought I perceived in Fe An- 
ſwers much Nobleneſs in ſpeaking Truth, yet I fee all Scotehmen are Scots. That very 
Day, being Saturday, that Tack came to Grimſton, I being at Righton, Intelligence 
came thither to me of their going down, and that that Night they lay at Ferrybridge, 
where I muſt be and was. This was the Marquis's firſt Return from Court down a- 
gain. I ſupped that Night with them, but had ſpent two Hours before with a Friend 
in diſcourſing of that Buſineſs; I was then a Stranger to moſt of the Company, ex- 
cepting the Earl of Denbigh, Dr. Belcanquel, and one other; Men of Quality there 
were none amongſt them, ſaving the Earl of Abercorn, (who only accompanied them 
to Newcaſtle, for into Scotland he durſt not go) Sir James Hamilton (who is ſaid to 
be a brave Gentleman, and one I perceive the Marquis much values) and my Brother 
Maule, theſe were all at this Time. I was very late with them, of which I was glad, 
becauſe I ſaw them all (that I cared much to be acquainted with) upon ſome general 
Diſcourſe as willing as I could wiſh, or rather more than I could expect, of which I 
took Advantage, as.not intending to loſe my Knowledge of them ; and truly I am per- 
ſuaded (as I thank God my Body was diſpoſed) if 1 had known of their coming a 
Week ſooner, I had then gone with them into Scotland, where I might have inform- 
ed my Knowledge by many Circumſtances of Things I already knew, much better 
than by any Relation ſpoken or written, of both which I have had this Summer as 
good Store, ſpringing from the Fountain Head, as many Men wiſer than myſelf; and 
truly if I bad done ſo, I might have been ſerviceable to ſome of my moſt honoured 


Friends. To digreſs a little. It ſeemed, Fack not long before he came over writ to 
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my Brother Maule, which he took ſo kindly, as he aſking me very lovingly after him, 
and enguiring in what Place he had the Honour to ſerve your Lordſhip ; I told him 
how. much we were both bound to your Lordſhip, and that I expected him over daily, 
for which. he firſt chid me, and after expreſſed a great Defire to ſee him, which I pro- 
miſed he ſhould, though he came into Scotland to wait on him; for I then knew not 
he was come to Gr/m/ton the fame Night, till the next Day, which was Monday, that 
he came to Righton.to me. 75 N FF (, Th | 
The next Time the Marquis came back from Scotland I only came ſhort of him half 
an Hour, which troubled me the leſs, becauſe he came away ſad and diſcontented, 
ſcarce ſtaid to ſup before he went to Bed, and was gone the next Morning by break 
of Day: And no Marvel, for he came away ſo ſuddenly, as none of the contrary Party 
knew of it, nor very few of his own Company, excepting Sir James Hamilton (who 
had Directions to follow him, but could not overtake before he had paſſed Ferrybridge) 
and my Brother Maule (who craved Leave, becauſe the Marquis's Stay going and 
coming was to be but three Weeks, to attend his Return there, for Diſpatch of his own 
rivate Affairs, having before waited of him thence to the Court). So only Dr. Bel- 
cangquel attended him out of Scotland. At this Time there happened a pretty glorious; 
fabulous Paſſage, the Scene whereof was Doncaſter, at the Succeſs whereof your Lord- 
ſhip may perhaps ſmile, how I was innocently gulled. Thus it was, Mr. Francis Ne- 
vile of Cheete told the Vice-Preſident, that Sir William Savile, with divers others, 
being at Doncaſter about a Commiſſion there betwixt him and Dr. Levitt, hearing the 
Marquis was lighted there, went and preſented his Service to him, who took him by 
the Hand very nobly, (this Complement being out of Faſhion at Court ever ſince 
Blue Coats, and Swords, and Bucklers were laid by, might have made the reſt ſuſpi- 
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cious) well, he aſked the Marquis what Hope there was that the Affairs of Scotland 


would have good Succeſs? His Anſwer was, truly he had very great Hopes, for the 
Buſineſs went very calmly and orderly on. Some others of very good Underſtanding, 
known, and knowing the Marquis very well, one eſpecially much valued by him, Sir 


Robert Amſiruther ſaid, he had nothing but Sadneſs in his Countenance, and well might; 


for after they had received from him all his Majeſty's Pleaſure, and that he had no 
more in Charge to deliver to them, they moſt imperiouſly demanded Satisfaction of 
their Deſires of having a free Aſſembly granted, that thoſe Things in their Petition 
might be diſcuſſed therein, which he had no Authority to do; nay, though all or moſt 
of the Commiſſioners had humbly interceded for it, his Majeſty would not grant it, 
which was the Cauſe of his ſudden Departure to try once more if he could obtain 
that from the King, without which nothing could be effected that tended ſo much as 
to Peace. 

At his going down this Time from Court, I had Notice ſent me what Night he 
would be.at Ferrybridge, whither I went to attend his coming ; thither he came late, 
and late went to Supper, by reaſon of Letters he had to write to Court, which chiefly 
concerned two Things. The one was, at Newark he met thoſe Scoti/h Biſhops that 
had lain ſo long at Berwick and Newcaſtle, going up to Court, whoſe Stay he com- 
manded till his Majeſty's Pleaſure was known : The other was, a Bruit he heard with 
Confidence, that there was gone to Berwick two or three Commanders of Note, and 
as many Captains, amongſt the Number of which was one G:b/on, once your Lord- 
ſhip's domeſtick Servant at York, He knew well though ſuch a Thing could not be 
without his Knowledge, yet he took it for granted, if the Fame of ſuch Things ſhould 
fly into Scotland before him, or follow him at the Heels, his Majeſty's gracious yield- 
ing to a free Aſſembly (yet not without Limitation) would not be of Force to keep 


them quiet, as it afterwards proved; for within few Days after his Arrival the Noiſe 


this News made came to the Ears of thoſe of the Covenanters that were next adja- 
cent to Berwick, upon which preſently they were all in a Tumult, and could hardly 
be reſtrained by the Marquis, or by Proclamation, but would preſently go and take in 
Berwick ; till they were aſſured of the Untruth of it, then were they, and not till then 
pacify'd. Jack had now been with me about three Weeks, ſo I took him along with 
me to Ferrybridge, where we were, I think, two Hours before the Marquis came. I 
went down to wait of him before he alighted out of his Coach, which he did very 
chearfully, with a ſmiling Countenance ſaluting me, and after aſked, why came you 
hither ? I anſwered to kiſs his Hands for the noble Favours done to me the laſt Time I 


waited on him there; he thanked me with a great Show of Kindneſs, and ſo took me 
up with him. And truly to ſpeak the Truth, I was neyer more made of, nor more 
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AA we were to fit down at the Table, it pleaſed him to command me to ſit down at the 


upper Side of it next himfelf, (ho ſat at the End) notwithſtanding” there were preſent 
two Earls Sons, which, as it was fit, as mannerly as I could 1 refuſed, intreating him 
to command me to ſerve him in any thing wherein I might not wrong others, no An- 
ſwer would ſerve, his Importnnity forced an unwilling Obedience from me. 

But long before this, after the Chamber was emptied of Servantꝭ und all other Com- 


pany, ſaving the Secretary's Son, Sir Fames Hamilton, and Pr. Beltanfuel, I faid, 1 


was as glad to ſte him have as chearful an Aſpe& now, as I was to hear he had fo, and 
that upon good Reaſon, at Doncaſter in his Paſſage up; and that he had fo good HH 

there would be a grateful Conclufion of thoſe Buſineſſes (as I was informed by a Gen- 
tleman of this Country to whom his Lordſhip told as much at Doncaſter). To which his 
Anſwer was, truly, whatſoever my Hopes were then, I neither ſaw, ſaluted (but in 


Paſſage) nor ſpoke with any of your Country to communicate any ſuch thing to. Now 


was I almoſt non plus, but by that time he had done, I recollected myſelf, and ſaid, 1 


was glad howſoever to ſee it ſo now, fince good Hopes come never too late; for which 


he thanked me. Sir James Hamilton aſked me after, if he might know his Name; 
which he did by me; at which he proteſted he was not all the Time the Marquis was 


at Doncaſter from him an Inch, and that there was no Man living with him but thoſe 
of his own Company and Retinue, except Sir Robert Amſiruther. Which ſhall be a 
Warning to me for ever not to begin a Complement at the Hint of another's Report; 
unleſs I know and dare believe him very well. The Marquis, amongit many other 

ueſtions, aſked, if I could tell. (to uſe his own Phraſe) how many Souls there were 
in Torkſhire? T anſwered, it was impoſſible almoſt for me to know, for ſuch Reaſons as 
T told him (too many to trouble your Lordfhip with the Relation of) but ſuch as he 
ſeemed fatisfied with; yet I told him, he might imagine the Number was very great, 
becauſe in theſe Weſtern Parts of this ng 17 (having related before how the Country 
was divided) there was in one Pariſh, not paſſing fourteen Miles off the Place where 
he was, not many fewer than thirty thouſand, and again within fix Miles of that, not 
fewer than twenty thouſand Communicants ; at which he ſeemed to wonder much. 
He enquired much, what were the Forces of this Country, both of Foot and Horſe? 
how often trained? and where? of which T gave him a juſt and true Account. He aſk- 
ed me of the Truth of that Report, and whether I had heard of any Commanders 
ſent down to Berwick, or no? I anfwered him (with Pardon from his Lordſhip) I 
heard more than TI believed, and more than I knew was true; for, I had Letters as 
lately from the Court as any Inhabitant in this Country, and that the Night before 
there lay at my Houſe a Gentleman of Quality that came out of thoſe Parts. He 
told me at Supper he had ſpecial Command from the King to ſend my Brother Maule, 

reſently upon his Arrival there, to Court, but he was unreturned from Penmure, and 
it was contradicted before he did; ſo that he came not thence till the 224 of October to 
Edinburgh. Sir James Hamilton and I had an Hour's private Conference, beſides what 
J had before with others; and ſince my Acquaintance has held ſo well on with them, 
as there have paſſed Letters betwixt us. He would needs injoin me to write to my 
Brother Maule, and defired to be the Meſfenger himſelf, and the next Morning he 
came to my Lodgings to call for it, I little ſuſpecting they would be gone before Day, 
J had forgotten to relate to your Lg in his due Place being before this laſt, how 
caſually I met with Marquis Douglaſs voluntarily going to Court, it ſeemed, by that I 
heard afterwards, to offer his Service to the King in this Bufineſs, which was not well 


75 to the other, he hath ſtaid there ever ſince, and returned lately from Court, on 


Mr. Maxwell would not let him go to him, but ftaid him there for tear of miſſing 


ueſday laſt he lay at Wetherby, and the Earl of Nithiſdale with him. It is ſaid, 
whilſt he was here, there were ſome Overtures made to him by the Covenanters, 
which either in Part, or in the whole he acquainted his Majeſty with, howſoever he is 
returned not very well pleaſed. On FYedne/day Morning betwixt Wetherby and Bo- 
roughbridge he met Mr. James Maxwell and my Brother Maule ſent by Marquis Ha- 
milton to Court, with Charge to be there on Saturday Night. Vour Lordſhip's Let- 
ters to my Brother Maule were ſafely delivered in Scotland, but after I heard his com- 


ing from thence was ſo uncertain, not N whether yours to him might require 


an Anſwer, I made Fack fend his Footman (who knew the Country well) to know whe- 
ther he would command him any Service to your Lordſhip, he found him got from Edin- 
burgh back to Penmure, and to return thither again 3 55 ſo into England preſently. But

Days of my Life ; amongſt other Favours, when 
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tim; On che 2 16 or 224 of Offber he came thither, and wrote to me the 23% with A. D. 1638. 
Letter incloſed to your Lordfhip, which I delivered to Fack. He wrote me Word. 


that if he came at his own Leiſure and ſingle, he would come to me; if not, he would 


not fail ſo to write to me, as if my Health permitted, we might meet; but after his 


Letters were ſealed, he that intended to have ſet forward that Week, was ſtaid by the 
Marquis ten Days longer. Yet like an honeſt Man, there was a Letter brought to 
me written by him at Boroughbridge, as I was late at Supper on Tueſday Night laſt, to 
.intreat me to meet him the next Day, and if he were ungone, to bring my Son John 


with me. I ſent him to Wetherby very early, to let him know that I would not fail 


to wait on him about Aberforth, which I did, more than a Salutation to Mr. Max- 


well I ſpake not to any Man living but him, neither ever parted we Horſe-ſides, till 
we took Leave one of another, which was beyond Ferrybridge, which, in time, ac- 
cording to Mr. Maxwell's flow Pace, was above three Hours. As he me, fo did 
Mr. Maxwell entertain Fact with Diſcourſe all the while, without Interruption, and 
was very free to him about the great Major. My Brother Maule told me, they had 
heard at Edinburgh of the diſmal Accident at the Manor, and tHat it was there con- 
ents reported to the Marquis and a great Company more, that it was the Vice- 
Preſident himſelf that was ſlain with the Fall of a Chimney, that beat down the Roof 
of the Chamber where he was with two or three Gentlemen of Quality his intimate 
Friends, and they were ſome of them mortally hurt, at which News he ſtartled, or 
tather, as he ſaid, was ſtruck, being extreme ſorry for him, whom he loves wonder- 
fully well; and the more, becauſe his Thoughts reflected preſently on me, as being one; 
for Love ever fears the worſe. This was not contradicted till he came beyond Dur- 
bam: Thus have I been bold to trouble your Lordſhip with a tedious, though happi- 
ly not a uſeleſs Journal of half a Summer and a Piece of Winter. I ſuppoſe your 
Lordſhip can never be fatisfied with bare and ſuperficial Relations, which are neither 
for Delight nor Profit, unleſs there be ſomething of Subſtance ; and though I know you 
cannot avoid the hearing of theſe Affairs, it may be you will not be diſpleaſed with 
tome of my Summer-Fruits, for you love Holland Pippins, and they are ſmart, nor 
reject my Gleanings after a plentiful Harveſt, though barren Ground yields light Ears. 
And now in the firſt Place, give me Leave to difſent ſomething from your Lordſhip, 
(to uſe your own elegant Expreſſion) you do not think the Lion is fo terrible as he is 
painted ; point blank againſt this I am not, and yet think he is terrible enough to fear 


us. I am perſuaded thoſe whoſe Hearts are very loyal, and would run a great Ha- 


zard, nay would undergo a great Loſs, do yet neither leſſen the Fear, nor extenuate 
the Danger, and that by way of ſafe and honeſt Policy. For if they could by that 
Means get their Laws, Privileges and Immunities (which are very great, queſtioned, 
and perhaps in Danger of being diſannulled) confirmed and eſtabliſhed, I anſwer, they 


do their Country good Service, and offend not this Kingdom, in defending it from 


Wars, and the dangerous Effects of it beſides the Doubtfulneſs of Fortune. That he 
is terrible enough to fear us, ſure, though it cannot be but that we in Number are 
more than twenty for one, yet how often hath that failed both in the Roman Wars, the 
Turkiſh, the French, and with us againſt them, beſides a numberleſs Number of more 
Examples, more ancient, more modern, and nearer hand ? It hath been, eſpecially in 
Places of Advantage, by the greateſt Commander in the World thought, too many 
Hands have as often done Hurt as too few, and doubtleſs they are able to bring Men 


enough to the Field (though not to ſupply Loſſes) yet to give Battle to any Prince in 


Chriſtendom, and keep as many as may ſecure their own Country, if there were need 
of any thing but the Country itſelf to kill them that aſſault it. Out of doubt, they 
may draw out above threeſcore thouſand ſtrong; able; well armed Men, ſuch as hardly 
will be terrified with any Danger, and ſuch as are inured to all the Ills that War com- 
monly puts Soldiers to. Though in the firſt we may equal them, as long as Health 
and Strength laſts, yet doubtleſs in the other we fall far ſhort. It is moſt certain, of 
ſuch Men excellently well armed, they have in one Shire thirty thouſand. We are, 
queſtionleſs, far inferior to them in Number of great and expert Commanders within 


this Kingdom. And I fear, if it ſhould come to that, which God avert, they would 


be too far within our Bowels to be eafily caſt out again by thoſe ſent for from foreign 
Parts, And I am perſaaded, nay it cannot be, but we ſhall have Work enough to 
draw our Eyes, Hands, and Hearts from them to guard more precious Things, Doubt- 


leſs, no Part of his Majeſty's Dominions but would be infeſted more or leſs ; nay, 


which i worſe, who can tell how many Hearts they have (God pardon and turn the 
Hearts 
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240 LETTERS un DISPATCHES of 
AD. 1638. Hearts of ſuch) in this Kingdom? Who, though they may be drawn to the Field, 
5 may fight ſo faintly as they had better run away; nay, perhaps if ever Fortune ſmile 
{ on them in any one Conflict, falſe Cowards may prove fatal and bloody Butchers to 
their own Side. 'Befides; if it ſhould come to ſo great a (Miſchief, as a Winter 
War, if they were able but to lye in their Trenches, and have Store of Proviſion, 
(as I believe they would have, for doubtleſs they will make theſe Parts the Seat 
of the War) they ſcarce would ever need to fight, but would find cold Nights and 
ill Weather their familiar Friends; and we, I mean the common Soldier, would be 
found dead under every Hedge. Doubtleſs in point of enduring Hardineſs, and fight- 
ing in Blood, the Courage of the Peaſant is as great as of either the Gentlemen or 
Noblemen, quite contrary to them of France and us now effeminated. Neither 
is it a ſmall Encouragement to the common Soldier to fight for Victory, Liberty, 
Maintenance of their Laws and Privileges, beſides Booty and Riches: Whereas we have 
but one of theſe, the Glory of the Victory, which of how mean Eſtimation it is, and 
how inſenſible the common People (our Strength in reſpect to Number) are of it, 
we may by Experience daily find; nor is it not to be unregarded, that theſe will have 
leſs Courage to fight againſt ſuch as intend us no Ill, but in their own Defence, and 
perhaps will ſeem to take nothing from us, but that the Neceſſity of War compels 
them to. And truly (which God forbid) if a Time of ſuch Calamity ſhould come 
upon us, it would like a Thief in the Night, take us unprovided and diſmayed, like 
a ſudden Plague or Deluge, which would infect and overflow much Ground before it 
could be ſtayed, and the Waters turn home into their own natural Channels. Nei- 
ther do I think that Kingdom of Ireland, either fo fortified by the Engliſb Planta- 
tions, by the Peace, Plenty, and Obligement of the Natives, or by the better Life the 
Scots do there enjoy, nor the Power that is, or may be to curb them, will (if theſe 
break forth into War) reſtrain or keep the other quiet; ſince when Occaſion may be 
laid hold of, I more ſuſpect the falſe Hearts of the Iriſb Natives, who will, ever 
upon advantageous Hopes, find the fame Bellows to blow, and the fame Hand to blow 
with, that they have formerly had, more than the ſtranger Scots, of whom I am nei- 
ther ſecure, nor whom I think will want Coadjutors. I pray God quit us from Fears, 
keep us from Danger, ſettle the Hearts of thoſe that waver, confirm the faithful, 
and confound, if not change thoſe, who pray not for, and would defend the Fery- 
ſalem of our God. This is all I can ſay touching our Fears and Cauſes of them af- 
firmatively, for the negative Part it belongs to ourſelves, and needs no other Diſco- 
very than what it lays open to every Eye. { 

The late Proclamation, doubtleſs, was a very gracious Satisfaction to their Demands, 
yet they think it ſuch a Thing as is void of all reality, and rather a Snare than a De- 
claration of Liberty from ſurmiſed Grievances, only publiſhed to gain Time, and loſe 
the Advantage ſuppoſed now in their Hands, The Confeſſion and Band lately pub- 
liſhed, and enjoined to be ſworn to by all People of all Eſtates and Degrees within the 
Kingdom, is ſuſpected to aim at no other End, but as a Bait caſt out among Dogs to 
ſet them together by the Ears, and rather to annihilate and break aſunder their former 
Covenant. At which I much wonder, being ſo full of Piety and good Government of 
the Church, as many of our own Nation would think it a great Happineſs if they had the 
like. Nay, truly it is to be admired, it ſhould be ſo full and home, and bound by ſo 
great and ſolemn Proteſtations as it is, acquitted of all by-reſpects, and publiſhed to 
the World to be the only pure and ſincere Truth, both for Subſtance and Diſcipline, 
that is profeſſed, taught, and uſed in the Chriſtian World. Sure then many others 
are as far out of the Way, as thoſe Things were, put upon them by their own Biſhops. 
To which Profeſſion whoſoever is ſo ſworn and bound by ſuch a ſolemn Band, to 
maintain and keep without Violation, with Lives and Goods, I wonder what Power 
can hereafter diſpenſe with ſuch an Oath ſo taken, by ſo ſtrong and vehement almoſt 
Execrations ratified againſt the Violators. It is to be feared they are not to be over- 
come but by yielding; and how that may ſhow to wiſer Men I know not, to me it 
doth very diſhonourable and diſadvantageous to future Actions, diſcovering a naked 
Part that ſhould not be ſeen. Doubtleſs Fury hath hurried them too far, to be re- 
ſtrained by any Thing but Force. It is thought, though they have a gracious Pardon 
for whatſoever is by-paſt, they, jealous of their own ill Deſerts, think that a Cloud 
will hang and watch over the Heads of thoſe great ones, who have been the Authors 
of all theſe Miſchiefs, and as ſoon as the Wind is laid, will fall on them in terrible

Aftrea ignominiouſly? Every Man'that may die when he will, may by | 
as he will. And what hope can there be, or what Truth to be expected, when Houſes 
are ſo divided amongſt themſelves, if it ſhould come to the Deciſion of the Sword? 
Will a Father leave his Child, a Son the Mother, a Brother the Siſter, a Wife the 
Huſband ?- Help to butcher them with their own Hands? Bleſs and not curſe the Hand 
that doth it? And out of doubt it is moſt true, there are not paſſed three of the Privy 
(or ſecret as they call them) Council of Scotland, but which way ſoever they look, 
their Sons look quite contrary; and it is a Wonder, that they, who ſhould have a tri- 
ple Power, of Fathers over Children, of Lords over Vaſſals; Magiſtrates over both, 
ſhould neither be able to perſuade Obedience from their Children, Service from their 
Vaſſals, nor Loyalty from either. If Men were not ſubje& both by the Law of God, 
of Nature, of Cuſtom, there might this ſucceeding Reaſon be admitted for ſomething. 
And this might be faid, if by Perſuaſions and Endeavours, nay by the Loſs of the 
Lives of us that are loyal, theſe Things might be compoſed peaceably, we ſhould offer 
up both, as a free-will Offering to pacify thoſe that are cauſeleſſy enraged. But ſince 
that cannot be done, but it muſt come to the Sword, if thoſe of ours periſh for want 
of Help, or by Diviſions, what can we expect for imbruing our Hands in our Chil. 
drens, in our Brothers, in our Fathers Blood ? What Compenſation can be made for, 
and with, theſe Loſſes? But for their Sakes we become greater Vaſſals than ever. May 
not then our Tongues, our Hands be forced to ſpeak, ſubſcribe, and render us the 
moſt miſerable of all Nations in the Chriſtian World, who have ſo many hundred of 
Years enjoyed as great Privileges and Immunities, both in reſpe& of every Man's own, 
as of that wherein our Kings did and could claim a Property? May we not then be 
forced to put our Necks, nay our Souls, under and into the Yoke of what Alterations 
in Religion it will pleaſe our Biſhops? Will they not then, when they have us under their 
Feet, make all their Fingers heavier than all our Forefathers Loins? And had we not bet- 
ter join (ſuch a Neceſſity compelling, having done our beſt Endeavours to compoſe all 
Differences in Peace) than to all our Ruins both of Lives, Goods, Eſtates, Honours be- 
ſides, and Devaſtation of our Conſciences be ſevered, in a War and fight for our own 
Ruins? It is thought thus the perverſe and diſloyally affected ſpeak for themſelves, coun- 
terfeiting and putting on the Perſons of thoſe better affected and more Loyal. But 
the 224 of this Month (if God give a Bleſſing to the Aſſembly at Gla/cow) will give 
a Comma, it is hoped, if not a full Point to all theſe Calamities ; if it hold on both 
Sides, which may be doubted. Since, I ſuppoſe, if the Biſhops ſhould be denied to 
be preſent, . it would hardly hold on his Majeſty's Part, and preſent I doubt they will 
not ſuffer them to be that are the Covenanters, And if it hold not on the King's Part, 
yet the Covenanters, J am perſuaded, will meet and confirm what they have done by a 
new Ratification. I pray God, they meddle not with bounding that ſacred Thing of 
Kings, the Prerogative. 3 | 

I have troubled your Lordſhip ſo long with a Diſcourſe of theſe Affairs, ſome from 
the common Mouth of Fame, ſome from the Lips of loyal Fear; as there is no 
room left for Apologies, though Neceſſity conſtrain me to inform you of ſome Things 
elſe concerning the Affairs of this Place. I find my Lord Mayor ſo refractory, fo full 
of unneceſſary Scruples about the delivering over the Companies to the Captain, ac- 
cording to your Lordſhip's Directions, and about exerciſing of them, as I know not 
what to ſay or do, for nothing yet is done.

A. D. 1638. but I told him I had nothing to do to treat with him upon other Ground than on his 
and mine from your Lordſhip. Many frivolous Objections then he made, I told him, 
becauſe he might the better reſolve what to do, I would both anſwer all his Objec- 
tions, and inform him fully, as I conceived, what your Lordſhip's Pleaſure was, 
which the next Day in writing I did; and ſent it by my youngeſt Son, acquainting 
ſtill che Vice-Preſident with my Proceedings.

Your Lordſhip knows that the End of all theſe Troubles (unleſs they outlaſt Time) 
muſt be Peace, which nevertheleſs comes on ſo ſlowly, as I cannot ſay the Appear- 
ances thereof are viſible: That which I can diſcover is, that on both Sides they have 
Reaſon to be weary of the War, and on this Side, they would be glad of any good

Your Lordſhip will habe heard of the Birth of a Daughter here, and of a Son in 
France, both which coming at a Time when we were ſo deſtitute of Inſtruments of 
Reconciliation, and indeed ſo unexpected, hath made us caſt our Eyes upon them, as 
deſigned for that Purpoſe. Howbeit I cannot ſay, that I find any effect anſwerable to 
that Opinion on this Side, nor do I hear of any from France. The 1r:/h here in 
the Service of Fuentarabia have gotten much Reputation, and with very great Reaſon ; 
for, they have ſerved very well, I perceive they here would be ſorry to be without 
them, in their Armies, and I ſhall not be againſt it, as long as it may be done to 
the Honour of his Majeſty and his Crown; but I muſt acquaint your Lordſhip, that

T* 1s Day the Lord Chancellor was called to the Board, and there, according to his 
Mzjeſty's moſt gracious Directions of the 7 of Auguſt, told of his diſreſpective 

and injurious Behaviours before the Deputy and Council in Order, one after another, 
as in our Letters to you of the 24 of July are ſet forth, and being ſhewn his Errors, 
and the Offence his Majeſty took at them, was required to give the Satisfaction inclo- 
ſed, and to ſign it with his Hand, which he did, and that publickly. No leſs, as we 
judged, being requifite to wipe off thoſe many Slights and Neglects, by his Lordſhip 
undeſervedly caſt upon this whole State, and the equal and juſt Proceedings thereof. 

This being the very firſt and only Act of Submiſſion by him performed, fince his

W HEREAS I Adam Viſcount Loftus, Lord Chancellor of Treland, did on the 24" 
of July laſt openly at this Board charge the Lord Deputy to be Principal in the 
Decree paſt, and Principal in the Proſecution againſt me in the Cauſe depending at the 
Council-Board, wherein Sir John Grfford Knight is Plaintiff againſt me and my Son, 
Sir Edward Loftus, Defendants ; which Proſecution being denied by the Lord Deputy 
otherwiſe than a Perſon intruſted to ſee his Majeſty's Authority in the Acts of his 
Council-Board obeyed, I did then again ſay, I wiſh fo God I had not found it ſo. 
Now better recollecting myſelf, I do humbly acknowledge to have ſpoken thoſe 
Words very unadviſedly, in regard of the Place and joint Reſpe& which I owe to the 
Dignity of the Lord Deputy and Council, with Scandal and Diſreſpect alſo to the par-

ou were wet in the Fields, needs not trouble your Conſcience much to rectify it. If 
you got yourſelf well dried, it was ne'er the worſe. I have heard of them that have 
gone up and down in the Dew in thin Shoes to cure themſelves of the Gout. Methinks 
you ſhould try this Experiment rather than lye bed-ridden as you do. And I doubt 
whether your Aſculapius, Sir Maurice, would approve of the Medicine. 

Since you refuſe to have your hung Beef judged by the General Aſſembly (and I 
muſt needs ſay your Reaſon is very good againſt it) my Conſcience will ſerve me very 
well to be both Judge and Party. For conſidering the Queſtion goes no deeper than a 
Matter of Taſte, and the old ſaid Saw is, non eft diſputandum de guſtibus, that is, not 
one Man of another's, I hope I ſhall have the Liberty of a Subject to be Judge and 
Party here. And yet being thus a Judge, I ſhall deal very juſtly with you; the Beef I 
received laſt is excellently good, and ſo fat as to my Knowledge I never ſaw the like of 
that Bone. So you ſee you may have your Commendation of me when you deſerve it. 
Tis a pretty Accident that all the Officers of your Army ſhould meet upon the Day 
of the General Aſſembly's ſitting down in Scotland. It muſt needs ſet your Specula- 
tivi on Work. And J am glad to hear all that Kingdom, not Scotiſb, are fo right ſet 
for the Crown, God thank you for it, and ſo muſt the King. 

I ſee your Lordſhip's Care hath extended further into your Government in Torꝶſbire; 
and your Judgment is as right there for the Stay of the Officers which you have ſent 
to exerciſe the Train-Soldiers. For I believe as few Miracles as you do, and in a mi- 
litary Way leaſt. And for the Train-Bands of England, I am clearly, and have been 
long of your Opinion, and it hath exceedingly troubled me to ſee the Carriages of theſe 
Buſineſſes at the Board. And which is worſe, I have no great Hope to ſee it better. 
For, even upon this great Occaſion, I do not find ſo ſerious and vigorous Proceeding 
as I could wiſh. And here give me Leave to tell you, there is right now a Letter 
come from Sir Edward Oſborne ſubſcribed by himſelf and all that Council: Tis very 
difſerviceable to the King, and diſpleaſing here, but I will not trouble you with the 
Particulars, becauſe I know Mr. Secretary Coke was commanded to write them to you, 
and I preſume he hath before theſe can come to you. But this Particular I ſhall ac- 
quaint you with, which perchance he hath not. Here is a Speech, and I doubt true, 
that there is ſome Difference ariſen betwixt the Vice-Preſident and Sir Villiam Savile, 
which muſt needs make the King's Buſineſſes go worſe in that great County, which 
hath hitherto been ſo forward upon all Occaſions. And this I thought fit to impart to 
you, that you may ſet all publick and private as right as you can. 

I thank your Lordſhip heartily for your Care about the Lady Carew's Buſineſs. 'Tis 
true, I have been often pluck'd by the Sleeve about it, and that in the Queen's Preſence, 
and do therefore heartily wiſh. I had ſome End of it, and I take myſelf very much be- 
holden to my Lord of Derry for his Mindfulneſs of it. 

Indeed, my Lord, the Buſineſs of Scotland, I can be bold to ſay without Vanity, 
was well laid, and was a great Service to the Crown as well as to God himſelf, And 
that it ſhould fo fatally fail in the Execution is a great Blow as well to the Power as 

Honour of the King. And your Lordſhip. is moſt right in ſaying there was a Failure 
in the Direction. For the Truth is, there was too great a Deſire there to do all with- 
out Noiſe, and there was undoubtedly a great Miſrepreſentation of the Buſineſs itſelf 
there; and ſome Seaſons, and Opportunities ſlipt, and that more than once, and the eaſy 
ſuffering of Oppoſitions too common in an hundred Men and more. But theſe three 
laſt by your Lordſhip's Leave, were all Errors about the Execution not the Direction; 
but the firſt of theſe mentioned by you was indeed an Error in the Direction, and a 
great one; but I could not help it. For ſuch of the Biſhops of Scotland as were truſted 
with it were all for the quiet Way, and that fitting his Majeſty's Diſpoſition, I was 
not able to withſtand it, and indeed muſt have been thought very bold, had I taken 
upon me to underſtand the Courſe of that Church and Kingdom better than they. But 
the main Failure in the Direction, if I miſtake not, was, that all the Lords of that 
Council were not more thoroughly dealt with by the King, and their Judgments more 
thoroughly ſifted before any thing had been put to Execution. And I am confident 
all had gone well enough, if Traguair had done his Duty: But he thought he had al! 
in a String, and out of a Deſire to diſgrace ſome Biſhops, did not only ſuffer, but cer- 
tainly underhand do ſome Things, which let all looſe,, and quite out of their imagined 


Power to recall. And this was the greateſt Bane of the Buſineſs, which I have oem

him; notwithſtanding ſome Biſhops ſtill informed how falſe and unworthy his Carriage / 


was. And for that which follows, I wholly agree with you, that ſince it is come to 
this Height, if his Majeſty do not matter them, and bring them under Obedience, the 


firſt Error will be fo far ſeconded with a greater, as that the ARIES may be God 
knows what; ſuch I am ſure as I hold not fit to prognoſticate. 


1 humbly thank your Lordſhip for giving me Leave to write my Thoughts freely. 


And I did it when I writ to you to be careful that nothing might be done on that Side 
by you, that might difficult my Lord Marquis his Proceedings. For truly, my Lord, 
I have been as careful of this Buſineſs as poſſibly I could to the utmoſt of that poor 
Underſtanding which God hath given me. But now, my Lord, this Conſideration is 
at an End: For the Aſſembly ſits notwithſtanding the Proclamation publiſhed by my 
Lord Marquis in his Majeſty's Name to diſſolve it, and that under the Pain of Trea- 
ſon; and notwithſtanding another Proclamation lince, ſetting down the Cauſes why his 
Majeſty diſſolved it, and requiring all his Subjects not to accept of it as of an Aſſem- 
bly. So that now my Lord Marquis hath ſent away his Friends that were with him, 
and they are come to Court theſe Holydays, himſelf being forced to ſtay a little longer 
by reaſon of a Bile broken out upon him, but is now, thought to, be on his Way hi- 
therward.

Several Offers have been made his Ma- 
jeſty by particular Men to raiſe both Horſe and Foot at their own Charge, and to 
bring them to the Rendezvous that the King ſhall appoint ; but they are not Perſons 
to be relied upon; or grant the King could be certain of them, yet their Number is 
ſo ſmall, that it makes them inconſiderable: In a Word, I fear the Ways we. run will 
not prevent the Miſchiefs that threaten us. 
In one of my Letters to your Lordſhip I defired to know what Cauſe I might alledge 
for the diſplacing of my Lord Chicheſter, and diſpoſing otherwiſe of that Vice-Admi- 
ralty: For, not having done the like to any other, I ſhould not willingly turn him out 
without a juſt Exception.

T* E calterly Winds give me the more Leiſure to conſider what I writ in my laſt 
1 concerning the putting in of Garriſons into Berwick and Carlile, and to thoſe I 
gave in my former Letter to add theſe other Reaſons to perſuade the preſent Diſpatch 
thereof by all poſſible Means. 

"Thoſe N Fo of Men I therein mentioned by the Direction sof a few Engineers 
well choſen and furniſhed with Spades, Pickaxes, and ſuch like, might all the Win- 
ter be kept to labour in repairing of the Fortifications, and raifing of new; as the 
preſent Exigent of the Service might require, being the Seaſon of the Year moſt fit for 

thoſe Works; and by this Means, before any Army could be furniſhed for a Siege, be 
in, ſuch a Condition as to preſerve themſelves till his Majeſty's Forces be ready to march 
to their Succours. 

The Seaſon of the Year will neceſſarily put off a formal Leaguer till the Beginning 
of May, ſooner there will be no Proviſions to keep an Army in the Field; in the mean 
time, the putting in theſe new Forces at the moſt will but render them liable to ſome 
preſent Surpriſe, which perchance otherwiſe would not be, thought on by the Cove- 
nanters. But I beſeech you, will leaving thoſe Towns naked ſecure them altogether 
from that Danger? Or, will it be leſs probable they ſhould be made ſafer by thoſe 
Garriſons than otherwiſe they might ber _ 

The War is an unknown Thing in England, and 1 fear the Preparations i in the Be- 
ginning will go on ſo ſlowly, as that it may well chance to be Auguft before his Majeſ- 
ty's Army be ready to march: And then I beſeech you to confider what a hazardous 
Thing it will be to abandon two. ſuch important Places to the Mercy of an Undertaker 
for ſo long a Time. And for my own Part I do verily believe, . the Diſcovery of ſuch 
a Negligence might rather encourage and haſten the adverſe Part to attempt the ſur- 
priſing of them, than the timely Putting in the Garriſons move them to do it the 
ſooner. 

It is juſt, and without Offence, fin his Majeſty to fortify his own Frontier as ſhall 
ſeem belt to himſelf, and gives thoſe Lords of the Covenant no Ground to go there- 
upon to open Force: But in caſe it do, they ſhall the more juſtify the King's Proceed- 
ings againſt them, and awaken the Engliſb, whilſt they ſhow by ſuch an open and un- 
provoked Act of Hoſtility! it is not the Maintenance of their own Religion they ſeek af- 
ter, but indeed after the Eſtates and Livings of us in Eng/and, and that their Deſign, 
their grand Deſign is to exchange their own Country for ours, as in Truth much the 
better; which I am perſuaded will much quicken the Engliſb, and render them chear- 
ful and ready to do all that can be 9 oy the Defence of the Crown, recs, 
and the ſacred. Perſon of his Majeſty. _ 

Therefore the more I think of it, the more 1 am eee that this Work i is not to 
be delayed or deferred an Hour. It is better to be before than behind with that Buſineſs, 

and my moſt; humble Advice! is, I may ſend theſe five hundred Men the next full 
Moon the next Month, and God ſend us as good a Paſſage for them as this had been, 
if not ſtayed by his Majeſty's later Directions. It grieves me moſt extremely we muſt 
thus loſe ſo fair an Opportunity, all being in a Readineſs, _ 

One other mighty Convenience will be got by haſtening thus ſeven thouſand Men 
into thoſe Garriſons. For, if the Officers do their Duties, they will give them the 

| Knowledge of the Uſe of their Arms ſo in Perfection, as they will have Skill to exer- 
ciſe an Army of forty thouſand Men by the Spring. 

I am told by an Enſign of this Army ſent thither on purpoſe by me to ſee * the 
World went amongſt them, that there landed at Leith, in two Ships from Sweden, fix 
Culverin and Derni-Culverin, and nine Drakes of ſome four Foot long, taper Bore of 
Braſs, together with four thouſand Corſelets and eighteen hundred as good Mulſkets as 
ever he ſaw, the Ordnance all upon their Carriages, beſides a grear Proportion of other 
ſmall Pieces of little more than two Foot long, caſt of late by one Hamilton, methinks 
he ſays his Name is. But theſe I am ſure are all better known to you than they can be 


to me. And therefore the only Concluſion I make to myſelf of all this is, that it ſhows + 
they are in good earneſt, and active at their Works, and that it imports us alſo to be- al 
ſtir ourſelves thoroughly and in Time. Believe it, they fly high. 15

My Lord, 


J 2 of your Letters are upon my Hands unanſwered, which a Fit of the Gout oc- 
caſioned; no ſooner on my Feet again able to write, but thus I give you my Ac- 
count thereof. : 
Your firſt mentions the Expreſſion of Tyrconne!'s Willingneſs to return, and replant 
himſelf in his native Soil. A Treaty which hath been long in Motion betwixt my 
Lady his Mother, here amongſt us, and himſelf, as ſome Letters which were to paſs 
betwixt them ſufficiently ſhew ; but it is much better he were as he is, for he looks for 
mighty. Conditions, ſuch as might render him little leſs than a Prince in Ulfer n. 
atmen, and conſequently would be ſet up again to theſe 
Natives, as the Altar whercon to lay and facrifice all: So as in my Judgment, giving 
a civil Hearing unto him, in Concluſion it will be the beſt to put him off to ſollicit 
his Reſtitution by his other Friends, than for you to intereſt yourſelf in his Buſineſs. 
Your other Letter is of the 240 of November. I wiſh the Preparations againſt the 
next Summer betwixt the French and Spaniſh may go on with Effect on both Sides; 
for, they ſo buſied, his Majeſty ſhall be at better Leiſure uninterrupted to attend the ſet- 
ling of the publick Peace amongſt ourſelves, a Buſineſs which certainly at this Inſtant 
mightily imports us all. 
That the French retired in Diſorder — Fuentarabia we have heard, but not the 
Manner of it, which I ſhall be glad to underſtand ; the Duke of Valette fled it ſeems 
upon it, touched on the Coaſt of England, but whither ſince departed I know not, the 
King we ſay here would not ſee him. 
If that King do not to Purpoſe beat the Holland Fleet from his Indies, they will 
in Time diſtreſs him moſt extremely, and therefore 'tis great Reaſon he attend that 
Work with his chief Care, for certainly it concerns him. 
For the two 1r:/þ Colonels and their Regiments, I like that Employment beſt that 
carries them fartheſt hence; their Aﬀections are altogether Iriſb, and by Habit it is now 
their Belief, that they are more Subjects to the Spaniard, than to our Maſter ; yet by 
their Favour, where they fay that their Recruits come for Love of them without his 
Majeſty's Licence, in that they magnify themſelves beyond Reaſon; for without his 
Majeſty's Leave they would not have had many Hundreds, which have paſt ſince my 
coming hither by my Warrant purſuing his Majeſty's Directions to me in that Behalf, 
which were fit the Miniſters of that King knew; for upon my Faith that is the very 
Truth, and without my ſpecial Diligences therein, they could not have been had nei- 
ther. 
I ſhould be glad to hear of any Good for *; for to ſpeak plainly, I have almoſt gi 
ven over Hope, that Prince will ever be reſtored. 
If the Grand Seignior turn his Arms on Europe, it might perchance be a Means to 
incline the Princes of Chriſtendom to Peace on all Sides, the better to keep out the 
common Enemy; but we conceive him too far engaged againſt the Perſian lan, as ſudden- 
ly to draw his Forces the contrary Way.

but now of late declares Himſelf more openly, and depies not to undertake the Gene- 
ralſhip, if there be Occaſion ; that the Earl of Rethes hath not above a thouſand Pounds 
a Year, much engaged, and lives after the Rate of five thouſand ; it ſeems the Noble- 
man is, as of much Talk, ſo of no ſmall Vanity, and that of all Men living they 
hate me moſt; ſay, our Chancellor's Finger is more worth than my whole Body. For 
ſo much as concerns myſelf, I am glad they underſtand me to be that faithful and 
hearty Servant to my Maſter, that I both am and ought to be, which is the only Of- 
fence I gave them in all my Life, and of which I'am ſure enough never to Tepent, 
conſequently never expect their Remiſſion.

1 RECEIVED yours of the 8 and 26 of January, by Henry Davies, the . of 
this Month, and as they came ſo will I now give you Account of them both to- 
gether. I begin with the former. | 

His Majeſty hath given a very gracious and juſt Rule in that Caſe of Sir John 
Vaughan, 1 will require his coming hither, and if he will put in Security to perform 
the Decree (in caſe his Majeſty find no Cauſe to alter) he ſhall have the Liberty defired, 
and if he would, he ſhould not now, in any fort, ſo conclude himſelf, as not to leave 
all open and free to what his Majeſty's Wiſdom ſhall judge fit and equal.

Then if I do not manifeſt the Truth to 
be as is ſet forth in my Anſwer, I deſerve Blame. 

The Violence and Aſſurance of Sir Frederick in his own particular Appetites are 
on this Side underſtood for ſuch as ſhew their Earneſtneſs and Metal equally, be the 
Cauſe good or bad.

and I, did no more than as we were commanded, however the Weight of the Di. 
pleaſure light upon me. And therefore Charity in you it is, to be ſenſible of the con- 
tinual Reproaches caſt upon me, only for that juſtly and uprightly I ſerve to my Maſ. 
ter's Honour and Profit, rather than private Ends and Intereſts. 
It is writ me indeed, the Earl of Holland is to be examined, for which I give his 
Majefty and their Lordſhips moſt bounden Thanks; but there hath been that Care 
taken in the Frame of the Interrogatories, as they ſhould be ſure to do me no Good, 
nor fetch any thing from his Lordſhip he likes not to mention, howbeit the Perſon 
that hath lent ſuch a Hand to the publiſhing of that infamous Scandal of my killing 
E/mond, and the Authors of it, as might, perchance, if fully diſcovered, adminiſter 
Matter enough to make even his Lordſhip a Defendant in the Cauſe. 

Only I confeſs my Dullneſs to comprehend, how it trenches upon the Oath of a 


Counſellor, for the Earl of Holland to ſet forth 'a moſt abominable Untruth publiſhed 


by Sir Piers Croſby, wherein Sir Pzers and myſelf, as private Men, are only concern- 
ed; and that it is grievous unto. me, that I ſhould not be held worthy, as much Re- 
ſpe& in the modeſt Way of my juſt Defence againſt the infamous Calumnies ſtirred 


againſt me by that Gentleman, which, as I underſtand, even in the Court of Star- 


Chamber, and in, or fince Michaelmas Term laſt, was afforded the Biſhop of Lincoln 
againſt the King himſelf, in the Perſon of Mr. Secretary Coke, who was there exa- 
mined, without any ſuch mincing of Interrogatories thought upon, or Care to the 
Privileges of a Counſellor expreſſed. 

I like well Counſellors ſhould conceal ſuch Truths as are told them for his Majeſty's 
Service; but when they are abuſed with the contrary, this ſeems to me too much Ten- 
derneſs towards ſucli Impoſtures, and more I profeſs than ever I ſhall make Conſci- 
ence of, eſteeming it my Duty in all Conditions rather to witneſs towards 'Truth, than 


to conceal or cloak it in ſuch a Caſe. 


There are queſtionleſs Endeavours in ſome to make uſe of my long Abſence to my 
Prejudice; but how much this or any thing elſe can concern me in my own Particular, 


Jam moſt willing to reſolve upon my Stay here, or in any other Place his Majeſty 


ſhall appoint, as beſt pleaſed whatever become of myſelf, to be there, where J either 


may, or is conceived I may be, of moſt Uſe to his Majeſty's Service, 

That his Majeſty is pleaſed ſo well to accept of the Vice-Prefident to be Deputy- 
Lieutenant-General, and thereby preſerve me from the Blemiſh ſome thought to caſt 
upon me thorough him, however maſked under the ſpecious Pretence of the King's 
Service, comforts me very much ; and I am confident the Gentleman will acquit him- 
ſelf in ſuch a Manner as ſhall verify the Opinion I have of him, I now ſend a Com- 
miſſion enabling him to execute that Charge, and humbly deſire by your Means it may 
be accompanied with his Majeſty's Pleaſure ſignified to have him acknowledged and 
obeyed: accordingly, Be you pleaſed but to deliver it to Mr. Raylton, and he will 
ſend both down to the Vice-Preſident by Pot. 

Like moſt humble Thanks are to be given, that his Majeſty graciouſly vouchſafeth 
that the Vice-Preſident and that Council may remain in the Manor at York; and there, 
as formerly, have their Meetings for his Majeſty's Service, and other Accommodations; 
indeed the contrary would have been with much Inconvenience and ſome Diminution

And that there- 
fore his Lordſhip might do well to repreſent the State of that Buſineſs rightly to that 
King, that the two fugitive Lords had neither Credit nor Eſtimation here, and that no 
Supplies were hence to be expected, unleſs we have his Majeſty's Directions for it, and 
that his Majeſty alſo derive the intire Obligation and Thanks thereof to himſelf. 

Now that I underſtand they are to raiſe new Companies amongſt us, I ſhall fo 


watch them, I truſt, as either to force the King of Spain to ſeek to his Majeſty for the 


Favour, or put them beſides their Expectation. And in caſe they ſue to his Majeſty,

pleaſed than without any Reply readily to fulfill his Majeſty's Commands: For which 


nevertheleſs I muſt chiefly blame my Negligence, that have not hitherto ſent you hence 


a Copy of his Majeſty's Orders ſettled at my firſt coming to this Government, which 
hereby now I do, beſeeching you upon all Occaſions humbly to mind his Majeſty of 
them, and to admit me from this Particular to ſay thus much in the general, That 
| beſides the Quiet they will procure us all, thoſe Orders ſort ſo well with the Conſtitu- 

tion of this State, that moſt neceſſary it is they be obſerved, otherwiſe aſſuredly theſe 
Affairs will ſaddenly fall backward further than they are now advanced. And ſo this 
Confideration I truſt will be a Means that fewer Letters in Breach of thoſe Orders ſhall 

roceed from thence than of late hath been done, his Majeſty's Affairs go on in a conſtant 
ſteady Courſe, without Diſtraction, and my Stay of ſuch Letters be avoided, which have 

rocured me extreme much IIIl-will from the Parties intereſted in ſuch a Manner as I 
ſee for me, Omnia ſecundum litem fieri. Indeed it is overhard I ſhould be put to give 
all the Negatives ſingle and alone. I ſhall willingly take my Share, but too much is 


too much. 
Now to give you an Account of this Particular, which I dare not give way to, Rege 


inconſulto, before my Objections heard againſt it. 
The Offence this Gentleman was convinced of was a moiſt abominable and malici- 


ous * to raviſh Sir Arthur Blundell of his Eſtate, Life and good Name, aggra- 
th this Circumſtance, that Mr. Smith then ſerved as Lieutenant, where Sir 


vated wi 
Arthur Blundell commanded him as his Captain; the Proof pregnant; and if it 


ſhould after all this paſs with Impunity, the Sentences of that Court would become 


Bruta Fulmina, nor ſhould I know the Innocency, that were with Reaſon to promiſe 
itſelf Security. The Fine, being long ſince reduced to a moderate Sum and eſtreated, 


cannot without much Trouble be now returned, Beſides, that Court makes Part of 
the Eſtimate in the Eſtabliſhment, not to be transferred to any other Hand without 


Breach of the Eſtabliſhment, and now become a conſiderable Part of the caſual Reve- 
nue, like to improve daily, which will quickly be brought, as formerly, to little or no- 


thing, in caſe any be admitted to make Suits for thoſe Fines. 

Such Favour granted to Delinquents is commonly ſcandalous to publick Juſtice, 
Diſcouragements to the Judges that gave the Sentence, and the Court itſelf thereby be- 
comes deſpiſed, which, as it is now, may be well looked upon as one great Weapon 
in the Hand of the King, whereby to contain this People within Bounds of Sobriety 
and Duty. 

| Laſtly, this Letter requires me to paſs Mr. Smith's Pardon of any other Thing de- 
creed by the ſame Sentence againſt him, which how it may be inlarged to take away 
even the Damages and Coſts given to Sir Arthur Blundell, I know not; and that, in 
truth I humbly conceive, Sir Arthur not firſt conſenting, cannot be done without ap- 
parent Injuſtice. 

In Sum, as I ſhould never have adviſed, rebus fic ſtantibus, to hearken unto a Suit 
thus conditioned in any Man's Caſe, ſo now I truſt to be pardoned the ſtaying of it till 
I have his Majeſty's ſecond Pleaſure ſignified therein, which I wiſh may be to let the 
Buſineſs reſt when it is well, for all, ſaving the remitting unto Mr. Smith his Bonds of 
good Behaviour, which, I conceive, if ſo it pleaſe his Majeſty, may be granted the Gen- 
tleman without any publick Inconvenience. 

In Concluſion, I do moſt humbly beſeech his Majeſty might be pleaſed to command 
that excellent Proviſion ſettled by his own Orders might be ſtrictly obſerved on all 
Sides, that no Suits be abſolutely granted there, till the Deputy and Miniſters here be 
commanded humbly to certify what they ſhall in their Judgments find fit to be under- 
ſtood there for his Majeſty's Service. 

By this Means, if the Suit be not fit, his Majeſty being thereof advertiſed, may put 
the Negative off himſelf upon us, which in thoſe Caſes are moſt willing to take it 
unto ourſelves; if it may be fully granted, we ſhall be ſure, ſo certified, ſo to remit 
it to his Majeſty, as he may intirely derive the Grace and Thanks of his own Bounty 
and Goodneſs on himſelf, and we here freed from all ſeeming Diſobedience or queſti- 
oning his Majeſty's Will. Acknowledging myſelf ſo much delighted to do every thing, 
when and as the King appoints me, that in truth I never ſtop the preſent Execution of 
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D. 1638, What his Letters require, but with; Offence to that perfect Attention and Obedience I

equal Things, which might perſuade for me; yet feel many Hands injuriouſly tearing 
from me not only the Rights of my Place, my innocent and peaceable Converſation, 
the Candour of my good Repute amongſt Men (all this under the Sun and with Im- 
punity) but even the Capacity alſo of ſerving here with that Advantage to the Crown 
Jotherwiſe might.

Should thoſe great Offices incident to the Difpoſal of 'a Lord Keeper, a Lord Trea-

Above all, I am aſtoniſhed with his Lordſhip's Purpoſe of putting theſe Men under 
the Command of Colonel Neale, underſtood to be in his Heart and Affections a Tray- 
tor, bred no other, Egg and Bird as they ſay.

As for borrowing the Sum his Majeſty deſireth, I ſhould, I proteſt by the Almighty, 
pawn all my Eſtate to the uttermoſt Farthing to effect it; but that which is Truth 
will be heard; I do not believe that to fave my Life I were able to borrow five thou- 
ſand Pounds amongſt all the Merchants of this Town; generally all People here turn 
their Stock in a Courſe of Trading, the Number of moneyed Men extream few, and 
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Navy, admit we had a hundred thouſand Pounds ready, yet under favour were it not 
in Reaſon of State to be fetched hence; to exchange it over is impoſſible, would not 
be done in five Vears hardly; and to be carried over in Specie, it Would utterly ſweep 
and undo this People, infallibly cauſe a Stand of Trade, and conſequently in a very 
ſhort Time loſe the King more in his Cuſtoms than this Money comes to. So as there 
is no Thought of fetching any Moneys forth of this Kingdom at any Time but by 
Exchange, and that by fmall Parcels, But the Means indeed of borrowing Money 
are nearer you, to wit, in London, where it can be no great Matter I ſhould think 
to take up the Sum you mention. And in that Way if my Credit may be of any

as well in that Regard, as upon the Petition of the Plaintiff, Sir John Grford, Knt. 
for the Benefit of our Juſtice to be afforded him, it is Our Will and Pleaſure, that 
upon Receipt hereof you call the aid Chancellor before you, and make known to him 
how ſenſible We are of that his Miſcarriage, and thereupon commit him cloſe Priſo- 
ner, yet ſo, as that his Counſel and others whoſe Aſſiſtance may be uſeful to him in 
making his Defence, may have free Liberty to reſort unto him, as there ſhall be Oc-

The Lord Deputy to the Harl of Argyle. 


My very good Lord, 

PON two former Letters which your Lordſhip was pleaſed to favour me with, I 

took the Occaſion to lament the great and unheard-of Diſtempers of ſome of 
that Nation, with you (by your good Leave my Lord I ſay it) as a Perſon of great 
Wiſdom and Moderation, a Privy Counſellor of that Kingdom, the Chief of an il- 
luſtrious and ancient Family, and to whoſe Particular (as I had been informed) his 
Majeſty hath contributed and applied many extraordinary and gracious Benefits. 

Theſe Conſiderations moved me then to lament thoſe unchriſtian Aſſumptions a- 

gainſt Monarchy and God's Anointed, thus thorough our own Practice laying the Stain 
of the odious Doctrines of the Jeſuits themſelves upon the Reformed Churches, and 
to mention them to your Lordſhip as unto a Nobleman of equal and unintereſted 
Affections; but now we hear your Lordſhip is become a Covenanter, a Party yourſelf, 
and conſequently no competent Judge, for which in very deed I am right heattily 
ſorry. 
Beſides, ſince my laſt Letter his Majeſty hath by his Royal Proclamation declared 
to the whole World his own moſt excellent Judgment of the Fact, in Reaſon fo 
ſtrong and evident, as might convince in a private Man's Caſe. And for my part I 
do ſo deeply reverence my Maſter's approved Wiſdom, as I ſhould condemn it in my- 
ſelf for a high Preſumption to diſcourſe any further a Queſtion refolved by Royal 
Sentence and Authority. Thus we have been taught, and thus we practiſe, ſo as for 
the Time to come I ſhall perfectly obey as you are pleaſed to wiſh I ſhould, to wit, 
meddle little, nay, in truth, not at all, with a Point thus cleared, ſo as neither the 
Diſobedience nor yet the Thought of it by the Grace of God ſhall ever enter further 
into my Heart, but quieted in myſelf, intirely and attentively execute as his Majeſty 
ſhall ordain for me. 

I humbly thank your Lordſhip for the Books you ſent me, ſome whereof I had not 
ſeen before, particularly the Acts of your Aſſembly, yet am not well reſolved whether 
I may.read them, leſt I be deemed too great a Medler in other Men's Buſineſs : How- 
ever I truſt it will. not be offenſively taken to ſend your Lordſhip here incloſed his 
Majeſty's moſt gracious Proclamation, one for all, inſtar omnium indeed; neither to my 
— — is it ingrate, for Glaucus his Exchange you will find it, our Gold for your

Finally, my Prayer and Truſt is, that God ſhall of his Grace give us a right Under- 


ſtanding, to pay thoſe Duties to thoſe Gods on Earth he hath commanded, and which,

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AFTER my laſt Letters to you were cloſed, yet before the Meſſenger was on Ship- 
board, a Servant of mine brought me Word my Lord of Antrim was without to 
ſpeak with me. * 47 

Upon Diſcourſe I found this ſudden coming was occaſioned by his Majeſty's Letter, 
whereof by your Favour I had the Duplicate, and hereby give you the beſt Ac. 
count I can of the broken Diſcourſe which paſſed betwixt us, wherein you will find 
many Incertainties, ſmall Hopes, and to my poor Judgment ſome various Readings 
and Impoſſibilities. roſy 

His Lordſhip mentioned certain Propoſitions by his Lordſhip made, and Directions 
and Authority by his Majeſty given at his laſt being in England, concerning his Lord- 
ſhip's going upon the Iſles of Scotland; that in Conformity thereunto he had quietly ex- 
pected the Signification of his Majeſty" Pleaſure, nor ſtirred at all till the Receipt of 
my Letter, complained of the Suddenneſs and Shortneſs of the Warning, but told me 
that inſtantly upon the Receipt of his Majeſty's Letter he had ſent to the O Neale, 
O Haras, the O Lurgans (if I miſtake not that Name) the Mac Genniſess, the Mac 
Guyres, the Mac Mahons, the Mac Donnels (as many Oe's and Macs as would 
ſtartle a whole Council-Board on this Side to hear of) and all his other Friends, re- 
quiring them in his Majeſty's Name to meet him with their Forces, ſo as this Buſineſs 
is now become no Secret, but the common Diſcourſe both of his Lordſhip and the 
whole Kingdom. heed: oy | 
That he had bought Boards and given Order for making of long Boats for the 
Tranſportation of his Men, and was now come to aſk my Advice and Counſel. 

In Anſwer I aſſured him of all the Aſſiſtance I might give in the Execution, but at 
all to adviſe, being a mere Stranger to his Deſign, wholly ignorant of the State of that 
Country and People, were a great Vanity (in plain Terms) to abuſe him and myſelf. 

With this his Lordſhip moved, faid, it had been written over into England, that he 
was not able to perform his Engagements with his Majeſty; that if his Majeſty ap- 

ointed it ſo, he would raiſe and ſerve him with twenty thouſand Men; ſeemed to 
take it in ill Part at thoſe who had ſo informed, and as I thought did tacitly give to 
underſtand he meant me. | ; | 

This was followed with plentiful Expreſſions of Zeal to his Majeſty's Service, of 
his Willingneſs and Ability to fulfil all undertaken by him, But in caſe I did not ad- 
viſe and counſel him what to do, he would give the Action over, and thank me for 
thus freeing his Lordſhip of the Buſineſs, proteſting to acquaint me with all he knew 
of the Defign. > 

Thorough this I diſcovered the Mark whereunto all this tended, but not finding fo 
much Charity in myſelf as to take the Thorn out of his Foot to thruſt it into my 
own, I beſought his Lordſhip, if his Preparations were not ſo forward, as in order to 
his Engagements on that Side they ought to have been, or if he found more Difficulty 
attending ſuch an Action, than at firſt his Lordſhip had foreſeen, not now to think to 
put the Failure upon mine Account; that to give me ſuch a Requital, for my Readi- 
neſs to ſerve him, were not friendly, However, I ſhould be able to ſet the Saddle on 
the right Place, and preſerve myſelf well enough from ſuch an Aſperſion, where no- 
thing was to be objected, but my juſt Deſire to be excuſed from giving Counſel in a 
Matter which I did not at all underſtand. 

As for umparting unto me his Deſign, it was not my Cuſtom to covet any Man's 
Secrets, but I held it high Preſumption for me ſo much as to enquire after thoſe of his 
Majeſty's, nor were it at all to the Purpoſe for his Lordſhip to acquaint me .

Nevertheleſs his Lordſhip made me a long Diſcourſe of the Ifles of Scotland, of 
the Earl of Argyle, of his own Pretences to great Inheritances there, of his intended 
Landing, Fighting and Conquering, but ſaid he could not make War alone, and ſaw 
I did not like of the Buſineſs, and therefore he ſhould not think of it any further, 
proteſting he would not go on ſo much as with making the Boats. 

I reply'd, if he had undertaken to make a War alone, it were no Fault of mine; 
that my Truſt was, no equal Perſon would conceive me to diſlike a Thing, whereon I 
gave no Judgment, nay in truth where I neither liked nor diſliked at all; that if he 
thought of it no more, he muſt anſwer it himſelf to the King, and that he could not 
do leſs in Honour than make his own Preparations for his Tranſportation; | 

Thereupon he expreſſed how divers of his beſt Friends in England had diſſuaded him 
from the Undertaking, that nevertheleſs his Lordſhip before well aware had been led 
on by ſome others, little thinking the Scots would have ever gone to this Extremity 
nay, who would have thought it (faith his Lordſhip)? That he would do his Part to the 
uttermoſt, but under eight thouſand Foot and three hundred Horſe, whereof one hun- 
dred for the Guard of his own Perſon, he would not ſet a Foot on the Ifles. | 

I told him that was a great many, and the providing them would be well worth 
his Lordſhip's Care, therefore did defire him to expreſs in Writing, what he expected 
on the King's Part to be done, and by ſome Meflenger of his own, or by me (which 
he pleaſed) ro ſeek his Majeſty's further Pleaſure therein. BER 

Whereupon his Lordſhip undertook preſently to put it in Writing, ſaying, he had no 
more to aſk but a Commiſſion under the Great Seal, to levy the Men, fix thouſand 
Arms, Allowance to cut Wood out of the King's Woods for making the Boats, and 
then if he did not, forthwith, all the reſt according his Offer to his Viajeſty, nay were it 
to go into the Iſles with twenty thouſand Men, if his Majeſty ſo directed, he would be 
content to be told in England, he had ſaid more than he was able to perform. 

In good faith I was amazed to fee a noble Gentleman, tranſported out of Zeal (ſure) 
to the Service, ſo much to miſcount himſelf, which gave me the Curiolity firſt to be in- 
formed, if I might, of the Poſſibility of ſuch a vaſt Aſſumption, which I am per- 
ſuaded all the Nobility of England were not able to comply with two Years together : 
Beſides, the Arms provided for the Defence of this Kingdom being not yet arrived, 
and myſelf utterly reſolved not to give way to the drawing ſo great a Body of 1ri/h to- 
gether, under the Command of thoſe Septs that now only remain of the Vier Rebels, 
without full and clear Warrant from his Majeſty, it was neceſſary to gain Time rather 
than to diſcover we were not able to furnith the fix thouſand Arms ſo ſuddenly, or my 
ſelf in flat Terms deny the Levy, and ſo furniſh a Shift off, and turn the failing on 
the King's Part; two principal Motives indeed, which cauſed me from the Beginning 
to propound this Way of putting the Propoſitions into Writing, and tranſmitting them 
over for a final and full Direction thereon, | | 

Hence it was that at our next Meeting I told his Lordſhip, howbeit I ſhould crave 
to be excuſed from giving any Opinion in this Caſe, or to be fo inſolent, as to take 
upon me to lead him by my Counſel, not knowing any thing at all of the Matter, yet 
conſidering not only his Reputation, but the Weight of his Majeſty's Counſels, the 
Lives of his Subjects, and Good of his Affairs, might be all deeply concerned in this 
Action, I ſhall be bold to offer a few Thoughts of my own, which might at after 
(as ſhould ſeem beſt to himſelf) by his Wiſdom be diſpoſed and maſtered for his own 
Honour, and Advantage of his Majeſty's Service. __ 

I defired to know, what Proviſion of Victual his Lordſhip had thought of, which for 
ſo great a Number of Men would require a great Sum of Money! 

His Lordſhip ſaid, he had not made any at all, in regard he conceived they ſhould 
find ſufficient in the Enemy's Country to ſuſtain them, only his Lordſhip propoſed 
to tranſport over with him ten thouſand live Cows to furniſh them with Milk, which 
he affirmed had been his Grandfather (Tyrone's) Play, | 

[ told his Lordſhip, that ſeemed to me a great Adventure he put himſelf and Friends 
upon: For, in caſe (as was moſt likely) the Earl of Age ſhould draw all the Cattle 
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and Corn into Places of Strength, lay the Remainder waſte,” how would he in ſo bare 
a.Country feed either his Men, his Horfes, or his Cows ? And then I beſought him to 
foreſee what a Miſery and Diſhonour it would be for him to engage his Friends, where 
they were not to fight, but ſtarve. bet a Hap; 2 5, Fs. 
To that his Lordſhip replied, they would do welt enough, feed their Horſes with 
Leaves of Trees, and themſelves with Shamrocks. gy OPS 
To this I craved Leave to inform his Lordſhip, I had heard there were no Trees in 
the Ifles; but if Trees, as yet no Leaves, ſo no ſuch preſſing Haſte to tranſport his 
Army, for that the Seaſon of the Year would give him yet one or two Months Time 
of Conſideration in that refpect. ies | 
We went on in the Diſcourſe, it was told him, his Lordſhip had but fatisfied the Pro- 
poſition in Part, I did therefore crave to know what Proviſion of Victual his Lordſhip 
had given Order for during the Time of theſe eight thouſand Foot and three hundred 
Horſe their Abode on this Side? Since that, in all probability, leſs than two Months 
will not be ſpent in teaching his Soldiers the Uſe of their Arms, in Shipping his 
Men, his Ammunition, his Horſes, his ten thouſand live Cows, and other their Bag- 
gage; they were the whilſt in a Friend's Country, all true and loyal Subjects to his 
Majeſty, thoſe he might not plunder in any wiſe: Then if he had not Victual to ſatiſ 
fy their hungry Bellies, how were it poſſible to contain them either from Mutiny or 


Diſbanding? Again, in caſe the Wind ſhould not ſerve, but that two or three Months 


more run up, before the Arms or the Shipping conld be brought about to tranſport him, 
or ſay by Miſaccident they ſhould be caſt away, what Means had his Lordſhip in 
Store to paſs that Time, until he were ſupplied of thoſe Neceffaries? 

To this was anſwered, his Lordſhip had not conſidered of that; nevertheleſs I hum- 
bly adviſed his Lordſhip ſhould not altogether lay it forth of Mind, and to caſt up 
what Victual at Sixpence a Day for eight thouſand Foot, and at one Shilling and Six- 
pence for three hundred Horſe, might come to for two or three Months, and provide 
accordingly. F 

Next I craved to know, when the Men were brought together, what Officers he had 
choſen to exerciſe, inſtru and lead them? | 

His Anſwer was, not any, only he purpoſed to have defired me to furniſh him with 
a hundred Serjeants of this Army to drill them: I told his Lordſhip there were but four- 
ſcore in all, and thoſe not Perſons capable to be truſted with fo great a Charge, as the 
making and leading ſuch an Army; ſo as I held it a Thought not unworthy of his 
Lordſhip to caſt to furniſh himſelf with fit and experienced Commanders for ſuch a 
Purpoſe, as alſo what to allow, and how to pay their Entertainments, conſidering 
that the Demands of Men ſo qualified were often found to be very great. His Lord- 
ſhip ſaid, he did not intend to make a formal War of it, ſo the leſs Need of ſuch 


Perſons ; befides, that all thoſe Iſlanders did ſo adore him, (his very Word) that he, 


once landed, he was well affured, all would fight for him, none againſt him, and that 


rather than not, he would go upon the Ifles with three hundred, with that Number 
do more than another ſhould do with twenty thouſand, I told him, if that were fo, 
it was a very ſure Buſineſs, nor would there be need of any theſe great and troubleſome 
Preparations; but my Doubt was, the Earl of Argyle would not ſo eaſily quit his 
Poſſeſſion. My Lord of Antrim acknowledged that Earl indeed had prepared two and 
twenty long Boats for the Defence of the Country, ſtopped up in a manner all the 
Avenues, and raiſed a Fort lately upon a Neck of Ground, mounted fourteen Pieces 
of Cannon, it ſeems, with great Advantage to ſave the Country, whether the Earl of 
Antrim ſhould make his Approaches lower or higher up into the .Land. Only his Lord- 
ſhip faid thoſe People hated the Earl of Argyle, and that his Lordfhip had not in all thoſe 
Hes above two hundred Pounds of his own Inheritance. Which raiſeth a new Doubt 
with me at leaſt: For the Earl of Argyle we know indeed, but thoſe other Proprietors 
whether Covenanters or no, is a hn {zquet here, and I am confident it is his Majeſty's 


| Purpoſe not to have this Earl trouble himſelf with (Sen an thoſe, that for ought | 


know may be good Subjects already, though perchance they ſhould poſſeſs thoſe Lands, 
this Lord pretends to have been belonging his Anceſtors (methought he ſaid) theſe 
thirteen hundred Years. | 

I made bold alſo to queſtion what Proportion of Powder, Bullet and Match, what 
Ordnance, with all Sorts of Ammunition, and other neceſſary Implements, what Shovels, 
Mattocks, Spades, &c. his Lordſhip had either provided or expected? In all theſe his 


Lordſhip ſaid he muſt refer himſelf to me : wherein J beſought his Excuſe, as 2 7 
| | | | ; or 


"for me to do, that knew nothing 
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his Tntendments might be of fighting Battles, aſſaulting Places, raifing of Forts, put- 
ting in Garrifons, Men and Victuals, with a Number of ſuch like Conſiderations, 
which not underſtood, the moſt exact General of the World could not be able to give 


any certain Judgment, therefore none could ſettle upon any thing of this Kind but 
Himſelf, to whom all theſe Particulars were clear and manifeſt, 


I deſired to be informed, whether he had thought of any Place of Landing, of poſ- 
ſeſſing of ſome Ground of Advantage, intrenching and fortifying himſelf fo, as might at 
the worſt ſecure his Retreat? Whether his Lordſhip had conſulted with any to that 
Purpoſe ? what Intelligence he held with thoſe of his Party? For theſe, he had not 
thought of any Landing-place in particular, as a Thing indifferent, on which of the 
Iſtes he landed, whereof he faith there are fourſcore ; nor were Retreats to be thought 
on when Men are going on; and as for Intelligence, the Earl of Argyle had fo ſtop- 
ped all Paſfages, that little or none of that Kind he could procure. 

Laſtly, I ſhowed him how neceſſary it was for us both to diſcourſe of theſe Things, 
and beſought him he would ſet down his Propoſitions in Writing as ſoon as might be, 
whereunto I would undertake to return him a ſpeedy and clear Anſwer. Being gone 
forth, he told Sir George Radcliffe, at firſt he had not been ſatisfied with the Manner 
of my Treaty with him, but now found I was his Friend, and had ſhewn, that his 
Lordſhip had not ſo well foreſeen, and provided all, ſuch a weighty Buſineſs did require, 
expreſſing covertly, he could be glad to be ſhut of the Undertaking itſelf, as above his 
Fortune to go thorough withal. 

Some two Days after his Lordſhip delivered unto me his Propoſitions, a Duplicate 
whereof you have here incloſed; ſo as now I do expect to be inſtructed what Anſwer 
I ſhall give, and Warrant for ſo much as is for me to he done therein, 

Only I obſerve fome Particulars which you will find in thoſe Propoſitions. 

His Lordſhip now reduceth in the firſt Article his Number to four thouſand eight 
hundred Foot, and two hundred Horſe, demands in the ſixteenth Article a Loan of 
twenty thouſand Pounds for their three Months Pay ; whereas allowing for the Foot 
Sixpence, and for a Horſeman eighteen Pence a Day, it comes but to twelve thouſand 
one hundred and fifty Pounds, which Overplus of ſeven thouſand eight hundred 


and fifty Pounds, will largely ferve to build his long Boats, pay the Officers, tranſ- 


his Men, &c. Thus in preſent his Majeſty is at the whole Charge; and after 
the three Months his Lordſhip in the ſeventeenth Article clearly and ingenuouſly ex- 
preſſeth his Meaning to be, that his Majeſty ſhould defray all. For my own Part I 
know as little where this twenty thouſand Pounds will be ſpared (for the Revenue 
here is not able to do it) as when his Lordſhip will find that reaſonable Time he 
mentions for Repayment thereof, eſpecially conſidering what I tacitely writ of the 
mighty Engagements which lye and preſs upon his Eſtate, more in good faith J believe 
than all his Lands, were they preſently to be fold, would ſatisfy. 

In the ninth Article, his Lordſhip aſks at once twelve Field-pieces, with all be- 
longing them, howbeit he knows not what Employment there will be for them, and 
we ſhall have ten of that Sort when they are come, which we expect not till towards 
Whitſuntide. | 

The tenth Article requires five hundred long Bows, with twenty four Arrows and 
four Strings to every Bow; doubles the Proverb, which gives you know but two Strings 
to a Bow, and well too, But the plain earneſt is, that Bows, Arrows or Strings, there 
are not any 1n theſe Stores. 

The eleventh Article is for Wood for his Boats, which howbeit I had not Power 
to give Warrant to cut down any in the King's Woods, yet I got my Lord of Derry 
to give his Lordihip the Liberty to take as much as he had Uſe of in his Woods, 
which are in all reſpects as convenient for him, ſo that therein his Lordſhip is accom- 
modated to his Contentment, howbeit methinks they ſhould prove ſtrange Boats that 
are to be made of green and unſeaſoned Wood. 

The fourteenth Article propoſeth an Impoſſibility, for two Ships and two Pinnaces 
it requires, where we have only the Swallow, Whelp and Pinnace. Beftdes, theſe three 
cannot be brought all ſo ſoon to the Place he appoints, yet without them (I had al- 
moſt faid nor with them neither) no Service.

They ſhewed me his Lord- 
ſhip's Letter, wherein he deſired that at my coming into M hitehaven I ſhould ſtay on 
Ship-board, until his Lordſhip had Notice of our! Arrival. It heing no Haven to lye 


| on Ship-board, I had, before their coming to me, and according to your Honour's In- 


ſtructions, drawn my Men on Shore, and put them into Battaſia, and read the Arti- 
cles unto them. This being ended, they came and viewed the Troops with much 


Admiration, ſaying, it were well to wiſh, they had many more ſuch, which I am a- 


fraid they have not. The Deputy- Lieutenant did uſe his Authority to lodge our Men, 
but God knows, but meanly, the moſt Part had ſcarce Straw to lye on: The Place be- 
ing poor, two Companies were fain to go two Miles from me, which was ſore againſt 
my Will. They had the Lift by them of the Carriages, but here was not one to be 
had, neither is the Country paſſable by Carriages until we come to Workinton; to 
which Place I was fain to ſend all the Carriage and Munition by Water the ſame Day: 
and what Proviſion we ſhall find there, is not yet known unto me, but ſure I am the 
Country is not well verſed in theſe Ways as yet. A great Fear there is amongſt them, 
and as yet no Troops put into Carlile, the Mayor and Corporation being much afraid 
of the Scots Surpriſal of them, as by a Letter from the Mayor to my Lord Clifford 
is given him to underſtand, which Letter I aw. There have been Reſolutions taken 
to ſend in a Garriſon, and they have been upon the Way, but countermanded 
again, and as it ſeems ſtaid our coming, and I preſume we ſhall now be employed 
thither, when my Lord Clifford comes; whom we hourly expect for our further Di- 
rections, being ready in Arms, at this very. Time, to march, having no other Car- 
riage by me but the Cheſt with Money, and how to contrive the Carriage of that a- 
Jone by Land, troubles all the beſt Wits that are here; and part with it I will not, nor 
ſhall it go but with me. By this, my moſt honourable Lord, you may gueſs in what 
Readineſs they are here for his Majeſty's Service. They demanded of me, whether 
there came not ſome Ordnance along with me, for they did expect ſome ; I told them 
T knew of none; then they remembred they were to come from the Weſt of England; 
which are to be put into the Caſtle of Carlile; whereas yet there is not one Piece in 
Town nor Caſtle. What I ſhall gain Knowledge of hereafter I ſhall give your Ho- 
nour Account of, and as Duty binds me, ever pray for your Honour's Health and 
Safety, which God grant.

Upon Tuęſday laſt was Sev'night, my Lord of Eſſex being newly come to Newcaflle, 
a Reſolution was taken by his Lordſhip and Sir Jacob Aſbley to go on inſtantly with 
a Deſign upon Berwick, adviſing me likewiſe to undertake the ſame for Carlile; which 
I would not decline, having obtained a Commiſſion from my Lord of Eſex as Lieu- 
tenant-General to ſettle the Forces your Lordſhip ſent under the Command of Sit 
Francis Willoughby, with full Power to place whom I ſhould hold fit for the Com- 
mand of that Town, and likewiſe to put in all the Ordnance that ſhould come by 
Sir Nicolas Slaney into the Caſtle and Town. | 

Coming thorough Weſtmorland from Newcaſtle, I ſent a Poſt away a Night before 
me to Sir Philip Muſgrave, who upon one Night's Warning had brought me an hun- 
dred Men to Appleby, and the next Morning an hundred more out of the Barony of 
Kendal. Theſe two hundred Men I ſent away ſilently, and by an unuſual Way to- 
wards Carlile, on Monday Night, and the next Day put them into Carlile. And as 
ſoon as I heard of the Landing of Sir Francis Willoughby, J had all his Carriages in 
ſuch Readineſs, as he upon the Sight of my Commiſſion haſtened thither in good Or- 
der on Thurſday laſt, where I met him, and have given him the Command of the 
Town, and ſecondarily of the Caſtle, in my Abſence, ſince the Commands are diſtinct. 
Your Lordſhip cannot imagine with what Joy they are received there, where they are 
all as well billeted and contented as thoſe that have received them.

T x A T yery Morning that your Locd(hip's Letters of the ao of March, together 
with the other Pieces concerning the Farl of Antrim came to my Hands, his 
Majeſty was upon his Departure toward; the North, whither I, was fain to tranſmit 
them, which hath tetarded my r long. At the ſame, time I received a Let- 
tet, from the en with Duplicates of thoſe, Propoſitions, and of ſuch other 
Papers as had been vouchſafed me by your Lordſhip, which I likewiſe {ent to his Ma- 
jeſt7; who, in his Anſwer to me ſeemed extreamly well pleaſed with the Dialogue in 
our Lordſhip's, Diſpateh between your Lordſhip and that great Commander; by 
hich the Vanity of his weſt U dertaking, and the Impoſſibility of his performing any 
thing of Conkideration, were handfomely diſcovered even to himſelf, and not uncen- 
ſured, if he be capable to pereeive it. Your Lordihip's Reaſons againſt the Work it. 
ſelf in the Way he prqpoſed it, and the dangerous Conſequences it muſt neceſſarily 
e Ve ta and unanſwerable, and his Majeſty approves them for ſuch; 
everthelefs his Majeſty will not have the Earl diſcauraged, but rather heartned as 
much as may be, and likes your Lordihip's Advice in the End of your Diſpatch very 
well, that the ul 1 reſt till the next Spring; and in the mean time fo carried, 
as, neither the Eatl be diſcouraged, nor ſet at Liberty from his Undertaking, but that 
ſuch Uſe may be;made of him, as may be for the Advantage of his Majeſty's Service. 
To which Purpoſe L have by his Majeſty's Command written to his Lordſhip, and do 
herewith ſend your Lordſhip a Duplicate of my Letter, wherein I have likewiſe ac- 
quainted him with his Majeſty's Propoſition to you of a Deſign, which your Lordſhip 
ſhould make Shew to. have. upon the Earl of Argyies Country (as by my Letters of 
23 of March L. did by his Majeſty's Command ſignify to your Lordſhip) in which his 
Lorch may be of Uſe, and is required by my Letter to give Aſſiſtance as your Lord- 
ſhip Wal direct. This his Majeſty judges will keep him in Heart, and make it appear 
175 him, that he is not utterly rejected. I doubt not but your Lordſhip is exactly in- 
ormed of the State of his Majeſty's Affairs in the North Parts of England, for in 
Scotland they cannot be worſe; and ſeeing they are fo, I pray God they may mend. But 
if your Lordſhip's Advice Had been taken ſoon enough of ſecuring Berwick, Carlile, 
and the Borders, the Buſineſs in Scotland could not have fallen tis low, but his Ma- 
jeſty might have had his Arms more free to keep his Party there alive, if ever he had 
any true and ſure to him. Now they have all been forced not only to put their Necks 
under the Lake of the Covenant, but are become armed with our Weapons and Mu- 
nition to do us Miſchief, which is a ſingular Trick of Truſt, and memorable Service 
to his Majeſty. I am vety glad your Lordſhip's Troops came ſo ſeaſonably, which 
ive a great Reputation and Security to his Majeſty's Affairs in the midſt of many 
Diſaſters. The French Ambaſiador here had an Intention to have been refident with 
his Wife and Family near the Army, and ta that End was removing from hence to- 
wards the North, . pretending. Orders for that Purpoſe from his Maſter, Indeed it had 
been Ny. fir, that the Covenanters, who want Intelligence both at Home and Abroad, 
ſhould, in this Diſtreſs of their Affairs, have had ſuch a Friend near them to have held 
Intelligence with, them; and that his Majeſty, who is not yet ſufficiently betrayed, 
ſhauld have been affiſted by ſuch good Offices as this Spy pretended to be ready to 
do him.

which alone, with thoſe two Towns at the Backs of the Rebels, will ſecure us from 
an Invaſion this Year; and to ſet a Reſolution to ſpend this Summer in diſciplining 
your Men, accuſtoming both Officer and Soldier to underſtand and do their ſeveral 
Duties, and not in any wiſe to hazard a Battle for the preſent, which by God's Bleſſing 
may infallibly be avoided by ſtrongly and commodiouſly intrenching your Army in 
ſome Place of Advantage, ſo as it may ſecure Newcaſtle, and have both the Town 
and Sea to friend for all Uſes.

It is over evident his Majeſty hath been woefully ſerved by his Miniſters in Scotland, 
and if thoſe play d their Parts ill which ſurrendered the Caſtle of Edinburgh, they did 
well worſe, who have on this Side done the like for that of Dunbarton; a Place in- 
deed of infinite great Conſequence all rightly conſidered: It is reported to have been 
taken by the Wiles of the Earl of Argyle, who now is, they ſay, poſſeſſed of it, and 
I believe will thence intend all the Conduct of thoſe Affairs on this Side the King- 
dom. I will awarrant you the Earl of Antrim's Tenants with themſelves with all their 
Hearts well ſecured from the Ill of him, for all their own Lord's Profeſſions to invade

It ſhould ſeem to me, for I was not of the Council, my Lord Marquis Hamilton 
and my Lord of Antrim, had to his Majeſty undertaken the Buſineſs before the Earl 
of Antrim's coming forth of England, conſequently before Argyle was declared Co- 
venanter; my Lord of Antrim was for his Reward to have had a Share of his Eſtate :

All which his Mateſty muſt 
ſtrictly require to be put in Execution by the Chiefs of his Army, commanding them in 
Perſon to attend the Duties of thoſe high Commands, not admitting them to transfer 
that Care over to Licutenant-Generals and Serjeant-Majors; for believe me, all of them 
will be little enough to contain the Soldier in that Subjection and Order is both fit and 
neceſſary; nay, if his Majeſty in Perſon be pleaſed to be in the Field himſelf ſome- 


times, his Buſineſs will not proſper the worle, make the Officers more careful, give 


infinite Comfort and Chearfulneſs to his Men, be a noble Recreation to himſelf, and

I know. full, well theſe are held ſmall Things not worthy the Animadverſion of ſuch 
as command in chief, fit to be deputed and intruſted with inferior Officers; but thoſe 
who think ſo, I afſure you ſhould not command for me: And give me Leave to ſay 
thus much further, that by theſe little all the great Actions of War are accompliſhed 
and perfected; nay. I will ſay yet further, that if the Chiefs do neglect theſe ſmall Du- 
ties, do not hold a ſtark Hand in the Performance of them, but caſt the Reins looſe 
upon the Neck of their Army, it ſhall run into a thouſand Outrages headlong, the 
Diſcipline of War be utterly: loſt amongſt them, and their Men, the Beginning of the 
next Spring be as unknowing, and leſs fit to make Soldiers than they are now.

to the Days of their publick Exerciſe, the Maſter of the Ordnance were directed his 
Place, where to march with the - Ordnance, that ſo the Miniſters belonging to that 
Part of the Militia, might be likewiſe made acquainted and perfect with that which 
belongs to their Duty.

IN. do faithfully ſwear, profeſs and promiſe, that I will honour and obey my So- 
vereign Lord King Charles, and will bear Faith and true Allegiance unto him, and 
defend and maintain his Royal Power and Authority, and that I will not bear Arms, 
or do any rebellious or hoſtile Act againſt Him, vr proteſt againſt any his Royal Com- 
 mands, but ſubmit myſelf in all due Obedience thereunto : And that I will not enter into \ 
any Covenant, Oath or Band of mutual Defence and Afiſtance againſt all Sorts of Perſons 
whatſoever, or into any Covenant, Oath or Band of mutual Defence aud Affiftance againſt 
any Perſons whatſoever by Force, without his Majeſty's Sovereign and Regal Authority, 
And I do renounce and abjure all Covenants, Oaths, and Bands whatſoever contrary to 
what I have herein ſworn, profeſſed and promiſed. So help me God in Chriſt Feſus. 


And to the end the ſaid Oath may be duly and orderly miniſtered according to his 
Majeſty's Laws, we do alſo ordain and eſtabliſh by this our Act of Council, That ſe- 
veral Commiſſions do iſſue under his Majeſty's Great Seal to certain ſelected Perſons to 
be named by us the Lord Deputy and Council, authorizing them to call before them 
and to miniſter the ſaid Oath unto all and every Perſon and Perſons of the Scatiſb Na- 
tion as aforeſaid, at ſuch Times and Places and according to ſuch Inſtructions as ſhall 
be in that behalf given by us the Lord Deputy and Council; which Commiſſioners ſo 
to be authorized, are to give Certificates thereof under their Hands to the Party ſworn, 
without taking any thing for the ſame ; and they are to certify to us the Lord Deputy 
the Names and Qualities and Places of Reſidence of all Perſons that ſhall have taken 
the faid Oath. And if any be ſo ill affected as to refuſe the ſaid Oath, that the Com- 
miſſioners do alſo certify their Names and Qualities and Places of Reſidence to us the 
Lord Deputy with all convenient Speed. And we require and in his Majeſty's Name 
do ſtrictly charge and command all Perſons as aforeſaid of the Scorrſþ Nation, that 
they and every of them do appear before the ſaid Commiſſioners, at ſuch Times and 
Places as they the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall appoint, and to take the ſaid Oath before 
them. And to the end all Perſons concerned herein may have due Notice hereof, we 
think fit that this our Act of Council be publiſhed by Proclamation throughout all the 
ſeveral Counties of this Kingdom.

Ar my other was cloſed, I thought fit to ſtay the Meffenger, till I had ſent my 
Son to his Majeſty according to your Honour's Direftion to know his Pleaſure 
concerning our Pay; and he returned hither laſt Night at Six o Clock our Parade Time: 
At which Time here came in an hot Alarm out of the Country, brought in from about 
Naworth by a Miniſter, and from Rowchf# Caſtle by a Peaſant of the Country, who 
both averred that the Scotch were diſcovered in great Numbers near unto both Places.

trenched, and have kept from their poſſeſſing of it; which Ground muſt of Neceſſity 
be taken in, if there be ever any Danger of an Enemy's Approach to this Place, other- 
wiſe this City may eaſily be taken: All which I have ſignified to his Majeſty, and it 
ſeems his Highneſs is willing it ſhould be done; but Money is not ready for it. The 
_ Garriſon being in Arms, I took my Horſe, and with ſome Company rid out towards 
Rowcliff Caſtle, which is a good Place to lay a Garriſon in, if it were repaired ; and 
riding that Way I met diyers People. driving their Herds of Cattle towards the City, 
who could give me no other Account of the Reaſon thereof, but that one came and 
told them, that the Scorch were come over the Water.

"Tis no News to tell your Lordſhip, that the Lord Say and the Lord Brooke ſtood awhile 
committed at York for refuſing a new Oath, called Sacramentum Militare, and are ſince 
confined to their Country Houſes ; that other Lords, who had taken the Oath, made 
afterward a Proteſtation, declaring in what Senſe they took it, which did not a little 
offend his Majeſty, but it paſſed quickly over, neither was the Oath offered afterward. 
The Queen's Letters have been ſent out to all the Papiſts about the Town, and 1 
take it all over England and Wales, to contribute what they pleaſe to his Majeſty. upon 
this Occaſion, which draws him towards Scotland, and Collectors appointed to gather 
in the Money ſo given. My next Neighbour in the Charter-houſe, the Counteſs Dowa- 
ger of Rutland, freely and chearfully gave five hundred Pounds; yet I do not hear that 
any conſiderable Sum is yet come in. |

Alſo, Letters are gone forth from the Lords of ſecret Council here, by his Majeſty's 
Command, to the prime rich Gentlemen of the ſeven Weſtern Shires, Cornwall, Devon- 
ſhire, Somerſet, Dorſet, Hampſhire, Wiltſhire and Berkſhire, to ſhew their Loves and 
Services to his Majeſty upon this Scotiſb Occaſion, by giving what Sums of Money they 
pleaſe, which they are preſently to ſend into the Exchequer. The Letters have been 
ſent out above this Fortnight, yet I hear of no Anſwer which they have made. 

I fay nothing of the Scotiſh Buſineſſes: Your Lordſhip hears quicker and more true 
Relations of the Paſſages there from other Pens than I can write. Tis our whole Diſ- 
courſe here, nothing elſe is ſpoken of. Home Buſineſſes we have none. The Courts 
at Weſtminſter all this Term, eſpecially the Law-Courts riſe by eleven of the Clock, 
there is nothing to do. Little Trade amongſt our Merchants; no buying of Land, 
all Things are at a ſtand, Men's Eyes being fixed only on the Iſſue of this Scotiſh Bu- 
ſineſs. | 

Various alſo are the Rumours raiſed in this Town, which at this Diſtance come 
from the King's Court, ſcarce one true of a Dozen, yet ſwallowed by the Multitude. 
I leave often the Charter-houſe to go to my Lord Admiral, and to other of my Court 
Friends, to be rightly informed. Mot certain it is, that the Scots are grown a moſt 
obſtinate rebellious People; God turn their Hearts; daily they fall more and more 
from their Obedience: And 'tis probable, that the King is ill dealt withal by ſome of 
that Nation, who are in his Court; which, if they be not removed, all will come to 
nought. For all the Noiſe, that the Earl of Roxborough was releaſed within two or

And indeed, my Lord, I 
could never find after the firſt Diſorder that any did ſtir in it; and thoſe that then did, 
were, as I formerly writ, of Sir Arthur Blundell's Company, but not of thoſe Men 
that came from his own Company, but thoſe that were of Sir George Flower's Men. 
And truly, my moſt gracious Lord, Sir Arthur Blundell, I mult needs ſay, hath carried 
himſelf very fairly and well in every thing, and your Honour's Letter hath even almoſt 
broke his Heart, and I fear he is jealous I did him ſome Wrong in my Relation to 
your Honour. And in regard I never found him guilty of any the leaſt Fault in that 
Action, I moſt humbly beſeech your Excellence to reſtore him again unto your Favour,

T7 is reported here, in the County of Armagh, that Boats nightly paſs from the 
1 Copeland Iſlands, both out of Ireland into Scotland, and from thence hither.

That in that Debate alſo, when his own Diſability to proceed in the Buſineſs was 
become manifeſt, he did not forbear to tell us plainly, that when he firſt tendered this 
Service to the King, he conceived that the Affairs in Scotland would not have grown 
to ſuch a Height, as ſince they are riſen unto; that he thought his Offer would not 
have been called on; and that he propounded it to gain Honour to himſelf and Fa- 
vour from the King: intended, as it ſeems to us, as a comely Compliment and no 
farther.

That thoſe two laſt Particulars we in our Tenderneſs of him did forbear to mention 

for the Reaſons aforeſaid; And that he ſtill continues to deal unclearly and reſervedly 
with us, may farther appear even out of his own laſt Letter, whereof the incloſed is a 
Copy: Firſt, in his now pretending (even againſt his own Knowledge) a Kind of Abi- 
lity to proceed, hoping that our Diſability to furniſh him out, as he defires, may be 
ſome Shadow to him to cover his Failure; and Secondly, in that mentioning Sir Do- 
nald Me Donald's Journey into England, his Lordſhip ſays, it is for. no other Purpoſe 
as he can learn ; intimating by thoſe Words an Ignorance, or at leaſt an Incertainty in 
himſelf of thoſe Purpoſes: Whereas we have good Reaſon to conceive, that Sir Donald 
Me Donald's Means of Performance, if any ſuch be, are ſo fully and clearly known to 
his Lordſhip and his Servant Archibald Stewart, from Sir Donald himſelf, as his 
Lordſhip need not to learn it out any other Way. h 

We then, having to deal with a Perſon that proceeds with us after ſuch a Manner, 
and that contributes ſo little towards our Satisfaction in the Probability of his Deſign, 
though firſt ariſing from his own Motion, could not adventure to confide ſolely in his 
Counſels, but (to the end we might the better enable ourſelves to perform our Duties 
therein to his Majeſty) have laboured ſeveral Ways to be informed therein from divers 
others, who have good Knowledge of thoſe Scotiſb Ifles, and who we conceived might 
be able to lead us out of Error in this Buſineſs; and all with whom we have conferred 
therein unanimouſly conſent, that thoſe Iſlands are not of that Conſideration in any

I H OU D have given a ſpeedier Account of our Proceedings, had the Weather been 

anſwerable to my Deſires; After my Receipt of your Lordſhip's dated the 7 of 

this Month, and upon Information given me by a Letter from Mr. S/ing/by of the 

Flemiſh Ship taken out of the Harbour of Dublin, the Wind being Nottherly, I ſet fail 

for the Iſle of Man, hoping to have met with her there; where miſſing of her, and the 

Wind being come about Southerly, I ſtood for the Coaſt of Scotland, arriving upon the 

17 of this preſent in the Sound of Ila, where I came to an Anchor. Immediately

- $UPPOSE your Lordſhip hath long e er this heard of an Accord betwixt the King 
1 and his Majeſty's Subjects of Scotland, and have ſeen the Conditions. By their 
writing they pretend fair, and by their Words proteſt as much Subjection and Loyalty 
to the King as can be wiſhed; but I pray God when it comes to the Performance they 
make it good. I hear at this Inſtant they begin to make a very large (and, no doubt, 
a falſe Interpretation of that Article for diſbanding both their Armies: They will needs 
have this extend to Berwick and Newcaſtle, and ſo have no Garriſons kept there, a 
Thing not ſpoken of before our Men and Arms were ſent Home; and the like in 
other Things. Tis true, they do reſtore unto his Majeſty thoſe Forts and Caſtles they 
Pad taken in Scotland: But if it be as I hear, they might as well keep them ſtill; 
for, they ſuffer the King to put into thoſe Places but what Number of Men they think 
good; and this in the common Acceptation is accounted but Juggling, to make good 
pa Words only, neglecting the Senſe, and Subſtance of them. The King is ſtill at 
Berwick, and though Coaches have been laid theſe four or five Days by Command, to 
carry his Majeſty, Southward; yet now for certain I hear, he intends to ſee Edinburgh 
before his Return to London. My Lord of Holland came by within theſe two Days. 
Moſt of the Lords and Gentlemen had taken Leave ten Days ago, and I dare ſay, they 
need not be bidden make haſte Home after once they had their Diſpatch; I did not

ntle a Pc Id have wrought ſo ſtrongly as I ſee it did with many of 
them. The King's Officers are ſent. for back again, the Number with his Majeſ- 
ty now at Berzrck I hear is very ſmall, Counſellors only, my Lord Marſhal, Sir Henry 
Vane, and Mr. Secretary Cole.

It is not unknown to his Majeſty upon what important Motives we humbly ad- 
viſed the Plantation of Connaght, as that wherein lay a principal Means of the Secu- 
rity and Flouriſhing of this Kingdom in Religion, Peace, Civility and Trades, in all 
which the County of Gallway (a great Part whereof theſe Letters require to be paſs'd to 
the Earl) is more concerned than any Place in this Kingdom: For the People there, 
befides their, Idleneſs and Want of ManufaQtures, are in a manner wholly Popiſh and 
Triſh, not a Proteſtant or Engliſhman of Note in the whole County, extreamly ad- 
dicted in their Affections to Spain, and accommodated with fit Harbours to comply 
with them 
It hath been the conſtant Endeavour of this State to break the Dependences which 
great Lords draw to themſelves of Followers, Tenants and Neighbours, and make the 
Subject to hold immediately of the Crown, and not to be. liable to the Diſtreſſes of 
Great Lords, which Courſe, if it be uſeful in other Parts of this Kingdom, is moſt 
neceſſary. here.

In that Petition we find ſuch apparent Untruths (for leſs we cannot call them) as 


if it were the Caſe of any Man other than the Lord Chancellor (with whoſe frequent 
Miſinformations we are well acquainted) we ſhould wonder how any Preſumption 


could lead him to affirm ſuch, and eſpecially to his Majeſty.

I muſt confeſs in a Buſineſs of ſo mighty Importance I ſhall the leſs regard the 
Forms of Pleading, and do conceive (as it ſeems my Lord Finch preſs'd) that the Power 
of Levies of Forces at Sea and Land for the very, not feigned, Relief and Safety of 
the Publick, is ſuch a Property. of Sovereignty, as were the Crown willing, yet can 
it not diveſt itſelf thereof: Salus Popul: ſuprema Lex; nay, in Caſes of Extremity, even 
above Acts of Parliament.

Chancellor of Ireland, againſt an Order and Decree given by the Lord Deputy 
and Council of that Kingdom for Sir Jobn Gifford Knt. Plaintiff, againſt the ſaid 
Lord Chancellor and his Son Sir Edward ho Knt. Defendants, bearing Date at 
his Majeſty's Caſtle of Dublin the firſt Day of February 1647, was this Day heard by 
his Majeſty at the Board, the Lord Viſcount Wentworth his Majeſty's Deputy-General . 
of Ireland, and ſome of his Majeſty's Privy-Council of that Realm, and alſo the faid 
Lord Chancellor and Sir Edward Loftus, and the Agent of Sir John Gifford being 
preſent. And after a long Debate of the ſaid Cauſe by the Counſel learned on both 
Sides, and a ſerious Review taken of the Petition of the ſaid Sir Fohn Gifford to his 
Majeſty, and of his Majeſty's Letters thereupon bearing Date the 9 of February 
1636, directed to the ſaid Lord Deputy and Council of Ireland, and of the Petition 
of the ſaid Sir Yohn Gifford to the ſaid Lord Deputy and Council, and of all the 
Pleadings, Proceedings and Proofs had in the faid Cauſe, and of the faid Decree, and 
upon Conſideration of the whole Cauſe, and mature Deliberation thereupon had, his 
Majeſty, with the Advice of the Board, did adjudge and declare the ſaid Appeal 
brought by the faid Lord' Chancellor to be without any juſt Cauſe or good Grounds 
to warrant the ſame, and that the ſaid Order and Decree of the ſaid Lord Deputy and 
Council of Ireland was made upon good and ſufficient Grounds, and is juſt and equal 
in all the Parts thereof. And therefore his Majeſty doth abſolutely and intirely confirm 
the faid Order and Decree, and commands the fame to be put in Execution. And that 
the faid Lord Chancellor and Sir Edward Loftus ſhall give due Obedience thereunto, 
and perform the ſame in all the Parts thereof, according to the Orders of the Council 
in Ireland made in that Cauſe.

ur happy Reſolution this Day taken in the Commons Houſe of Parliament, and 

the obſervable Circumſtances which occurred therein in our View, who have the 
Honour to ſerve his Majeſty as of his Privy Council here, and who, as Members of 
the Houſe of Commons, were preſent and co-operating in that Reſolution, have ren- 
dered to us ſuch inward Joy and Contentment in the Apprehenſion of the intire Af- 
fections and great Loyalty of this People abundantly teſtified thereby, as we eſteem it 
our Duties to haſten the glad Advertiſement thereof to his ſacred Majeſty. 

After the Propoſal of ſuch Acts of Grace and Advantage to the Subject, as we con- 
ceived moſt fit to lead, in order to the propounding of the Subſidies, fix Subſidies were 
demanded for his Majeſty : Whereupon divers Members of the Houſe ſpake thereunto, 
ſome of the Natives declaring, that as Six were granted the laſt Parliament, towards 
enabling the King to pay the Debts contracted for the Occaſions of this Crown, and 
forthe better Settlement of the Revenues, ſo at this Time Six or more are fit to be 
given, it being apparent that the Peace and Safety of the Kingdom are become ſo nearly 
concerned. | | 

Some alſo of the Natives ſhewing divers Precedents in ancient Times, and among 
thoſe, ſome whereby the King, by a Mandate from himſelf alone, without a Parliament, 
cauſed Moneys and Goods to be taken in Ireland from Merchants and others, towards 
defraying the Charges of his Expeditions againſt the Scots, for the Defence of his King- 
dom ; and thoſe having enlarged themſelves in that Point, mentioned the abundant 
Clemency and Piety of his Majeſty, in being ſo indulgent to his Subjects, as to decline 
that Example of his Progenitors, and to require Aid of his Subjects in a Parliamentary 
Way. Some of them ſaid, that his Majeſty ſhould have a Fee Simple of Subſidies in 
their Eſtates upon like Occaſions : Others of them with great Chearfulneſs declared, 
that to anſwer his Majeſty's Occaſions, for the Honour of his Perſon and Safety of his 
Kingdoms, it was fit to be done, though it were with leaving themſelves nothing be- 
| fides Hoſe and Doublet: Some of them with much Earneſtneſs, after forward Ex- 

preſſions of Readineſs towards advancing the Buſineſs, concluded, that as his Majeſty 
is the beſt of Kings, ſo this People ſhould ſtrive to be ranked amongſt the beſt of 
Subjects. | | 3 

Thus every of them ſeeming in a manner to contend one with another, who ſhould 
ſhew moſt Affection and Forwardneſs to comply with his Majeſty's Occaſions ; and all 
of them expreſſing even with Paſſion, how much they abhor and deteſt the Scorch Co- 
venanters, and how readily every Man's Hand ought to be laid to his Sword, to aſſiſt 
the King in the reducing of them by Force to the Obedience and Loyalty of Subjects, 
they defired, that themſelves and others of this Nation might have the Honour to be 
employed in this Expedition, and declared, with very great Demonſtrations of chearful 
Affections, that their Hearts contained Mines of Subſidies for his Majeſty, that Twenty 
Subſidies, if their Abilities were equal with their Deſires, were too little to be given to 
ſo ſacred a Majeſty, from whoſe Princely Clemency, by the Miniſtration of the Lord 
Lieutenant, ſo many and ſo gracious Favours are continually derived unto them. 

That the Promiſes made unto them by his Lordſhip the laſt Parliament on his Ma-

B* ING in the Boat going betwixt the Shore and the King's Pinnace, before I got 
aboard I received your Packet of the 26 of the laſt Month, it being then be- 
twixt three and four of the Clock in the Afternoon. I confeſs that I forced the Cap- 
tain to Sea againſt his Will, and have fince received my Correction for it, a marvellous 
foul and dangerous Night indeed we have had of it. But, God be praiſed, at this In- 


ſtant we are gotten over the Bar at Cheſter; the plain Truth is, that this churliſh Sea 


hath ſhaken this diſtempered Body of mine moſt extreamly, not in Caſe indeed well 
to indure it, having had a Fit of the Gout upon me ever fince I came into Treland, 
and a violent and ill-conditioned Flux for theſe eight laſt Days, which both together, 
with this Night's Sea-ſickneſs, have left me out of Tune to write thus much unto you 
with my own Hand, or to ſpend further any few of thoſe Spirits which are left me in 
anſwering your Letters, wherein therefore I crave your Pardon till I have the Hap- 
pineſs to ſee you, which I yet truſt ſhall be before the Beginning of the Parliament. 

The Act for the four Subſidies is paſs'd by the Parliament in Ireland, their Declara- 
tion alſo entred upon the Roll and printed as you may find by theſe few Copies in- 
cloſed, which, if you like, may be put into the Hands of ſome well affected Perſons, 
that ſo they may, become the more publick; and if you want, at my coming I ſhall be 
able to furniſh you with an hundred or two hundred Copies more, in caſe they may 
be of Uſe to his Majeſty's Service there.

The hundred Men deſigned for Dunbarton came to this Town the laſt Night, but 
as yet we hear not of any Perſon that is to take Charge of them, their Victual (as Mr. Wal- 
ley tells me) is likewiſe all in a Readineſs to be put on board within this Day or two: 
But Mr, Mayor is extreamly troubled with theſe hundred Men, complaining the Charge 
they put the Town unto, but I have perſuaded ſo far with him, as they will keep them 
together till Order. come from your Lordſhip how further to diſpoſe of them, telling 
them that they ſhall be reimburſed by his Majeſty of all their Money they ſhall lay 
forth for the Diet of theſe Men the whilſt, after the Rate of eight Pence by Day. 


Upon my landing at Neſſon J obſerved a Scot iſb Ship there riding upon her Anchors

Your laft Letters thence certify us, that the Enemy is intending to paſs the Tine at 
Hexham; if ſo, I ſhall adviſe, that you, with all the Horſe, and at leaſt eight thou- 
ſand Foot, and all the Cannon you have, march oppoſite unto them on this Side the 
River, and be fare, whatever follow, to fight with them upon their Paſſage. Indeed 
you look ill about you if you ſecure not the River. If there be a Bridge at Hexham, it 
would be broken down. Dear my Lord, take the Advice of the beſt Men, and dy 
ſomething worthy yourſelf. I am juſt now ſo furiouſly aſſaulted with a Fit of the 
Stone, as I am not able to write one Word more.

In a Matter of this Conſequence, wherein his Majeſty's Honour and Service are fo 
highly concerned, and wherein if the Earl ſhould proceed, I faw by his Propofitiong 
that his Majeſty muſt neceſſarily undergo very great Charge, I held it agreeable to my 

Duty to his Majeſty, privately to debate the Matter with his Lordſhip at this Board ; 
that by Conference I might gather from him, how he ſtood enabled for ſuch an En- 
terprize, anſwerable to his Majeſty's Expectation, before his Majeſty's Honour were too 
far engaged, or ſo vaſt a Charge to his Majeſty hazarded; purpoſing to contribute all

In Concluſion, when we had paſſed thorough all the Particulars of his Demands, as 
well for Arms and Munition as otherwiſe, and that we ſo ordered our Counſels in the 
Debate of the. Matter, as he conceived we were ready to furniſh him according to his 
own Demands, for thoſe Things which were to be provided on his Majeſty's Part; he 
then freely confeſſed, that he had not Money, and ſo was diſabled to proceed; and de- 
dlared abſolutely, that without Money he could not 8 either this Summer or the 

next Spring, acknowledging that the Failure was only in himſelf for Want of Money, 
and therefore he conſented it ſhould be ſo certified to the King: To which we muſt 
add, that his Propoſitions being yielded to, it muſt then have followed, that the whole 
Charge of the War ſhould be born only by his Majeſty. And indeed. it is very clear in 
all our Judgments, that if he had the Money now in Specie in his Hands, the Year is 
ſo far ſpent, and the Work to be done here before their going hence ſo great; in raiſing 
ſuch Numbers of Men, in getting ſo many and apt Commanders for them as is neceſſary, 
which are not yet provided; in training and exerciſing the Men to fit them for Service;

an Attempt. Wherefore the better to effect that, and (in Conformity to his Majeſty's 
Directions in the Diſpatches from London) to make a Shew as if there were a preſent 
Deſign from hence upon the Earl of Argyle's Country, thereby to amuſe him, and 
keep him buſy in Defence of his own Countries, whereby he may be diverted from 
joining with the Rebels in the South Part of Scotland, I the Deputy have iſſued Pa- 
tents. for half the Army to march immediately into the North Parts of this Kingdom, 
as if there were ſuch a Deſign to be forthwith undertaken. And we have now at this 
Board commanded the Earl of Antrim, not only to report and give out that he intends 
this Summer to invade the Earl of Argy/e's Country, but alſo immediately to go on 
buſily in preparing Long Boats that may be of uſe for ſuch a Service, as if he really 
meant it with all Speed. We have reſolved alſo, that one of his Majeſty's Ships be 
forthwith ſent to the North-weſt Parts of Scotland, with Inſtructions to give all the 
Help and Furtherance that may be to the Friends of the Earl of Antrim there; and to 
ſignify to them, if they have any Places of Strength near adjoining to the Sea, that by 
Countenance of that Ship there may be put into thoſe Strengths ſome Victuals and Am- 
munition, and, if they deſire it, ſome Men and Arms; ſo to preſerve the Earl of Antrim's 
Friends there, of at [eaſt the principal of them, until a farther Occaſion; and in the 
mean Time to countenance and encourage them. And if ſuch further Occaſion be 
| hereafter preſented, we humbly. conceive, it is an Undertaking too great for any other 
Purſe than his Majeſty's to undergo. In which Caſe the Charge being to ariſe ſolely 


from himſelf, no other can pretend to any Merit therein ; and conſequently, we humbly

Pleaſure ſignified for the Increaſe of his Penſion, as Governor of the Fort of Galkoay 
ſhall be fulfilled, and is a Reward deſervedly placed, and will be an Encouragement to 
others to quicken their Endeavours in the Service of the Crown. 


I muſt intreat the Continuance of your Favour towards him and the reſt of that 


little Regiment, which I ſhall not only return to any recommended hither under your 


Well-wiſhes, but you will find the Perſons ſo honeſt and worthy, as will give you great 
Content and Delight in befriending of them, and in few Things can you more bind 
them unto you, than by procuring their Return before Winter.

bis Chaplain to ſay Prayers upon the Scaffold, according to the Common Prayer Book, 


and made uſe of the 2 1 Pſalm in Proſe. His laſt Speech to the People is extant in 
Print, wherein he foretold Part of the enſuing Troubles which this Kingdom hath 


ſince felt. He died like a Gentleman and a Chriſtian; a» Martyr for the Church and 
King: Cujus memoria in benedictione: Precigſa in conſpectu Domini mots Sanctorum 
3 the managing of his Eſtate and domeſtical Affairs, he uſed the Advice of two 
Friends Ch. Gr. and G. R. and two Servants, Richard Marris his Steward, and Peter 
Man his Sollicitor. Before every Term they met, and Peter Man brought a Note of 
all Things to be conſidered of; which being taken into Conſideration one by one, and 
every one's Opinion heard, Reſolution was had and ſet down in Writing, whereof 
his Lordſhip kept one Copy and Peter Man another: At the next Meeting, an Account 
was taken of all that was done in Purſuance of the former Orders, and a new Note 
made of all that reſted to be done, with an Addition of ſuch Things as did ariſe ſince 


the laſt Meeting, and were requiſite to be conſulted of. His whole Accounts were 


ordered to be made up twice every Year, one half Vear ending the 20 of September, 
the other the 200 of March: For by that Time the former half Year's Rents were com- 
monly received, or elſe the Arrears were fit to be ſought after; it being no Advantage 
either to the Tenant or Landlord to ſuffer Arrears to run longer. 

He never did any Thing of any Moment, concerning either political or domeſtical 
Buſineſs, without taking Advice; not ſo much as a Letter written by him to any great 
Man, of any Buſineſs, but he ſhewed it to his Confidents, if they were near him. The 
former Part of his Life, Charles Greenwood and G. R. were conſulted with; and the 
latter Part, Chr. Wandesford came in Charles Greenwood's Room, Charles Greenwood 
defiring not to be taken away from his Cure; they met almoſt daily, and debated all 
Buſineſſes and Defigns, pro et contra. By this Means his own Judgment was very much 
improved, and all the Circumſtances and probable Conſequences of the Things con- 
ſulted were diſcovered and conſidered : A Courſe which ſome great Men have practiſed 
and is very efficacious to make a Wiſe Man, even though he adviſe with much weaker 
Men than himſelf: For there is no Man of ordinary Capacity, that will not often ſug- 
geſt ſome Things, which might elſe have been let flip without being obſerved : And 
in the Debatings of Things, a Man may give another Hints and Occaſions: to obſerve 
and find out that, which he that ſpeaks to it, perhaps, never thinks on ; as a Whet- 
ſtone, which cannot cut itſelf, does make a Knife ſharper. ly 0511 tn 
He was exceeding temperate in Meat, Drink, and Recreations. He was no whit 
given to his Appetite; though he loved to ſee. good Meat at his Table, yet he eat 
very little of it himſelf: Beef or Rabbits was his ordinary Food, or cold powdered 
Meats, or Cheeſe and Apples, and in moderate Quantity. He was never drunk in his 
Life, as I have often heard him ſay; and for ſo much as I had ſeen, I had Reaſon to 
believe him: Yet he was not ſo ſcrupulous, but he would drink Health where he liked 
his Company, and be as ſociable as any of his Society, and yet ſtill within the Bounds 
of Temperance, In Ireland, where Drinking was grown a Diſeaſe Epidemical, he was 
more ſtrict publickly, never ſuffering any Health to be drunk at his publick Table, but 
the King's, Queen's, and Prince's on ſolemn Days. Drunkenneſs in his Servants was 
in his Eſteem one of the greateſt Faults, ” | Ft W 
He loved Hawking, and was a good Falconer; yet in his later Days he got little 


Time to ſee his Hawks fly, though he always kept good ones. He played excellently 


well at Primero and Mayo, and for Company ſake, in Chriſtmas, and after Supper, he 
would play ſometimes; yet he never was much taken with it, nor uſed it exceſſively, 
but as a Recreation ſhould be uſed. His chief Recreation was after Supper, when, if 
he had Company, which were ſuitable unto him, that is, honeſt chearful Men, he 
would retire into an inner Room, and ſet two or three Hours, taking Tobacco and 
telling Stories with great Pleaſantneſs and Freedom : And this he uſed conſtantly, with 
all Familiarity in private, laying then afide all State-and that due Reſpect which in pub- 
lick he would expect. y rg * 53275 

He loved juſtice, for juſtice itſelf, taking great Delight to free a poor Man from a 
powerful Oppreſſor, or to puniſh bold Wickedneſs, whereof there are ſundry Inſtances 
to be given, both at Dor and in Ireland. This loſt him ſome Men's good Will, which 
he thought to be better loſt than kept upon thoſe Terms. One Perſon. of Quality, 


whom he had ſeverely puniſhed at York, came to be one of his Judges in the Lords |

ſo's But they little knew with what Reſpe& and Kindneſs K ing James had uſed him; 
fo-as cettaibly that Prince thought him no Enemy to his Power: It is true, he was à 
Subject, and ſenſible endugh of the People's Liberties; and he always thought, that 
Regal Power and Popular Priviledges might well ſtand together; and then only they 
were beſt praſer ved, when''they went Hand in Hand, and maintained one another, 


He always diſliked the Abuſe of Regal Authority to the Oppreffion of Subjects, for pri- 


vate Ends and Intereſts.: Vet it being moſt hard and difficult to keep the Intereſts of the 


King and People from incroaching one upon another, the longer he lived, his Experi- 


enoe taught him, that it was far ſafer, that the King ſhould increaſe in Power, than 


that the People ſhould gain Advantages on the King; That may turn to the Prejudice 
of ſome pattioulur Sufferers, This draws with it the Ruin of the Whole. | 
His Prudence and. Diligence are beſt ſhown by the Government of Ireland, wherein 


de dever undertook any Buſineſs that he would give it over till he had finiſhed it. 


He was conſtantly at Work Himſelf, and ſet out able Inſtruments in every Kind proper 
for his Afliſtance : To them he gave little Reft, ſtill calling on and encouraging them to 
be doing, and to give Accounts of what they had done, and rewarding plentifully all 
that deſerved it. If thoſe he imployed were diligent and dextrous to diſpatch the King's 
Buſineſs, they heeded: not ſtudy for Suits for themſelves; his Watchfulneſs and Bounty 
would: them, wherein I cbuld give a Multitude of Inſtances.

In the Compaſt of ſeven Years, whereas the King's Revenue in that Kingdom before 
be came thither had fallen every Year ſhort above twenty thouſand Pounds of defray-

t, -ricarvighty thouſand Pounds, © He got reſtored to the Church, Lands and Tithes 
— mtervented; above thirty thouſand Pounds in yearly Value. He brought 
in all the Laws in England into Force to his Time (except ſome Penal Laws, which 


art commonly Snares to the People, rather than Producers of any Reformation) ſo as 
the Iriſh and Eugigb might live together now as one People. He indenized all the 


Ante-nati Scots which were born before Queen Blizabeth's Death: A Favour of very 
gieut Advantage to that Nation, which it may be hoped ſome of that Nation will con- 


nder, and remember. how':ſome of their Countrymen reputed that Benefit. He faw 
© the Ammy compleat, dvly paid, duly cloathed, and duly exerciſed, whereof his own 


Eyes every Near were his Witneſſes. He ſecured the Seas from Pyracies, ſo as only one 
Ship was loſt at his frſt coming, and no more all his Time; whereas every Year be- 
fote, nc only ſevetul Stlips and Goods were loſt by Robbery at Sea; but alſo Turkiſo 
Men of War uſually landed and took Prey of Men to be made Slaves. By this Means,

and other Encouragements of Merchants, Trading did increaſe to full treble of what 


it was formerly; and for every Tun of Shipping which be found in Ireland, he left 


an hundred Tuns, as may be particularly ſhowed by a Liſt of all the 8hipping found 
and deft ati every Harbbur of that Kingdom.

- as it was generally obſerved that 7r#/and" never lived in that Tranquillity and Plenty, 
and 8 Oppreſſion, and other Bleſſings that make a Nation flouriſh, as it 
did under his Government. That all People ſhould be ſatisfied, it is impoſſible; but 
when the Complaints of diſcontented Perſons are duly heard and conſidered, they will 
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very eaſily be anſwered by any that knew thoſe Times: Indeed generally their frivolous 
Complaints confute themſelves ; and generally all the Complaints which I have heard 
were either apparently cauſeleſs, and for the moſt part grounded on Hearſays, or the 
Reports of Perſons, who had ſuffered juſtly for their Offences. | 

He Was naturally exceeding Cholerick, an Infirmity' with which he had great Wreſt- 
lings; and though he kept a Watchfulneſs over himſelf concerning it, yet it could not 
de lo prevented, but ſometimes upon ſudden Occaſions it would break; He had ſun- 
dry Friends that often admoniſhed him of it; and he had the great Prudence to take 
in good part ſuch Admonitions: Nay, I can ſay, that I, one of his moſt intimate 
Friends, never gained more upon his Truſt and Affection, than by this Freedom with 
him, in telling him of his Weakneſſes, For he was a Man and not an Angel, yet ſuch 
a Man as made a Conſcience of his Ways, and did endeavour to grow in Virtue and 
Victory over himſelf, and made good Progreſs accordingly, 12 

He was defamed for Incontinence, wherein I have Reaſon to believe that he was ex- 
© ceedingly much wronged. I had Occaſion of ſome Speech with him about the State 
of his'Soul ſeveral Times, but twice eſpecially, when I verily believe he did lay open 
unto me the very Bottom of his Heart: Once was, when he was in a very great Af- 
fliction upon the Death of his ſecond Wife; and then for ſome Days and Nights I 
was very few Minutes out of his Company: The other Time was at Dublin, on a 
Good Friday (his Birth-day) when he was preparing himſelf to receive the Bleſſed Sa- 
crament on Eaſter Day following. At both theſe Times, I received ſuch Satisfaction, 
as left no Scruple with me at all, but much Afſurance of his Chaſtity, I knew his 
Ways long and intimately, and though I cannot clear him from all Frailties (for who 
can juſtify the moſt innocent Man ?) yet I muſt give him the Teſtimony of Conſcien- 
tiouſneſs in his Ways, that he kept himſelf from groſs Sins, and endeavoured to 
approve himſelf rather unto God than unto Man, to be religious inwardly and in 
Truth, rather than outwardly and in Shew. „ 

I need ſay little of his Eloquence and Abilities in Speech: Both Houſes of Parliament 
in England, and the Star Chamber and Council Table there, as alſo the Preſidential Court 
at Vork, and the Council Chamber and Star Chamber and Parliament in Jrelaud, 
and as much as any of theſe, his laſt Defence at his Trial in Wefminſter- hall before 
the King, Queen, Lords, Houſe of Commons, and Multitudes of Auditors of all Sorts, 
are moſt full and abundant Witneſſes hereof, to omit his private and publick Letters, 
which ſhowed that he writ as well as he ſpoke, This Perfection he attained firſt, by 
reading well penned Authors in French, Engliſh and Latin, and obſerving their Ex- 
preſſions; Secondly, by hearing of eloquent Men, which he did diligently in their 
Sermons and publick Speeches ; Thirdly, by a very great Care and Induſtry, which he 
uſed when he was young, in Penning his Epiſtles and Miſſives of what Subject ſoever; 
but above all, he had a natural Quickneſs of Wit and Fancy, with great Clearneſs of 
Judgment, and much Practice, without which his other Helps of Reading and Hear- 
ing, would not have brought him to that great Perfection to which he attained, I 
learned one Rule of him, which I think worthy to be remember d; when he met with 
a well penned Oration or Tract upon any Subject or Queſtion, he framed a Speech 
upon the ſame Argument, inventing and diſpoſing what ſeemed fit to be faid upon 
that Subject, before he read the Book; then reading the Book, compare his own with 
the Author, and note his own Detects, and the Author's Art and Fullneſs; whereby he 
obſerved all that was in the Author more ſtrictly, and might better judge of his own 
Wants to ſupply them. | 

But amongſt all his Qualities, none was more eminent than his Friendſhip, wherein 
he did ſtudy and delighted to excell; a Subject wherein I can worſt expreſs myſelf, 
though I have moſt to ſay, and greateſt Scope to enlarge myſelf: For I cannot think 
of it without remembering what I loſt in his Death; a Treaſure, which no earthly 
Thing can countervail; ſuch a Friend, as never Man within the Compyn of my 
Knowledge had; ſo excellent a Friend, and ſo much mine. He never any thing 


in his Poſſeſſion or Power, which he thought too dear for his Friends: He was never 
weary to take Pains for them, or to imploy the utmoſt of his Abilities in their Service.

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the Occaſions of his Friends required. He was never forgetful, nor needed to be fol-. 
licited to do or procure an Courteſy, Which he thought uſeful for or defired by his 
Friends. He ſpent eight Years Time, beſide his Pains and Money, in ſolliciting the 
Buſineſſes and Suits of his: Nephews, Sir George and Sir William Sauile, going every 
Term to London, about that only, without miſſing one Term in thirty, as I verily be- 
lieve: - And all this merely in memory of the Kindneis which had paſſed: between him 
and his Brother in Law Sir G. Savile, then deceaſed. The Lord Baltimore, and the 
Lord Keeper Coventry, both of them on their Death- beds gave him a moſt, ſingular 
Teſtimony of their Senſe of his moſt conſtant Kindneſs and induſtrious promoting of 
their Intereſt at the Court, above the ordinary Courſe of Court Friendſhip. How he 
beſtirred himſelf in an Arbitration between the Earl of Arundel and Surrey, and Philip 
Earl of Pembroke, wherein he was named on the Earl of Arundels Part, the Particu- 
lars are more than I can well ſet down; and the Conſequence. thereof I am very wil- 
ling to forget. It will be too long for me to deſign to expreſs the Obligations his Kind- 
neſs laid on particular Men; There are very many that have Cauſe to remember them, 
and they or their Poſterity enjoy the Fruit thereof. In, fine, he did not ſeek Friend- 
. all Men; but where he deſired Intimacy, his Kindneſs did appear much more

in Ecker than in Words. He never failed where he did profeſs Friendſhip ; yet the 


Time was, when he might have ſecured himſelf from the great Oppoſition raiſed 
againſt him in Parliament, if he would have conſented to have done, and forborn to 
have done, ſome Things, concerning ſome: whom he accounted his Friends, which 
ſome Men would not have ſcrupled at: And God knows whether he was repayed 
again with the like Kindneſs and Fidelity.
